§  8.  By-lawB. —  The  by-laws  oif  a  membersaiip  corporation, 
created  by  or  under  a  general  or  spedel  law,  nmy  be  divided  into 
difleo^nt  classes  and  designated  as  constitution,  by-laws,  rules, 
r^nlatlans,  or  otflierwise,  and  may  provide  different  methodB  Ur 
amending  and  repealing  snch  classes,  reepeotively. 

The  by-laiwa  of  any  such  oorpomtion  may  make  provisions,  not 
inconsistent  with,  law  or  with  it«  certifleate  of  incorporati<«, 
r^nlaiting  the  admission,  voluntary  withdrawal,  censure,  suspen- 
fflon  and  eipulaon  of  members;  the  fees  and  dues  oi  members 
and  the  tenmi9iatx>n  of  mrembership  on  non-payment  thereof  or 
otheirwiae;  the  nomber,  times  and  mauner  ol  ehooslng,  qualiilca- 
*icam,  testns  cf  offioev  official  designations,  powen,  duties  and  ooni- 
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penvatiora  of  ftR  afflcera;  whajt  BhsM  conistitixte  a  vaxsaney  in  the 
office  of  any  sncih  officer  and  the  maoiner  of  fflUng  it;  the  number 
Off  iBiemibeirB,  not  less  thian  ome-thiird,    oir  ff  one^third  be  nine  or 
TxiOTey  not  lesB  tfcan  nine,  whose  presetoice  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum  at  its  meetings;  the  qualiflcatioDB  ol  voters  at 
its  meetings;  the  eligibility  of  manbers  to  be  directors;  and  the 
claBsifieatian  of  its  directors  into  not  more  than  five  classes,  so 
that  the  term  of  office  of  all  the  directors  of  one  class  only  shall 
expire  each  year,  and  that  the  term  of  office  of  their  successors 
shall  be  as  many  yeairs  as  there  are  ckusses,  but  not  so  as  to  changt^ 
the  term  of  office  of  any  dtreotor  then  in  office. 

Buch  by-laws  may  authorize  holders  of  the  bonds  of  the  cor- 
poiwtion  secured  by  mortgage  uinm  its  property,  to  vote  for  the 
directoro  thereo!!^  and  may  aipportion  the  number  of  votes  each 
such  bondholder  may  cast  to  the  amount  of  such  bond^  held 
by  him. 

The  by-laiws  of  a  membeirahip  carporation,  inoorpoirated  for 
yachting  purposes^  may  provide  that  the  owners  of  each  yacht 
shall^  together,  cast  but  one  vote  at  the  meetings  of  the 
corporation.

— Eaeh  person  algniiig  the  certificate  of 
poration  of  a  membership  corporation,  and  each  person  admit 
to  membership  thereiii,  in  porsnance  of  law  oor  its  by-laws^ 
be  a  member  of  the  corporation  until  hils  m^nbership  AsM 
terminate  by  death,  yolontary  withdrawal,  or  otherwise^  in  pur- 
snance  of  the  by-laws.  The  right  of  a  member  to  vote,  and  aB 
the  right,  title  and  interest  of  ft  member  in  or  to  the  corxiora- 
tion,  or  its  property,  shall  cease  on  the  termination  of  his  member- 
ship, unless  otherwise  provided  by  law,  or  by  the  lljy-laws  of  the 
corporation.

§  10.  Directors  and  trustees. —  The  directors  of  a  membership 
corporation  other  than  those  named  in  its  certificate  of  incorpor- 
poration,  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  members,  by  the 
members  and  by  such  other  persons  as  are  authorized,  by  or 
in  pursuance  of  law,  to  vote  therefor. 

If  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  director  of  a  membership  corpora- 
tion, created  under  or  by  a  general  or  special  law,  shall  not  be 
filled  within  six  months  after  it  occurs,  either  for  want  of  a 
by-law  or  other  provision  for  filling  the  same;  or  if,  by  reason  of 
the  absence,  iUness  or  other  inability  of  one  or  more  ol  the 
remaining  directors,  a  quorum  of  the  board  of  directors  can  not 
be  obtained,  the  remaining  directors  of  such  corporation,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  appoint  a  member  of  such  corporation  to 
fill  such  vacancy,  and  such  appointment  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  coimty  in  whidi  such  corporation  is  looated,  shall 
constitute  such  person  a  director  of  such  corporation,  until  the 
next  annual  election  of  the  direotoiEiB. 
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membership  corporation  may  file  in  the  offices  in  which  its 
certxficate  of  incorporation  is  filed,  a  supplemental  certificate 
designating  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifteen  of  its 
directors  to   be  the  tmstees   of  its   property   until  the  next 
anxinal  meeting,  and  may  by  by-law  confer  on  snch  trustees  any 
of  tlie  powers,  duties  or  obligations  of  the  directors  of  such  cor- 
poration in  relation  to  the  care,  custody  or  management  of  such 
property.    At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  thereafter 
tlie  members  thereof  shall  designate  successo(rB  to  the  trustees 
in  office.

The  provisions  of  K  1892,  ch.  333,  that  where  vacancy  in  a 
board  of  directors  of  a  benevolent  or  charitable  corporation  shall 
not  be  filled  in  six  months,  etc.,  a  citizen  of  the  state  may  be 
appointed  by  a  quorum  to  fill  vacancy,  changed  by  this  section  to 
the  appointment  of  a  member  to  fill  such  vacancy.  The  pro- 
vision of  L.  1875,  ch.  267,  §  4,  relating  to  social  clubs,  as  amended 
by  L.  1893,  ch.  465,  that  the  members  may  fix  quorum  of  directors 
by  llling  consent  in  office  of  county  clerk,  etc.,  is  omitted,  as  by 
this  arttcle  they  may  fix  the  quorum  by  the  by-laws.  This  section 
is  also  applied  to  corporations  created  under  special  laws,  as  it 
is  believed  to  be  advantageous  and  may  result  in  preventing 
application  to  the  Legislature  for  special  legislation.  Several 
slight  changes  as  to  particular  coirporations  are  made  with  a 
view  to  simplioity  and  uniformity.] 
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§  11.  Powere,  duties  and  MatoilitieB  of  diieotom — Tb^  fflie* 
ors  of  every  membership  corporation,  except  a  corporattioii 
the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  or  animals,  created 
by  a  general  or  special  law,  shall  present  at  its  annual 
report^  veaified  by  the  president  and  treasure,  or  by  a 
of  the  directors,  showing  the  whole  amount  of  real  and 
property  owned  by  it,  where  located,  and  where  and  how 
the  amount  and  nature  of  the  property  acquired  during  tha^ 
immediately  preeeding  the  date  of  the  report  and  tifce 
of  its  acquisition;  the  amount  applied,  appropriiated  or 
during  the  year  immediately  preceding  such.  da4;e,  and  tiie 
poses,  objects  or  persons  to  or  for  which  such  appliicationfl^  appto- 
priatiane  or  expenditures  have  been  made;  and  the  names   aod 
places  of  residences  of  the  persons  who  have  been  admiftted   to 
membership  in  the  corporation  during  such  year,  whiieh  refx^rt 
shall  be  filed  with  the  records  of  the  corporation  and  aa  abstraet 
thereof  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  aimTWil 
meeting. 

The  directors  of  every  membership  corporation,  except  a  society 
for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  or  animals,  shall  be 
jointly  and  severally  liable  for  any  debt  of  the  corporatlcm  con- 
tracted while  they  are  directors,  payable  within  one  year  or  less 
from  the  date  it  was  contracted,  if  an  action  for  the  adlection 
thereof  be  brought  against  the  corponation  within  one  year  after 
the  debt  becomes  due,  and  an  execution  issued  tfaereifD  to  tlie 
oounty  where  its  office  is,  or  where  a  oertificate  of  its  incorpora- 
tion* is  filed,  be  returned  wholly  or  partly  unsatisfied;  and  if 
the  action  against  the  directors  to  recover  the  amount  unsatSd- 
fled  be  commenced  within  one  year  after  the  return  of  such 
execution.

It  has^  therefore,  been  omitted  and  the 
first:  paragraph  of  this  section  requiring  a  report  at  annual  meet- 
ings made  applicable  to  all  membership  corporations,  including 
tlioBe  incorporated  by  special  charter,  except  corporations  for 
Uie  prevention  of  cruelty  of  children  or  animal b.    The  substance 
of  tliis  paragraph  is  substantially  the  same  as  K  1882,  ch.  268, 
§  Ty  relating  to  alumni  associations.    The  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, fixing  the  liability  of  directors  is  substantially  that  of  L. 
1848,  ch.  319,  §  7  (charitable  corporations),  and  L.  1865,  ch-  368, 
§   T    (social  clubs)  and  several  other  similar  statutes,  and  is 
extended  to  all  membership  corporations,  except  corporations 
for  the  prevention  6t  cruelty  to  children  or  animals.    In  some 
of  the  laws  hereby  repealed,  the  liability  is  limited  to  debts  in 
^wMch  the  directors  acquiesce;  in  others  to  debts  with  no  limita- 
tion   as  to  duration  of  credit;  in  some  cases  no  liability  of 
directors  is  prescribed  by  statute.    By  this  section  a  uniform 
liability  of  directors  is  adopted  for  membership  corporations. 
The   provision  requiring  judgment  and  execution  against  the 
corporation  in  the  first  instance  is  to  settle  a  question  which 
has  produced  much  litigation.J 

§  12.  Prohibitions  om  offlcera.: — No  dii^ectoir  op  other  officer  of 
a  membeonBhip  corpoirationi  hereafter  created  shiall  receive,  directly 
or  indirectly,  any  salary,  compensation  or  emolument  from  such 
corporation,  either  as  such  officer  or  director  or  in  any  other 
capaioity,  unless  authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation, 
and  by  the  concurring  vote  of  all  the  directlofre. 

No  director  or  other  officer  of  a  membership  corporaMon  here^ 
after  created  shaJl  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any 
contract  relating  to  the  operatioaQS  conducted  by  the  cori>oraition, 
nor  in  any  contract  *for  furnishing  supplies  thereto,  unless 
expressly  auftflLorlzed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,  and  by 
the  concumng  vote  of  all  the  directors. 

The  forejroing  pi'ovisions  of  this  section  shaJl  also  apply  after 
January  1,  1895,  to  every'  memberehip  corporation  now  existing 
and  heretofore  created  under  any  law  repealed  by  this  chapter, 
and  until  such  date  the  restrictions  of  law  now  existing  as  to 
such  compensation  and  contracts  shall  continue  applicable  to  the 
directors  and  other  officers  of  such  corporation.

directors,  and  thns  modified  th^e  provisions  are  extended  to 
all  membership  corporations.] 

§  13.  Purchase,  sale,  mortgage  and  lease  (J  real  property. —  No 
purchase,  sale,  mortgage  or  lease  of  real  property  shall  be  made 
by  a  membership  coiporation,  unless  ordered  by  the  concxirring 
vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  whole  nomber  of  its  directors. 

No  real  property  of  a  m^nbership  corporation  shall  be  sold 
without  leave  of  the  court,  but  may  he  leased  or  mortgaged 
without  such  leave.  A  mortgage  may  be  executed  to  secure 
the  payment  of  bonds  issued  or  to  be  issued  to  different  per 
Bona.  The  court  may  grant  leave  to  a  membership  corpora- 
tion to  convey  real  property,  without  confdjderation,  to  anottur 
memba'ship  corporation  created  for  the  same  or  kindred  pur 
poeea 

If  a  mortgage  of  the  real  property  of  any  such  corporation  be 
execated  and  delivered  without  leave  of  the  court,  the  court  may 
thereafter,  on  such  proceedings  as  are  required  to  obtain  leave 
of  the  court  to  mortgage  such  property,  confirm  such  previoosly 
executed  mortgage,  and  thereon  such  mortf;age  shall  be  as  valid 
and  of  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  it  had  been  executed  and 
dlelivered  with  leave  of  the  court,  except  as  to  purchasws  or 
incumbrancers  of  such  real  property,  subsequent  to  the  execu- 
tlon  taiA  ddivery  of  such  mortgage. 

A  membership  corporation  may,  if  Its  by-laws  eo  provide,  and 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  thereof,  and  without  leave  of  the 
court,  convey  to  a  member  of  the  waporatlon  a  portion  of  its 
real  jwoperty  for  the  erection  thereupon  of  a  cottage  or  other 
dwdllng-honse  with  suitable  outbuildings,  on  tlie  temiB  and  cMt 
ditions  tliat  such  portion,  together  with  the  building  tbereupon, 
shall  belong  to  such  member  and  on  his  deatb  paas  as  part  erf  bis 
estate  to  hia  heiiB  or  devisees,  but  that  tlie  land,  vfhes&apaa 
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Enaob  buildfiigB  eball  be  erected,  diall  be  isalienaUe  by  him  w 

tliesii,     ezoept    to    thie    oontpoiraitioii    or    to   member    tbereof, 

and     that  ^aoh    member    in  Ids    lifetime,    or   after    his    death, 

Ills     heiTB    or    dievisees,    may    oonyey    saoh    interest    in    saoh 

pTOi>erty     to     the     oorporatlon,     or    to     a    member    thereof 

for    emch   smn   as  may   be  mntnally  agireed   oni,   bnt  not   to 

any    other   person.     Such   oonveyanoe   may   provide   that   the 

grantees  of  the  imterest  id  each  lot  so  conveyed  shall  be  entitled 

to  one  vote,  either  in  person  or  by  piozy,  at  all  meetings  of  the 

ooirporation,  if  the  by-laws  authorize  such  a  provision. 

IBhscept  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  diapter  no  portion  of  a 
oemeteiy  of  a  cemetery  oorpoiatiooi  which  any  person  other  than 
the  corpofration  is  entitled  to  use  for  burial  purposes,  or  in  which 
Irarials  have  been  made  and  not  lawfully  removed,  Bhall  be  sold, 
mortgaged  or  leased  by  the  corpoTation.

The  provision  of  L.  1848,  ch.  319,  §  3,  relating  to  benevolent, 
etc.,  corporations,  that  no  purchase,  lease  or  sale  of  the  ro<al 
iproperty  shall  be  made  unless  two-thirds  of  the  directors  are 
present  at  the  meeting  at  which  it  is  ordered,  is  changed  so  as 
to  require  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  directors,  and,  as  so  modified,  is  extended  to  all  member- 
ship corporations. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  requiring  leave  of  court  to  mort- 
gage or  sell  real  property  is  new  as  to  a  large  number  of  corpora- 
tiona  L.  1861,  ch.  ;58,  requires  leave  of  court  for  leasing  real 
property  of  benevolent,  etc.,  corporation.  This  is  not  re-enacted, 
but  a  provision  is  inserted  expressly  authorizing  lease  or  mort- 
gage without  leave  of  court 

Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  §§  3390-96,  provide  for  the  procedure 
on  application  for  leave  to  sell,  etc.,  real  property,  and  requires 
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a  vote  of,  at  least,  two-thirds  of  tbe  directora,  at  a  duly  eaUed 
meeting  and  aatborizea  tlie  court  to  require  notice  of  tlie  appli- 
cation to  be  giTen  to  partlea  interested  as  members  or  othct- 
wise.  Tlie  corresponding  provisions  of  existing  law  are,  there- 
lore,  repealed,  without  re-enactment  here.  The  provision  of  L 
1865,  eh.  36^  §  9,  aathorizing  social  cluba  to  apply  to  cOonti 
judge  for  leave  to  mortgage  the  real  property  and  iaaue  bond^ 
entitling  the  holders  to  participation  as  voters  at  meetings  it 
the  corporation,  is  extended  to  all  memberehip  corporationa 
The  participation  which  a  bondholder  shall  have  in  the  affair* 
of  the  corporation  is  not  fixed  hy  this  section,  bnt  may  be  rege- 
lated by  the  by-laws  pnnnant  to  5  8  of  this  chapter,

—  If  the  certificate  of  incorpora- 
"tion  or  by-laws  of  a  cemetery  corporation  do  not  exclude  any 
person  from  the  privilege,  on  equal  terms  with  other  persons,  of 
parchasing  a  lot  or  of  burial  in  its  cemetery,  such  corpora- 
tion   may,    from   time    to    time,     acquire    by    condemnation, 
exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  a  cemetery,  not  more  than  two 
liundred  acres  of  land,  forming  one  continuous  tract,  wholly  or 
paiiiy  within  the  county  in  which  its  certificate  of  incorporatioti 
is  recorded,  except  as  in  this  article  otherwise  provided,  as  to  the 
acquisition  of  land  in  the  counties  ol  Kings,  Queens,  Rockland  and 
Westchester. 

A  cemetery  corporation  may  acquire,  otherwise  than  by  con- 
demnation, real  property  as  aforesaid  and  additional  real  prop- 
erty, hot  exceeding  in  value  twoi  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for 
the  purposes  of  the  convenient  transaction  of  its  general  busi- 
nesSy  no  portion  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  a 
cemetery. 

A  cemetery  <X)Tpofration  may  acquire,  otherwise  than  by  con- 
demnation, additional  real  or  personal  proi)erty,  absolutely  or  in 
trust,  in  i)erpetuity  or  otherwise;  and  use  the  same  or  the  income 
therefrom  in  pursuance  of  the  terms  on  which  the  saime  is 
acquired,  for  the  following  purpoees,  only: 

1.  The  improvement  or  embellishment,  but  not  the  enlargement 
of  its  cemetery; 

2.  The  construction  or  preservatio(n  of  a  building,  structun*, 
fence  or  walk  therein; 

3.  The  renewal,  erection  or  preservation  of  a  tomb,  monument, 
stone,  fence,  railing  or  other  erection  or  (structure  on  or  around 
any  lot  therein;  or 

4.  The  planting  or  cultivation  of  tree®,  shrubs,  fiowers  oar  plants 
in  or  about  a  lot  therein. 

A  cemetery  corporation  may  accept  a  conveyance  of  real  prop- 
erty held  by  a  religious  cofpporation  for  burial  purposes,  or  by 
tnurtees  for  such  purposes,  if  all  such  trusteeB,  living  and  residing 
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in  tliia state,  unite  in  the  conTeyalice,  snbject  to  all  burilii-HB,  tmsU 
and  conditions  to  which  the  title  of  such  grantors  was  sobjLtL 
Lois  ppeviaiiBly  BOid  In  any  such  lands,  and  {grants  for  biuial 
purposes  therein  previously  made,  shall  not  be  affected  by  ant 
siieii  ctmveyaaiee;  nor  eball  any  graTe^  monument  or  other  erectios 
thiiTeupon,  or  any  remains  therein,  be  disturbed  or  removed  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  lot  owner,  or  if  there  be  no  such  owner,  with 
out  the  consent  ct  the  heirs  ocf  the  person  whose  remains  an:' 
biiritNl  in  such  grave.

By  L.  1847,  ch.  133,  g  4,  the  property  acquired  by  the  corpora- 
tion must  be  within  the  county,  while  by  this  aection  it  may  b* 
partly  in  the  county  and  partly  in  ao  adjoining  countj-. 

Thie  section  authorizes  the  corporation  to  acquire  lands  for 
cemetery  purposes  by  condemnation,  if  unable  to  agree  with  the 
owners  for  the  purchase  thereof;  The  court  of  appeals  in  the 
matter  of  the  Deansville  Cemetery  Association,  66  N.  T^  569, 
held  that  the  provision  in  chapter  452  of  the  Laws  ot  1873, 
authorizing  the  taking  of  lauds  by  a  rural  cemetery  associatioii 
by  a  proceeding  in  invitum  was  unconstitutional  for  the  reason 
that  uuder  the  rural  cemetery  act  of  1847  the  use  for  which  the 
property  was  taken  was  not  a  public  one. 

The  case  seemed  to  turn  upon  the  point  that  by  the  provisions 
of  the  act  the  title  to  the  fee  of  the  property  was  ultimately  to 
vest  in  the  lot-owners;  and  it  was  therefore  the  taking  of  the 
pi'operty  of  one  person  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  another,  and 
not  of  the  public;  and  strees  was  laid  on  the  fact  that  no  right 
on  the  part  of  the  public  to  buy  lots  or  bury  their  dead  in  snch 
a  cemetery  was  secured  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  under  wbicb 
the  aesociatiOD  was  incorporated.  The  commissioners  believe 
that  the  constitutional  objection  is  obviated  by  the  limiting 
chinse  at  the  beginning  of  the  section. 

The  limitation  in  L.  1847,  ch,  133,  of  personal  property  to 
¥5.009  has  been  omitted,  and  the  corporation  is  brought  nnder 
sections  11,  12  of  the  general  corporation  law. 

The  provision  of  L.  1892,  ch.  498,  that  real  property  aeqnired 
by  a  cemetery  corporation  for  general  business  purposes  is  not 
exempt  from  taxation,  is  omitted.  The  property  is  taiable 
unless  exempted  by  L  1893,  ch.  498,  which  only  exempts  the 
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property    of   the    corporation    used    exclusively    for    cemetery 
puirposes.

§    46,  Surveys  and  maps  of  cemetery. —  Every  cemetery  cor- 
poration shall,  from  time  to  time,  bb  land  in  its  cemetery  may 
"be  required  for  burial  purposes,  survey  and  subdivide  such  land 
into  lotia  or  plats,  with  avenues,  paths,  alleys^  walks  and  oma- 
mental  plats;  and  make  and  file  a  map  thereof  in  the  office  of 
titLe  corporation,  open  to  the  inspection  of  all  persons.       Any 
unsold  lots,  plats  or  parts  of  lots  or  plats^  in  which  there  have 
not  been  any  burials  may,  by  order  of  the  du^ectors,  be  resurveyed 
and  altered  in  shape  or  size,  and  proi>erly  designated  on  such  maps.

§  47.  Bules  and  regulationa — The  direotors  of  a  cemetery  cor- 
poration may  make  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  use, 
oaie,  management  and  projection  of  the  i)rope!rty  of  the  corpora- 
tion and  of  all  lots,  plats  and  parts  thereof  in  its  cemetery;  for 
regulating  the  dividing  marks  between  the  various  lots,  plats  and 
parts  thereof,  their  size,  shape^  location,  and  the  size  of  erections 
thereupon;  for  prohibiting  or  regulating  the  erection  of  structures 
ujKm  such  lots,  plats  or  parts  thereof;  for  preventing  unsightly 
monuments,  effigies  and  structures  within  the  cemetery  grounds, 
and  for  the  removal  thereof;  for  regulating  the  introduction  and 
care  of  plants,  trees  and  shrubs  within  such  grounds;  for  the 
prevention  of  the  burial  in  a  lot,  plat  or  part  thereof,  of  a  person 
not  entitled  to  burial  therein;  for  regulating  or  preventing  dis- 
interments; for  the  conduct  of  x)ersons  while  within  the  cemetery 
grounds;  and  for  the  exclusion  of  improi)er  persons  therefrom 
and  improper  assemblages  therein. 

Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  plainly  printed  and  publicly 
posted  in  the  princii)al  office  of  the  corporation,  and  in  such 
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plaices  upon  the  cemetery  grounds  as  the  directora  by  resolntiaB 
prescribe.  The  directors  may  pfw^cribe  penaJties  to  be  paid  ly 
a  person  Tiolating  any  sucJi  rule  or  repilation,  not  exceedin? 
twen*y-flfe  dollaiB  for  eadi  violation,  wliicli  shall  be  recoveraU'; 
by  the  corpwation  in  a  dvil  action.

A  copy  of  such  record,  duly  certiflwl  by  the  aecretary  of  ?ndi 
corporation,  shall  be  fomiahed  on  demand  and  payment  of  eucb 
fees  therefor  as  are  allowed  ftJie  comity  clerk  for  certified  copies 
of  records.

§  49.  Title  and  righta  of  lot  owners. —  The  directors  must  fix 
and  deteimine  the  prices  of  the  burial  lot«  or  plate,  and  keep  a 
plainly  printed  oapj  of  the  schedule  of  such  prices  publicly 
posted  in  the  principal  ofQce  of  the  corporation,  open  at  all 
reasouable  times  to  the  Inspection  of  all  p^sons. 

The  corporation,  unless  its  certificate  of  incorporation  or  by-lawB 
otherwiaeprovide,  shall,  subject  to  its  rules  and  regulations,  sell 
and  convey  to  any  person,  the  use  of  the  lots  or  plat«  designated 
on  the  map  filed  in  the  office  of  the  corporation,  on  payment  of 
the  prices  so  fixed  and  determined,  but  need  not  sell  and  convey 
more  than  one  lot  or  plat  to  one  person.  The  conveyances  of

ixa.Ted  in  such  conveyance.    An  heir  may  release  to  the  other 
Ixeirs,  and  a  joint  owner,  may  release  to  the  other  joint  owners, 
Ilis  interest  therein,  on  conditions  specified  in  the  release,  which 
sliall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  corporation.    The  title  of  a 
grantee,  or  his  heirs,  shall  not  be  affected  by  the  dissolution  of 
tiie  corporation  or  its  non-user  of  its  corporate  rights  and  fran- 
cliises,  or  any  act  of  forfeiture  on  its  part,  or  any  alienation  of 
its  property  or  incumbrance  thereon  made  or  suffered  by  it.    If 
no  burial  be  made  in  any  such  lot,  or  if  all  the  dead  bodies  buried 
therein  be  lawfully  removed  therefrom,  the  owners  thereof  may, 
-with  the  consent  of  the  corporation,  sell  the  use  of  such  lot.    The 
secretary  of  the  cemetery  corporation  shall  file  and  record  in  its 
books  all  deeds  of  transfer.    A  lot  owner  may  reconvey  or  devise 
to  the  corporation  his  right  and  title  in  and  to  any  lot  thereto- 
fore conveyed  to  him  by  such  corporation.

§  50.  Application  of  proceeds  of  sales  of  lota — -At  least  one- 
half  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  use  of  all  lots  and  plaits  shall 
be  applied  to  the  piayment  of  the  purchase-money  of  the  real 
pi*o"perty  acquired  by  the  corporation  until  such  purchaise-money 
is  paid,  and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  applied  to  preserving, 
improving  and  embellishing  the  cemetery  grounds  and  the  avenues

§  51.  Burials  and  removals. —  If  there  be  more  than  one  lot 
owner  of  a  lot  in  the  cemetery  of  a  cemetery  corpoiatiotn,  no  body 
of  a  dead  person  shall  be  buried  therein  without  the  consent  of  all 
the  owners  of  such  lot,  unless  such  person,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
was  an  owner  of  the  lot,  or  a  relative,  vdfe  or  husband  of  an 
owner,  or  a  relative  of  such  wife  or  husband. 

A  dead  body  lawfully  buried  in  a  lot  in  suclT  a  cemetery  may  be 
removed  therefi*om,  with  the  consent  of  the  corporation,  and  the 
written  consent  of  the  ownei^  of  such  lot,  and  of  the  surviving  wife, 
husband,  children,  if  of  fuU  age,  and  parents  of  the  deceased.

§  52.  Taxation  of  lot  owners  by  corporation. —  If  the  funds  of  a 
cemetery  corporation  applicable  to  the  improvement  of  its  ceme- 
tery wholly  outside  of  a  city,  or  applicable  to  the  construction 
of  a  receiving  vault  therein  for  the  common  use  of  lot  owners,  be 
insufficient  for  such  purposes,  the  directors  of  the  corporation, 
not  oftener  than  once  in  any  year  and  for  such  purposes  only, 
may  levy  a  tax  of  one  dollar  on  the  owners  of  each  lot,  or,  with 
tte  written  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  lot  owners,  or  with  the 
concurring  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  lot  owners  at  an  annual 
meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called  for  such  purpose, 
may  levy  a  tax  on  the  lot  owners  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five 
doUars  for  each  lot  of  average  value  proportionately  to  the  prices 
at  which  the  lots  were  respectively  sold  by  the  corporation. 
Notice  of  such  tax  shall  be  served  on  the  lot  owners,  or  where 
two  or  more  persons  are  owners  of  the  same  lot,  on  one  of  them, 
either  personally,  or  by  leaving  it  at  his  residence  with  a  person 
of  mature  age  and  discretion,  or  by  mail,  if  he  resides  in  a  city, 
town  or  village  where  the  oflSce  of  the  corporation  is  not  located. 
If  such  tax  shall  remain  unpaid  for  more  than  thirty  days  after 
service  of  such  notice,  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  cor- 
poration may  issue  a  warrant  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corpora- 
tion, requiring  him  to  collect  such  tax  in  the  same  manner  as 
school  collectors  are  required  to  collect  school  taxes;  and  such

leave  siicli  lot  in  a  brolien  and  unimproved  ('ondition  f*ir  a  period 
of  one  month  or  more  from  the  date  of  Buch  removal,  the  corpora- 
tion may  grade,  cut,  fill  or  otherwise  change  tlie  surface  thereof, 
for  the  improvement  of  the  lot  and  the  gcueral  improvement  of 
the  cemetery  grounds,  without  reducing  the  areji  of  the  lot      Tlie 
expense  of  such  improvement,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  shall  be 
chargi?ahle  to  such  lot.

THE   MEMBERSHIP   CORPORATIONS   LAW. 


The  Membenahip  CknrpoTatioiuei  Law  ia  a  levisUni  of  cxtsdng 
0tatateB  aTitiboiizing  the  farmation  of  corporations  for  purposeii 
other  than  pecuniary  profit,  except  medical,  dental  and  veterinary 
corporations,  which  are  to  be  provided  for  in  the  Public  Health 
Law;  educational  corporations,  which  are  regulated  by  the  U2ii-  • 
yendty  Law,  ancl  religious  corporations^  for  which  provision  is 
to  be  made  in  a  sepairate  chapter,  to  be  known  as  the  religious 
ooiporatLons  law. 

The  laws  repealed  by  this  chapter  provide  for  the  organization 
and  govenmient  of  various  classes  of  benevolent^  charitable, 
social  and  recreatiive  corporations  on  the  same  general  plan,  but 
with  great  diversity  in  detail 

The  reduction  of  such  diversity  of  detail  to  a  uniform  system 
has  been  the  leading  principle  in  the  construction  of  this  chapter. 
The  general  corporation  law  already  provides  certain  uniform 
provisions  for  the  incorporation  and  government  of  these  and 
nearly  all  other  corporations.  Such  provisions  of  laws  to  be 
repealed  by  this  chapter  as  ajre  peculiar  to  particular  classes  of 
these  corporations,  as  it  has  been  deemed  necessary  to  retain, 
are  re-enacted,  respectifvely,  in  articles  n-Xn  of  this  chapter, 
while  article  I  of  this  chapter  represents  the  uniform  general  pro- 
visions common  to  them  alL  To  effect  such  degree  of  uniformity 
many  slight  changes  in  nearly  every  class  of  such  corporations 
have  been  found  necessary,  none  of  which,  however,  substantially 
disturb  their  methods  of  government  or  of  accomplishing  their 
corporate  purposesi  Thus^  the  uniform  maximum,  number  of 
signers  of  certtflcates  of  incorporation  and  of  directors  operates 
as  an  enlargement  of  the  maximum  number,  in  many  cases, 
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and  tbe  unifonii  miiilinnTn  nnmber  requkite  operBtsB  in 
many  oases  as  a  leduetion;  and  the  scope  of  by-laws  ezpcessfy 
authorized  has  been^  in  many  oases^  enlarged.  By  this  system 
of  irevision  many  repetitions  of  substantially  the  same  proyisbn, 
with  slight  yariatioiDs  hare  been  aToided,  and  a  single  wiifoim 
statement  substituted. 

This  chapter  includes  what  was  originally  proposed  to  be 
included  in  both  the  memheiBhip  corporations  law  and  the  mixed 
corporations  law. 

The  certificates  of  stock  issued  by  most  of  the  corpoirations 
classed  as  mixed  oorpoi«dions  are,  in  reality,  mere  oertiflcates  of 
membership,  issued  on  payment  of  membership  fees  and  dnes, 
and  not  entitling  holders  thereof  to  any  dividenda  A  separate 
chapter  for  mixed  corporations  is,  therefore,  not  necessary,  :uid 
section  3  of  the  Gteneral  Oorporation  Law  may  be  amended  by 
omitting  the  references  to  mixed  corporations. 

Several  proyisions,  now  applicable  to  corporations  created  by 
general  laws  only,  axe  extended  to  corporations  chartered  by 
special  laws.  This  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  frequent  oppli- 
oations  for  special  legislatioii  to  accomplifllh  the  same  result 

The  commissioners  believe  the  following  to  be  the  only  other 
changes  in  the  substance  of  existihg  law  proposed  by  this  chap- 
ter, besides  those  above  referred  to: 

1.  By  section  4,  a  membership  corporation,  whetiier  created 
by  general  or  special  law,  is  authorized  to  extend  its  corporate 
purposes  by  filing  a  supplemental  certificate.  This  is  new  as  to 
corporations  created  by  special  law  and  as  to  most  corporatioiiB 
created  .by  general  law. 

2.  Section  5,  authorizing  the  incorporation  of  unincorporated 
associations,  is  new  as  to  all  daises  of  such  assodatioins  except 
political  dubs  and  associations  for  training  nurses. 

3.  Section  6,  authorizing  memberdiip  corporations  created  bv 
special  law  to  reincoTX)orate  under  the  general  law  and  to  be 
governed  by  it  only,  is  new. 

4.  Section  7,  authorizing  corporations. of  the  same^  or  of  a  Mn 
dred  nature,  to  consolidate,  is  new  as  to  all  membership 
corporationsL 
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5.  Sectioin  8^  relating  to  by-laws,  is  broader  in  its  rterms  ttian 
any  law  repealed  by  this  chapter,  and  is  for  the  first  time  made 
applicable  to  corporations  created  by  special  law. 

6.  Section  10,  as  to  filling  vacancies  in  boards  of  directors,  is 
for  the  first  time  extended  to  corporations  created  by  special  law. 

7.  The  provision  of  nearly  all  the  laws  repealed  by  this  chap- 
tear,  i^uiring  the  filing  of  an  annual  inventory,  has  been  omitted, 
and  instead,  by  section  11,  the  directors  are  ^qnired  to  report 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

8.  The  liability  of  directors  where  it  now  exists  is  not  sub- 
stantiaUy  dhanged  by  section  11,  but  such  liability  is  extended 
uniformly  to  the  directors  of  membership  corporations,  as  to 
mauy  of  which  such,  a  liability  does  not  now  exist 

9.  The  prohibitions  contained  in  several  laws  on  the  officers 
or  directors  receiving  compensation  6r  being  interested  in  cor- 
porate contracts,  are  omitted,  and  inatead  sudi  compensation  or 
interest  is  permissible,  if  authorized  by  the  by-laws.  (See  sec- 
tion 12,) 

10.  By  section  13  all  membercdiip  corporations  are  required  to 
obtain  leave  of  the  court  to  sell  real  property,  after 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  directors.  In  many 
of  the  existing  laws,  a  vote  of  the  directors  at  a  meeting  at 
which  two-thirds  are  present,  with  leave  of  the  court,  is  sufficient; 
wliile  in  others,  a  vote  of  the  members  is  also  necessary.  The 
requirement  of  leave  of  the  court  is  new  as  to  some  membership 
corporations. 

11.  Section  13,  providing  that  the  court  may  confirm  a  sale,  etc., 
made  without  leave  of  court,  but  not  so  as  to  affect  subsequent 
purchasers  and  incumbrances,  is  new. 

12.  The  inx>vision  of  section  13,  authorizing  any  membership  cor- 
poration to  convey,  without  leave  of  courts  parts  of  its  real  prop- 
erty to  members  for  cottages,  etc.,  is  new,  except  as  to  social  clubs. 

13.  Section  14,  authorizing  the  changing  of  number  of  direotorsy 
is  new  as  to  many  membership  corporations  created  imder  laws 
repealed  by  this  chapter.  The  extension  of  such  provisiaQ  to 
corporations  created  by  special  law  is  also  new. 
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14.  l^e  provision  of  section  16,  authorizing  a' judicial  bxveA 
gation  of  the  affaiiB  of  a  mem1)en3ihip  oorporatian  om  the  ajpplicft- 
tjon  of  an  aggrieved  member,  is  new. 

16.  By  section  17,  oil  membership  corporations,  except  ediuA- 
tional  corporations  subject  to  the  Regents,  receiving  State  numej, 
are  required  to  report  to  Comptroller.  This  is  new,  ezc^it  as  to 
cofrporaitkxDS  maintaining  hospitals^  orphan  ac^lums  and  tbe  like. 

Cemetery  corporations. 

16.  The  provisions  of  section  45  authorizing  a  ceme- 
tery corponCtion  to  acquire  land  by  condemnsition,  is  new. 
The  constitutional  objection  to  such  condemnation  raised  in 
in  re  Deansville  Gemeteiy  Association,  66  N.  Y.,  569,  is  obviated 
by  the  limiting  clause  at  the  beginning  of  the  section. 

"  It  seems  to  be  settled  law  that  lands  may  be  cond^nned  for 
the  purpose  of  a  public  cemetery,  where  the  public  in  general  hare 
a  right  to  obtain  interment,  and  that  lands  taken  f6r  the  purpose 
of  enlarging  a  public  cemetery  is  devoting  it  to  a  puUic  use.'' 
(Farneman  v.  Mt.  Pleasant  Cem.  Ass'n,  Ind.  35  N.  E.  R^., 
271,  citing  Ass'n  v.  Beecher,  53  Ck>nn.,  551;  Balch  v.  Oom'rs,  103 
Mass.,  106;  Edgecumbe  v.  Burlington,  46  Vt,  218.) 

17.  The  provision  of  section  47,  authorizing  a  cemetery  ^o^ 
poration  to  prescribe  and  collect  penalties  for  a  violation  of  its 
rules,  is  new. 

18.  Taxes  levied  on  lot  owners  by  a  cemetery  corporadon, 
ander  section  52,  are  to  be  collected  by  treasurer  of  corporation, 
instead  of  by  the  school  collector. 

19.  The  power  of  cemetery  corporations  to  hereafter  issue 
shares  of  stock  is  not  re-enacted,  but  the  rights  of  holders  of 
existing  stock  are  preserved  in  section  55. 

Chapter  133  of  the  laws  of  1847,  the  original  act  for  the  incor- 
poration of  cemetery  corporations,  did  not  authorize  the  issue 
of  stock,  nor  did  it  contemplate  the  running  of  such  corporations 
for  profit.  The  entire  surplus  over  the  debts  and  expenses  was 
to  be  expended  in  maintaining  and  improving  the  cemetery 
grounds.  L.  1860,  ch.  163,  authorized  the  issue  of  certificates  of 
indebtedness  to  creditors,  entitling  them,  not  to  any  dividend 
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the  profits  of  the  corporation,  but  merely  to  the  princii>al 
a.xicl  interest  of  the  debt.    Later,  chapter  107  of  the  laws  of 
X8TI),  authorized  the  exchange  of  the  certificates  of  indebtedness 
for  certificates  of  stock,  the  holders  of  the  certificates'  of  indebt- 
edness, relinqnifihing  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  debt  and 
"becoming  entitled  to  all  the  profits  of  the  corporation.    Thus,  by 
a.11   indirect  method,  the  original  theory  of  the  act  of  1847  has 
l>een  defeated.    The  commissioners  doubt  the  desirability  or  pro- 
priety of  allowing  cemetery  corporations  incorporated  upon  a 
membership  basis,  to  issue  stock  and  become  speculative  con- 
cerns,  and  therefore  report  the  repeal  of  the  provision  authoriz- 
ing the  issue  of  stock  in  exchange  for  certificates  of  indebtedness 
without  re-enactment. 

A  cemetery  corporation  may  be  oragnized  for  business  pur- 
poses, as  a  stock  corporation,  under  the  business  corporations 

law.    If  it  be  a  stock  corporation  in  fact,  it  should  be  organized 

« 

under  and  governed  by  the  laws  applicable    to    other    stock 
corporations. 

Prevention  of  cruelty  corporations. 

20.  Section  70  requires  certificate  of  incorporation  of  such 
corporations  to  be  approved  by  the  president  of  the  New  York 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  and  the  president 
of  the  American  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals, 
pespectivdy.    This  provision  is  new. 

Boards  of  trade. 

21.  Under  L.  1877,  ch.  228,  a  board  of  trade  could 
originally  incorporate  either  as  a  membership  corporation 
or  a  stock  corporation.  Section  130  only  authorizes  incor- 
poration as  a  membership  corporation.  If  the  corportition 
desires  to  issue  stock,  it  must  incorporate  under  the  businesa 
coorporatiotDS  law,  instead  of  under  this  chapter.  Incorporated 
boards  of  trade  which  have  heretofore  issued  capital  stock  entit- 
ling holders  thereof  to  dividends  will  be  governed  by  the  Busi- 
ness Corporations  Law,  the  Stock  Corporation  Law  and  the  Gen- 
eral corporation  law.  Those  not  having  issued  capital  stock 
will  be  governed  by  this  chapter. 
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Agricultural  corporations. 

22.  Section  144  authorizes  agricultural  corporations  ori] 
incorporated  as  membership  corporations  to  issue  capital  stock, 
but  if  this  ih  done  the  corporation  becomes  subject  to  the  busineas 
and  stock  corpofrations  laws. 

Library  corporations. 

23.  L.  1796,  ch.  43,  L.  1853,  ch.  395,  and  L.  lS7i 
ch.  333,  authorizing  the  creation  of  library  corporaticas 
are  repealed  by  this  chapter,  but  -not  re-enacted.  Oorpora- 
tioHR  heretofore  incorporated  under  such  laws  will  be  subject  to 
this  chapter.  Library  corporations  can  be  incorporated  hereafter 
only  by  the  regents,  under  the  University  Law.    (L.  1892,  ch-  378,) 

24.  The  provisions  of  L.  1886,  ch.  666,  and  L.  1887,  ch.  313, 

m 

relating  to  local  appropriations  for  free  circulating  libraries  have 
been  repealed,  but  not  re-enacted,  as  sufficiently  provided. for  bj 
the  University  Law,  §  37. 

The  appendix  following  this  chapter  of  the  proposed  revimon 
contains  all  the  statutes  proposed  to  be  repealed  hereby.  Cross 
references  and  notes  explaining  the  principal  changes  in  lan- 
guage, and  all  changes  in  substance,  are  appended  to  the  several 
sections  of  the  proposed  revision  and  of  the  existing  statutes 
set  out  in  the  appendix. 
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Whereas,  a  disposition  for  improvement  in  useful  knowledge 
lijts  manifested  itself  in  various  parts  of  this  state,  by  associating 
for  procuring  .and  erecting  social  and  public  libraries:  And 
whereas  it  is  of  the  utmost  importan-ce  to  the  public  that  the 
sources  of  information  should  be  multiplied  and  institutions  for 
that  purpose  encouraged  and  promoted: 

Section  1.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Ni^w  York,  represented  iti  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and 
after  the  passing  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any 
number  of  persons,  not  less  than  twenty,  in  any  county,  town, 
village  or  neighborhood,  who  shall  subscribe  in  the  -whole  not 
le«s  than  forty  pounds,  and  who  shall  by  writing  under  their  hands 
signify  their  consent  and  desire  to  associate  themselves  together 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  and  erecting  a  public  library,  to 
assemble  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  the  month  in  which  they  shall 
determine  to  meet  at  a  place  previously  agreed  on  by  a  majority 
of  the  subscribers,  to  elect,  nominate  and  apx)oilit  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  twelve  of  their  number  as  trustees,  to  take 
charge  of  the  moneys  belonging  to  the  corporation  thereby  erected, 
and  to  transact  all  affairs  relative  to  the  same. 

§  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  election  to  be  held 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  conducted  ill  the  following  manner,  to  wit: 
That  whenever  two-thirds  of  the  subscribers  shall  assemble  at 
the  time  and  place  previously  agreed  on  and  appointed,  they  shall 
proceed  to  elect  a  chairman  by  ballot  from  among  themselves  who 
shall  preside  at  such  election,  receive  the  votes  of  the  subscribers 
and  be  the  officer  to  return  the  names  of  those  who  by  plurality 
of  voices  shall  be  elected  to  serve  as  trustees  for  the  said  corpora- 
tion; that  the  said  returning  officer  shall  immediately  after  said 
election,  certify  under  his  hand  and  seal  the  names  of  the  x>erson8 
elected  to  serve  as  trustees  for  said  libraTy,  in  which  certifleate 
the  style,  name  or  title  of  the  said  corporation  (which  rfiall  for 
ever  thereafter  be  the  style,  name  op  title  by  which  the  said 
OQuporation  shall  be  distinguished  and  known),  shall  be  portion- 
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larly  mentioiied.  asd  described,  which,  said  certiflcate  being  flist 
duly  proved  or  ax^knowledged  before  tbe  chamcellor  of  this  state; 
or  one  of  the  judges  of  the  sux)resne  courts  or  any  one  of  ihe 
judges  of  the  court  of  oonxmioini  pleas  of  the  county  for  the  time 
being,  in  the  same  manner  ia  which  deeds  or  other  T^tings  hare 
usually  been  proved  or  aeknowlegded,  shall  be  forthwith  recorded 
by  the  clerk  of  the  county  for  the  time  being,  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  by  him  for  that  puirpose^  for  which  he  shall  receive  a  fee 
of  eight  shillings  and  no  more. 

§  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  persons  so  elected, 
returned  and  registered,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  declared  to 
be  trustees  for  said  library,  and  their  associates,  and  such  oCher 
pensons  as  shall  from  time  to  time  become  members  of  the  cor- 
poration hereby  authorized  to  be  erected,  shall  be  and  hereby 
are  ordained,  constituted,  appointed  and  declared  to  be  one  body 
corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name;,  style

ors  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  break,  siier  and  change 
the  same  at  their  discretion;  and  also,  that  the  said  trustees 
and  their  successors  by  the  same  name  and  title  described  in 
said  c^tificates  from  the  time  of  their  election  aforesaid  siiall 
be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate, 
real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  oorporation:  Prorided, 
Such  real  and  personal  estate  so  held  shall  not  a^  any  one 
time  exceed  the  annual  value  of  five  hundred  dollars,  exclusive 
of  the  books  and  of  the  annual  payments  which  shall  be  directed 
to  be  made  by  the  members  of  the  said  corporation. 

[library  COTporations  are  not  authorized  to  incorporate  usidei' 
this  chapter,  but  future  incorporations  must  be  made  by  the 
regents  in  pursuance  of  the  University  Law  (L.  1892,  ch  378). 
Library  corporations  heretofore  incorporated  under  L.  1796,  oh 
43,  will  be  governed  by  the  general  provisions  of  this  chapter 
applying  to  all  membCTship  corporationa  The  general  pcwere 
of  such  corporations  are  sui)erBeded  by  §  11  of  the  Gen.  Corp.  L 
The  power  to  hold  property  is  superseded  by  Qen.  Corp.  L, 
§  12,  which  authorizes  such  corporations  to  hold  prfiperty  of  the 
value  of  13,000,000,  the  clear  annual  income  of  which  does  not 
exceed  f260,000 J 
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§  4.  And  for  the  better  execution  of  the  aforementioned  par- 
poses,  Be  it  further  enaqted,  That  forever  hereafter  there  shall  not 
be  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twelve  trustees  for  every  library 
ixicorporated  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  ht)ld  their  offices  for  one 
',  and  until  others  be  elected  in  their  places,  and  shall  manage 
"business  of  the  said  corporation;  and  that  there  shall  forever 
Ixereafter  be  one  chairman  of  the  said  trustees,  one  treasurer  and 
oxie  librarian  to  be  appointed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  men- 
tioned;  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  in  their 
discretion,  whenever  they  conceive  it  necessary,  to  appoint  one 
and  the  same  person  treasurer  and  librarian. 

^Library  corporations  heretofore  incorpoated  under  this  act 
Ti^ill  continue  to  have  the  same  number  of  trustees,  unless  they 
clxange  them  pursuant  to  section  14  of  this  chapter.  By  section 
29  of  Gen.  Corp.  Law  the  directors  are  given  the  general  power  to 
manage  the  affairs  of  the  corporation.  The  power  to  appoint  a 
lilwarian  is  omitted.  By  section  8  of  this  chapter,  the  members 
<ian  regulate  the  appointment  of  officers  and  employes  by  the 
enactment  of  by-laws.J 

§  5.  And  in  order  to  keep  up  a  perpetual  succession  of  trustees, 
Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  offices  of  the  said  first  trustees 
Bliall  determine  in  the  following  year  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
the  same  month  in  which  they  were  chosen,  and  that  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  the  same  month  in  which  the  first  election  was  held, 
in  every  year  forever  thereafter  there  shaU  be  a  general  meeting 
of  the  members  of  the  corporation  at  some  convenient  place  to  be 
from  time  to  time  ascertained  and  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
said  corporation,  aind  that  then  and  there  by  plurality  of  votes 
of  such  members  as  shall  so  meet,  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
twelve  trustees  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  to  serve  the  ensuing 
year;  that  any  person  holding  more  than  one  right  in  said  library 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  right  he  or  she  ^all  hold  in 
the  same;  that  the  trustees  of  the  said  library  shall  annually  at 
their  first  meeting  on  or  after  the  day  in  which  their  offices  com- 
mence, appoint  one  of  the  said  trustees  their  chairman;  that  in 
case  of  the  death,  removal,  refusal  or  neglect  to  serve  of  the  chair- 
man for  the  time  being,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  the 
said  library  at  any  of  their  meetings  to  appoint  another  chairman 
instead  of  the  one  dying,  removing,  refusing  or  neglecting  to  serve 
as  aforesaid,  to  remain  in  office  till  the  expiration  of  the  time  dur- 
ing which  his  predecessor  was  entitled  to  serve;  and  when  and  as 
often  as  any  vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  removal,  resigna- 
tion or  neglect  to  serve  of  any  of  the  said  trustees,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  chairman  of  the  said  trustees,  or  on  his  neglect  or 
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refusal  for  any  other  two  of  the  said  trustees^  to  cnmimoii  a 
meeting  of  the  members  of  the  said  corporation,  at  a  place 
fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporation  for  tlie  purpose 
of  electing  another  or  other  person  or  persons  instead  of  such  u 
shall  have  so  died,  removed,  refused  or  neglected  to  serve  as  af orp- 
said,  and  that  such  person  or  persons  so  to  be  chosen  trustee  <? 
trustees  at  such  meeting  as  last  aforesaid,  shall  respectively  remain 
in  office  during  such  time  as  the  person  in  whose  stead  such  trus- 
tee hall. be  chosen  would  have  done  in  case  such  death,  remov?! 
or  refusal  had  not  happened,  and  no  longer;  and  that  the  tmst^^ts 
of  the  said  library  shall,  at  every  such  annual  meeting  of  the 
members  of  the  said  corporation,  exhibit  to  the  members  a  state 
of  the  said  library,  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  trustees 
during  the  year  immediately  preceding  such  meetmg,  with  the 
treasurer's  and  librarian's  accounts,  stating  the  amount  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  during  such  year. 

[Section  8  of  revision  provides  that  the  by-laws  may  prescribe 
the  manner  of  holding  elections,  flUing  of  vacancies,  who  is 
entitled  to  vote,  the  number  of  officers,  and  the  manner  of  choos- 
ing them.  Section  10  of  revision  provides  for  fOling  vacancies  in 
board  of  directors,  where  no  by-law  provides  therefor.  By  section 
11  of  revision,  the  directors  are  required  to  make  an  annual 
reportj 

§  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  trustees  shall  have 
stated  meetings  once  in  every  quarter  in  every  year,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  for  that  pur- 
-pose,  that  the  chairman  or  any  two  trustees  of  the  said  library 
for  the  time  being  shall  and  may  from  time  to  time,  as  ocoasion 
may  require,  summoli  and  call  together,  at  such  place  as  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  cor 
poration,  the  trustees  of  the  said  library,  giving  them  at  least  two 
days'  previous  notice  of  such  meeting;  that  the  chairman  and  a 
majority  or  more  of  the  said  trustees  shall  form  a  board  of 
trustees,  and  that  in  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  the  trustees 
so  met  shall  choose  another  to  serve  on  that  occasion,  that  the 
chairman  shall  have  a  casting  vote  and  no  other,  that  the  chair- 
man and  a  majority  of  the  trustees  so  met  shall  have  fuU  power 
and  authority  to  adjourn,  from  day  to  day,  or  for  such  other  time 
as  the  business  of  the  said  corporation  may  require,  and  from 
time  to  time  to  appoint,  and  at  their  pleasure  to  displace  a  treas- 
urer and  librarian  of  the  said  library,  and  to  appoint  oither  or 
others  in  their  stead  and  place,  to  ascertain  the  compensation 
to  be  allowed  the  treasurer  or  librarian  or  either  of  them  for 
their  service  in  their  stations  respectively,  and  to  regulate  and 
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sippoint  to  them  the  said  treasarer  and  librarian  or  either  of 
■fchem  their  respective  powers,  trusts  and  dnties;  to  direct  the 
stpplication  of  moneys  belonging  to  the  said  corporation  to  the 
purchase  of  such  books  and  apparatus  as  they  shall  think  proper, 
-to  the  providing  of  a  room  or  house  for  the  sale  keeping  of  the 
l>ooks  of  the  said  library,  and  to  transact,  do,  manage  and  per- 
:f  orm,  in  the  name  of  the  said  corporation,  all  and  every  act  and 
acts,  thing  and  things  whatsoever  which  shall  be  necessary  to  be 
done,  and  which  the  trustees  of  said  library  are  by  this  law 
authorized  to  do;  and  to  make,  frame,  cotnstitute,  establish  and 
ordain,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  timies  hereafter,  such  laws, 
constitutions,  ordinances  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  officers,  members  and  servants  of  said  corporatioai,  for  regulat- 
ing the  terms  upon  which  the  books  of  the  said  library  shall  be 
lent  out  bbth  to  the  members  of  the  said  corporation  and  others, 
foar  fixing  and  ascertaining  the  times  and  places  of  the  quarterly 
meetings  of  the  said  trustees,  for  altering,  fixing  and  ascertaining 
the  places  of  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  said  corporation,  for 
the  election  of  trustees,  for  regulating  the  managemieint  and  dis- 
position of  the  books  of  the  said  library,  and  the  moneys,  funds 
and  effects  belonging  to  the  said  corporation,  the  mode  of  trans- 
ferring rights  in  the  said  library  from  one  person  to  another  and 
all  other  the  business  and  affairs  whatever  of  the  said  corporation, 
as  they  or  the  major  jxart  of  them  so  legally  met  shall  judge  best 
for  the  general  good  of  said  corporation,  and  for  the  more  effectual 
promoting,  increasing  and  preserving  the  said  librajy,  and  the 
same  or  any  of  them  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal,  from  time  to  tune, 
as  they  or  a  major  i)art  of  them  so  met  shall  think  proi)er:  Pro- 
vided, such  laws,  constitutions,  regulations  or  ordinances  be  not 
repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  state. 

[Section  8  of  revision  authorizes  the  adoption  of  by-laws,  pre- 
scribing the  time  of  meeting  of  directors.  Otherwise  the  matter 
is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  directors  under  the  general  power 
to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  corporation.  The  general  power  of 
directing  application  of  moneys,  etc.,  is  covered  by  general  cor- 
porations law,  section  29,  authorizing  the  directors  to  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  corporaitlon.

§  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  each  and  every  of  the  members  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  corporation,  his  or  her  executors,  administrators  and  assigns^ 
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to  give,  aell,  alien,  aeagn,  devise  and  dierpoee  of  their  respective 
rights  in  the  said  library,  and  that  their  respective  aceigns  shall 
be  members  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  and  every  the  sam^e  rights  and  privileges  in  said  libraiy 
and  said  corporation  as  the  original  members  are  entitled  to 
by  this  act:  Provided,  That  a  part  of  a  right  in  said  libraiy 
sliall  not  entitle  the  proprietor  or  owner  thereof  to  any  privil^e 
whatsoever  in  said  library  or  oorporation- 

[This  section  is  omitt^  By  section  9  of  revision  it  iB  pro- 
vided that  membership  in  a  membership  corporation  is  deter- 
mined by  the  member's  death,  voluntary  withdrawal  or  expulsdon, 
and  that  thereon  his  rights  and  interests  id  the  corporation 
cease,  unless  the  by-laws  otherwise  provide.  J 

§  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful at  such  meeting  of*  a  majority  or  more  of  the  said  trustees 
of  the  library  for  the  time  being,  to  make  any  by-laws,  oonflti- 
tutions,  or  ordinances  of  the  said  corporation,  to  admit  under 
the  common  seal  of  the  said  corporation  such  and  so  many 
persons,  members  of  the  said  corporation,  as  they  shall  think 
beneficial  to  the  said  library,  whidh  members  so  admitted  shall 
be  entitiled  to  have,  hold,  and  enjoy  all  and  every  the  same 
rights  and  privileges  as  the  original  members  are  entitled  to 
by  this  act

§  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  TRiat  each  and  every  member 
of  the  said  corporation  for  the  tune  being,  shall,  on  or  before 
the  first  Tuesday  in  the  month  fixed  for  the  election  of  trustees, 
annually  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said  library,  for  the  use  of 
the  said  corporation,  the  sum  or  sums  which  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  by-laws  of  said  oorporation,  and  that  whenever  any  of  the 
members  of  the  said  corporation  shall  neglect  to  x>ay  the  said 
annual  sum,  or  any  other  sum  which  of  right  shall  become 
due  to  the  corporation,  for  the  space  of  forty  days  next  after 
the  day  on  which  the  same  ought  to  have  been  i>aid,  that  then 
the  person  or  x)ersons  from  whom  the  same  shall  be  due,  shall 
be  precluded  from  exercising  any  of  the  privileges  to  whiph  he 
became  entitled  by  virtue  of  his  being  or  becoming  a  member 
of  the  said  corporation,  until  such  sums  shall  be  fully  satisfied; 
and  if  such  simis  shall  not  be  paid  within  two  years  after  any 
such  sums  shall  become  due  as  aforesaid,  that  then  and  after 
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the  expiration  of  two  yeais  from  the  time  such,  payment  ehall 
become  due,  that  the  pereon  or  persons  from  whom  the  same 
shall  become  due,  shall  thereui>on  forfeit  and  be  utterly  excluded 
from  all  his,  hers  or  their  rights  and  priyileges  in  the  said 
library  and  corporation. 

[All  matter  relating  to  fees  and  dues  of  members  are  fixed 
by  by-laws  adopted  by  the  corpopatlon,  puiBuant  to  section  8  of 
revifiion.J

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  trustees  of  all  library  companies,  formed  by  virtue  of  the 
act  above  entitled,  to  have  stated  meetings  semi-annually  or 
quarterly,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shaU  from  time  to  time  be 
appointed  by  a  majority  of  such  trustees  for  such  purpose,  xny- 
thing  in  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  hereby  amended  to  the  con 
trajy  thereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding,  and  at  such  meetings 
to  do  and  perform  all  duties  which,  in  and  by  the  said  act  hereby 
amended,  they  are  empowered  and  authorized  to  do  and  perform.

article  thus  offered,  with  the  intention  that  the  reward  shaU  be 
given  for  the  most  economical  or  profitable  mode  of  competition; 
provided  always  that  before  any  premium  shall  be  delivered,  the 
person  claiming  the  same,  or  to  whom  the  same  may  be  awarded, 
shaU  deliver  in  writing  to  the  president  of  the  society,  as  accurate 
a  description  of  the  process  in  preparing  the  soil,  including  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  the  manure  applied,  and  in  raising  the 
crop,  or  feeding  the  animal,  as  may  be;  and  also  of  the  expense 
and  product  of  the  crop,  or  of  increase  in  the  value  of  the  animal, 
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with  the  view  of  showing  accurately  the  profit  of  cultivating  the 
crop,  or  feeding  or  fattening  the  animal.

§  6.  The  presidents  of  the  several  county  societies,  or  a  delegate, 
to  be  chosen  by  them  annually  for  the  purpose,  shall  be  ex-oflRcio 
members  of  the  New  York  State  Agricultural  Society.

Section  1.  Any  number  of  persons  residing  in  this  state,  not 
less  than  seven,  who  shall  desire  to  form  an  association  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  and  holding  lands  to  be  used  exclusively 
for  a  cemetery,  or  place  for  the  burial  of  the  dead,  may  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  or  a  majority  of  them  may  agre^ 
and  apx)oilit  a  chairmai  and  secretary  by  the  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  i)CTBon8  present  at  the  meeting,  and  proceed  to  form  an 
association  by  determining  on  a  corporate  name  by  which  the 
association  shall  be -called  and  known;  by  determining  on  the 
number  of  trustees  to  manage  the  concerns  of  the  association, 
which  number  shall  not  be  less  than  six,  nor  more  than  twelve; 
and  thereupon  may  proceed  tQ  elect  by  ballot  the  number  of 
tnistees  so  determined  upon;  and  the  chairman  and  secretary 
shall  immediately  after  such  election  divide  the  trustees  by  lot 
into  three  classes;  those  in  the  first  class  to  hold  their  office 
one  year,  those  in  the  second  class  two  years,  and  those  in  the 
third  class  three  years.  But  the  trustees  of  each  class  may  be 
re-elected  if  they  shall  possess  the  qualifications  hereinafter 
mentioned.  The  meeting  shaU  also  determine  on  what  day  in 
each  year  the  future  annual  elections  of  trustees  shall  be  held.

§  2.  The  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  meeting  shaU,  within 
three  days  after  such  meeting,  make  a  written  certificate,  and 
nign  their  names  thereto,  and  acknowledge  the  same  before  an 
ofllcer  authorized  to  take  the  'proof  and  acknowledgment  of  con- 
veyances in  the  county  where  slich  meetiijg  shall  have  been  held, 
which  certificate  shall  state  the  names  of  the  associates  Tvho 
attended  such  meeting;  the  corjwrate  name  of  the  association 
determined  upon  by  the  majority  of  the  persons  who  met;  the 
number  of  trustees  fixed  on  to  manage  the  concerns  of  the  asso- 
ciation, the  names  of  the  trustees  chosen  at  the  meeting  and 
their  classification  and  the  day  fixed  on  fof  the  annual  election 
of  trustees;  which  certificate  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chair- 
man and  secretary  of  such  meeting  to  cause  to  be  recorded  in 
the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  in  which  the  meeting  was  held, 
in  a  boo^  to  be  appropriated  to  the  recording  of  certificates  of 
incorporation.

§  4.  Any  association  incorporated  under  this  ^t  may  take  bj 
purchase  or  devise,  and  hold,  within  the  coimty  in  which  the 
certificate  of  its  incorporation  is  recorded,  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  acres  of  Itind,  or  such  further  quantity  as  the  legidature 
has  prescribed  or  may  prescribe,  to  be  held  and  occupied  exdua- 
ively  for  a  cemetery  for  the  burial  of  the  dead.  Such  lands  « 
such  parts  thereof  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  for  that 
purpose  shall  be  surveyed  and  subdivided  into  lots  pr  plats  of 
such  size  as  the  trustees  may  direct,  with  such  avenues,  paths, 
alleys,  walks  and  ornamental  platia  as  the  trustees  may  de«n 
•pTOiper,  and  a  map  or  maps  of  such  sm^veys  shall  be  filed  and  kept 
in  the  office  of  the  association  ojjen  to  the  inspection  of  all  per- 
sons. The  trustees  must  fix  and  detennine  the  prices  of  the 
burial  lots  or  plats  and  the  conditions  and  restrictions  imposed 
upon  the  use  of  such  lots  or  plats,  and  keep  a  copy  of  the  sched- 
ules of  such  prices  and  of  such  conditions  and  restrictions  plainly 
printed  and  publicly  posted  in  the  principal  offices  of  the  associa- 
tion, open  at  all  reasonable  times  to  the  inspection  of  all  persona, 
and  the  trustees  shall  sell  and  convey  the  lots  or  plats  desipiated 
on  such  maps  upon  payment  of  the  prices  so  fixed  and  determined 
subject  to  such  conditions  and  restrictions  as  have  been  imposed 
upon  the  use  of  such  lot  or  plats  at  that  time  adopted  and  there- 
after to  be  adopted  by  the  tnistef^  of  such  association;  provided, 
however,  that  the  trustees  shall  not  be  rpquirc^i  to  sell  and  conm 
more  than  one  lot  or  plat  to  any  one  person-  But  any  citr  or 
town  in  which  the  lands  of  such  association  are  situated  and  anv 
incorporated  ^illaire  located  wholly  or  in  part  in  such  town  mav 
purchase  such  reasonable  number  of  lots  or  plats  in  such  proper 
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portian  of  tJie  lands  of  ^uch.  association  for  the  interment  oif 
strangers  and  otlier  persons  who  may  die  in  such  town  or  viUage 
under  such  cii*cumstances  that  it  would  be  uni'eusonable  to 
require  j)aynient  for  the  privileges  of  making  such  interment;  and 
such  city,  town  or  village  or  the  county  in  which  such  lands  are 
situated  may  also  purchase  other  lots  or  plats  as  may  be  jyroiper 
for  the  suitable  burial  of  such  soldiers  as  siiall  be  buried  at  pub- 
lic expense.  The  conveyances  shall  be  executed  under  the 
common  seal  of  the  association  and  signed  by  the  president  or 
Tice-president  and  treasurer  of  the  association.  Any  association 
incorporated  under  this  act  may  hold  personal  property  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  or  such  further 
amount  as  the  legislature  has  prescribed  or  may  prescribe,  besides 
what  may  arise  from  the  sale  of  lots  or  plats.

§  5.  The  annual  election  for  trustees  to  supply  the  place  of 
those  whose  terms  of  office  expire  shall  be  holden  on  the  day 
mentioned  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  and  at  such  hour 
and  place  as  the  trustees  shall  direct,  at  which  election  shall  be 
chosen  such  number  of  trustees  as  will  supply  the  places  of  those 
whose  terms  expire.  But  the  trustees  of  any  corporation  organ- 
ized under  this  act  shall  have  i)ower,  by  resolution  of  a  majority 
of  all  of  said  trustees,  to  change  the  time  for  the  annual  election

prietors as  the  majority  of  joint  proprietors  shall  designate  to 
represent  such  lot  or  plat,  maj,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  giie 
one  Yote  for  each  plat  or  lot  of  the  dimensions  aforesaid,  and  the 
persons  receiving  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given  at  such  election 
shall  be  trustees  to  succeed  those  whose  term  of  office  expires. 
If  at  any  such  election  one-fifth  in  number  of  the  said  proprieton 
shall  not,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  vote  thereat,  then  the  trustees  to 
be  chosen  shall  be  elected  and  chosen  by  the  existing  tnistees,  ar 
a  majority  of  them,  unless  such  trustees  to  be  chosen  shall  be 
elected  and  chosen  by  the  voters  of  holder^  of  unredeemed  -certifi- 
cates or  bonds  given  for  the  purchase  or  improvement  of  daid 
cemetery  grounds,  pursuant  to  chapter  one  hundred  and  wstj- 
three  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty;  and  the  existing 
trustees  shall,  in  all  cases,  hold  their  places  until  their  succeaaors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  But  in  all  elections  after  the  first,  the 
trustees  shall  be  "chosen. from  among  the  proprietors  of  lots  or 
plata  But  xio  proxy  shall  be  voted  upon  at  any  election  for 
trustees  that  has  not  been  executed  within  ten  months  prior  to 
such  election;  and  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy 
in  their  number  occurring  during  the  period  for  which  'they  hold 
their  office.  Public  notice  of  the  annual  electious  shall  be  given 
in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  shall  prescribe.

The  time  within  which  a  proxy  must  be  executed  to  be  voted 
on  is  changed  from  ten  to  eleven  months,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  the  instrument  creating  the  proxy.

lield  with  like  effect  as  if  holden  on  the  day  fixed  on  in  the  certifi- 
cate. The  oflSce  of  the  trustees  chosen  at  such,  time  to  expire 
»t  the  same  time  as  if  they  had  been  chosen  at  the  day  fixed  by 
the  certificate  of  incorporation.

§  7.  All  lots  or  parts  of  lots  or  plats  which  shall  be  conveyed  by 
the  association  as  a  separate  lot  or  plat,  shall  be  indivisible,  but 
may  be  held  and  owned  in  undivided  shares;  but  any  lots  or  plats 
or  parts  of  lots  or  plats  remaining  unsold,  and  in  which  there  shall 
have  been  no  interment,  may,  by  order  of  the  trustees  be  resur- 
veyed,  enlarged,  subdivided  or  altered  in  shape  or  size,  and 
designated  by  numbers  or  otherwise  on  any  map  or  maps  which 
may  be  filed  and  kept  pursuant  to  the  fourth  section  of  this  <ict. 
One-half  at  least  of  the  proceeds  of  all  sales  of  lots  or  plats  ahall 
be  first  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money  of  the 
lands  acquired  by  the  association  until  the  purchase-money  shall 
be  paid,  and  the  residue  thereof  to  preserving,  improving  and 
embeUishing  the  said  cemetery  grounds  and  the  avenues  or  roads 
leading  thereto,  and  to  defraying  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
cemetery  establishment;  and  after  the  i)ayment  of  the  purchase- 
money  and  the  debts  contracted  therefor,  and  for  surveying  and 
laying  out  the  land,  the  proceeds  of  all  future  sales  shall  be  applied 
to  the  improvement,  embellishment  and  preservation  of  such 
cemetery,  and  for  incidental  expenses,  and  to  no  other  purpose  or 
object  unless  expressly  authorized  by  law.  Associations  formed 
under  this  act  may  -also  agree  with  thie  person  or  x)ersons  from 
whom  cemetery  lands  shall  be  purchased,  to  pay  for  such  lands,  as 
the  purchase-price  thereof,  any  specified  share  or  portion  not 
exceeding  one-half  the  proceeds  of  all  sales  of  lots  or  plats  made 
from  snch  lands,  in  which  case  the  share  or  portion  of  such  pro- 
ceeds so  agreed  upon,  not  exceeding  one-half  thereof,  shall  be  first 
appropriated  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  purchase-money 
of  the  land  so  acquired,  and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  appropri- 
ated to  preserving,  improving  and  embeUishing  the  said  cemetery 
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grounds,  and  the  avenues,  paths  and  roads  therein  and  leading 
thereto,  and  to  defraying  the  incidental  exi)enses  of  the  cemetm 
establishment.  In  all  cases  where  cemetery  lands  shall  be  p«> 
chased  and  agreed  to  be  paid  for  in  the  manner  he^inbefore  pro- 
vided, the  prices  for  lots  or  plats  specified  in  the  by-la  \^s,  nde» 
and  regulations  first  adopted  by  such  associations,  shall  not  be 
changed  without  the  written  consent  of  a  majority  in  interesc  «f 
the  x)^s<ms  from  whom  the  cemetery  lands  were  purchased,  thfir 
heirs,  representatives  or  assigns.  (Thus  amended  by  X*.  187a» 
chap.

§  9.  Any  association  incorporated  pursuant  to  this  act,  nuij 
take  and  hold  any  property,  real  or  i)ersonal,  bequeathed  or  gi^eii 
upon  trust,  to  apply  the  income  thereof  under  the  direction  of  the 
trustees  of  such  association,  for  the  improvement  or  embelUsli- 
ment  of  such  cemetery,  or  the  erection  or  preservation  of  any 
building,  structures,  fences  or  walls,  erected  or  to  be  erected  upon 
the  lands  of  such  cemetery  association,  or  upon  the  lots  or  pbit$ 
of  any  of  the  proprietors;  or  for  the  repair,  preservation,  erecnon 
or  renewal  of  any  tomb,  monument,  gravestone,  fence,  railing,  a? 
other  erection,  in  or  around  any  cemetery  lot,  or  plat;  or  for  plant- 
ing and  cultivating  trees,  shrubs,  flowers  or  plants,  in  or  around 
any  such  lot  or  plat,  or  for  improving  or  embellishing  such  cem**- 
tery,  or  any  of  the  lots  or  plats  in  any  other  manner  or  form,  con- 
sistent ^ith  the  design  and  purposes  of  the  association  according; 
to  the  terms  of  such  grant,  devise  or  bequest.

rhall  l>e  forever  thereafter  inalienable,  and  shidl,  upon  the  death

;liat   any  one  or  more  of  such  h.eirs-at-law  may  release  tio  any

joint-owners,  may  release  to  any  other  of  the  joinitKowners,  his, 

her   or  their  interest  in  the  same  on  such  conditions  as  shall 

be   specified  in  the  release,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  m 

tihe  office  of  tlie  cemetery  association;  and  provided,  further,  that 

t3tie  body  of  any  deceased  jyerson  shall  not  be  interred  in  any  lot 

or  plat,  unless  it  be  the  body  of  a  person  having,  at  the  time 

of  such  decease,  an  interest  in  such  lot  or  plat,  or  the  relative 

of  some  i)erson  having  such  interest,  or  the  wife  or  husband 

of  su^h  person,  or  liis  or  her  relative,  except  by  the  consent  of 

all  persons  having  such  interest;  and  jMX)vided,  further,  that  in 

case   all  bodies  interred  in  any  lot  or  plat  shall  be  lawfully 

remoTcd  therefrom,  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lot  or  plat  may 

apply  to  any  special  term  of  the  supreme  oourt<  held  in  the 

county  where  the  cemetery  of  such  association  is  situated,  or 

in  an  adjoining  county,  for  leave  to  sell  the  same.      Notice  of 

such  application,  with  a  copy  of  the  papers  upon  which  the 

same  is  founded,  shall  be  given  to  all  parties  interested,  including 

such  association,  as  in  case  of  ordinjary  motions,  upon  notSce, 

brought  before  the  said  court;  and  the  said  court  may,  for  proper 

cause  shown,  authorize  the  sale  of  such  lot  or  plat.

of  the  process  in  preparing  the  soil,  including  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  the  manure  applied  in  raising  the  crop  an^  the  kind 
and  quantity  of  food  in  feeding  the  animal,  as  may  be;  also  the 
expense  and  product  of  the  crop,  or  of  increase  in  value  of  the 
animal,  with  a  view  of  showing  accurately  the  profit  of  culti- 
vating the  crop,  or  feeding  or  fattening  the  animal.

4-  Upon  the  city  or  town  of  their  county  in  which  the  library 
shall  be  located. 

5.  Upon  the  trustees  for  the  first  year. 

0.  Upon  the  day  of  the  annual  election  thereafter,  and  the  day 
tiie  new  trustees  that  may  be  elected  shall  enter  ux)on  office. 

7.  Upon  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  a  share  of  the  stock  to  con- 
stitute a  member,  how  much  thereof  shall  be  paid  down,  and  the 
asnual  sum  to  be  required  by  the  company  on  each  share  of  said 
stock.

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shall  occur  after  the  shares  shall  have  been  created,  or  such  anmrnl 
payments  have  been  increas^;  and  the  said  semi-annual  sums, 
when  due^  may  be  collected  by  suit^  if  deemed  expedient,  and  if 
payment  of  any  of  them  shall  be  neglected  to  be  made  (whether 
sued  for  or  not)  for  five  years,  the  share  of  which  it  may  be  chaxge 
able  may  be  declared  by  the  trustees  at  any  time  thereafter,  and 
while  any  part  of  it  remains  unpaid,  to  be  forfeited,  and  shall 
th^ceforth  cease  to  be  considered  a  share  in  the  company,  or  to 
give  any  right  or  interest  in  said  compaaij  to  the  holder  or  claim- 
ant thereof.  Shares  of  the  company  may  also  be  declared  for- 
feited by  the  trustees  for  non-payment  of  the  calls  of  any  install- 
ment at  the  time  specified  in  such  call,  and  with  the  like  effect  as 
in  this  section  mentioned  on  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of  s<»mi- 
annual  charges  where  such  forfeiture  shall  be  declared.

§  9.  The  library  of  the  company  shall  be  open  daily  (Sun<lays 
and  such  holidays  as  the  trustees  shall,  in  their  by-laws,  specify, 
excepted),  under  the  regulations  of  the  trustees,  for  use  by  the 
shareholders,  without  requiring  from  them  any  other  than  the 
semi-annual  payments  aforesaid  on  their  respective  shares,  and 
the  trustees  may  jHiescribe  the  terms  on  which  persons  not  share- 
holders may 'inspect,  make  researches  in,  and  use  said  library,  but 
subject,  however,  in  case  of  a  reference  library,  to  the  restriction 
against  and  punishment  for  the  removal  of  any  book,  manuscript, 
map,  print,  coin,  medal,  i)ainting  or  other  literary  article  or  work 
of  art  belonging  to  said  library  company  from  their  library 
building. 

§.  10.  Any  person  who  shall  fail  to  return^  at  the  expiration  of 
the  time  prescribed  for  its  use,  destroy  or  injure  any  article  or 
property  of  any  library  company  incorporated  under  this  act,  shall 
be  liable  to  damages  to  the  full  value  of  such  article,  and  also  1o 
such  further  amount  of  damages  as  any  court  in  which  a  suit  may 
be  prosecuted  therefor  may  award,  to  be  determined  however  by 
jury,  in  case  the  action  is  tried  by  jury;  and  in  case  any  book, 
manuscript,  map,  coin,  painting  or  other  literary  article  or  work 
of  art  shall  be  removed  from  the  library  building  of  any  reference 
library  company,  except  for  its  preservation  or  repair,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  being  dex>osLted  in  some  other  building  of  the  company^ 
should  they  change  from  one  to  another  location,  the  i)erson  so 
removing  or  assisting  in  so  removing  the  same,  and  any  trustee  or 
oflBicer  of  the  company  consenting  to  the  removal  thereof,  or  any 
person  in  possession  thereof,  after  such  removal,  refusing  to  per 
mit  the  same  to  be  restored  to  such  last  m^itioned  library,  shall 
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be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  being  indicted  there- 
for, no  nolle  prosequi,  discontinuance  or  relinquishment  of  the 
indictment  or  prosecution  shall  be  allowed,  except  upon  the  termr 
of  paying  all  the  costs  to  the  people,  and  a  certificate  of  satis- 
faction from  the  company  imder  their  corporate  seal,  and  the 
signature  of  a  majority  of  the  trustees  for  the  time  being;  and  the

§  11.  No  reference  library  oomi)any  shall  be  changed  into  a 
company  of  any  other  description  by  any  act  of  the  trustees  or 
sthareholders,  except  by  the  unanimous  consenti  of  such  share- 
bolders  for  the  time  being;  and  in  case  the  legislature  shall, 
without  such  unanimous  consent,  pass  any  law  whei*eby  the  books, 
manuscrips,  maps,  prints,  coins  or  medals,  paintings,  or  other 
article  of  literary  property,  or  work  of  art  of' such  company,  or 
any  of  them,  shall  be  permitted  to  be  removed  from  them,  or 
used  elsewhere  than  in  its  library  rooms,  every  dissenting  share- 
holder shall  first  be  paid  the  full  value  of  his  shaires  in  said 
company,  to  be  ascertained  by  appraisers  appointed  as  the  legis-

estate,  to  receive  repayment  of  the  cash  and  a  reconveyance  of 
the  real  estate  or  of  the  property  for  which  such  real  estate 
may  have  been  sold  or  exchanged.

§  13.  Any  library  company  incorporated  nnder  this  act  may, 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  hiembers,  for  the  purpose ' 
of  pupcha^in^  a  site  and  erecting  library  buildings,  or  a  residence 
for  the  librarian,  borrow  money  upon  the  bond  or  bonds  of  such 
company,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent 
per  anniuu,  and  secure  payment  of  the  same  by  mortgage  on 
such  site  and  buildings;  but  no  such  compimy  shaU  incur  any

other  securities  of  the  comx)any  to  discharge  them  from  such 
liability,  so  far  as  it  may  have  been  contracted  for  the  legitimate 
purposes  of  the  company  under  this  act;  but  no  board  of  trustees 
shall  lawfully  make  any  contract  on  account  of  the  company, 
except  for  such  site  or  buDdings,  or  the  payment  of  the  moneys 
so  borrowed,  not  to  be  performed  during  the  year  for  whidi 
the  board  is  chosen.

§  14.  If  any  election  shall  fail  to  be  held  on  the  day  mentioned 
in  ^d  certificate  for  incorporation,  it  may  be  held  on  any  other 
day  determined  on  by  the  trustees,  on  a  notice  of  nab  less 
than  six  days,  signed  by  the  president  or  a  ii^jority  of  the

SLS  if  they  had  been  chosen  on  the  annual  election  day.  Any

specified  in  such  original  certificate  or  in  any  certificate  of  exten-

The  board  of  managers  shall  consist  of  the  presi- 
dent, the  first  vice-president,  secretary,  treaspurer  and  directors,  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officers  to  so  mana^ 
the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  society,  as  will  best  pro- 
mote  the^  interests  of  agricultures,  horticulture  and  mechanic  arts; 
and  they  shall  hold  annual  fairs  and  exhibitions,  and  distribute 
premiums  to  the  best  and  most  meritorous  exhibitor  in  their  sev- 
eral departments.

residence,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  said  meeting.  (As  am.  by

of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  value,  exclusive  of  the  buildings 
and  improvements  thereon,  and  pemonal  estate  for  like  purposes^ 
to  an  umount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  doUars  in  value,  exclusive  of  the  buildings  and  improve- 
ments on  its  said  real  estate  and  the  furnishing  of  its  club-house, 
but  the  clear  annual  income  of  such  real  and  personal  estate 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  flifty  thousand  dollars;-  to  make 
and  adopt  a  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  said  corporation,  and  for  the  admission,  volun- 
tary withdrawal,  censure,  suspension  and  expulsion  of  its  mem- 
beiB,    for    the    eistabliahing    and    coUectioni      of      the       fees 
and     dues    of    its    members,    the    number    and    election    of 
its    oflScers,    and    to    define    their    duties    and    compensation, 
and  for  the  safe-keeping  of  its  property,  and  from  time  to  time 
to  alter,  modify  or  change  such  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and 
regolatibons;    provided,    however,  that    no  constitution,  by-laws, 
rules  or  regulations  shall  be  made  or  adopted  by  said  corporation 
which  shall  be  inconsistent  with  the  CJonstitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States  or  this  state.      The  by-laws  of  any  society  or 
club  foi'  yachting  purposes  may  provide  that  the  qualified  voters 
of  such  society  or  club  be  limited  to  the  owners  of  yachts  in  such 
maimer  that  the  owners  of  t^ch  yacht  shall,  together,  cast  but 
one  vote  in  the  meetings  of  such  society  or  club,  and  in  the  elec- 
tion of   its   officers,    trustees,    directors   or    managers.       (Thus 
amended  by  L.  1877,  chap.

The  number 
of  trustees  in  any  corporation  organized  under  this  act  may  be 
increased  to  not  more  than  twenty-one  or  diminished  to  not  lem 
than  threje,  as  foUovra:  The  existing  trustees  of  any  such  cor 
poration,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  maJie  and  sign  a  t^rtificate, 
declaring  how  many  trustees  the  corporation  shall  thereafter 
have,  and  stating  the  names  of  such  trustees  for  the  present  time, 
which  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  trustees  signing 
the  same,  or  proved  by  a  subscribing  witness;  and  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  original  eertifl- 
cate  of  incorporation  was  filed,  and  a  duplicate  or  transcript 
thereof  duly  certified  under  the  official  seal  of  such  clerk,  filed  in  * 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state;  and  from  and  after  the  filing 
of  such  certificate  and  duplicate  or  transcript,  the  trustees  of  sach 
corporation  shall  be  deemed  increased  to  the  number  therein 
stated,  and  the  persons  so  named  therein  shall  be  trustees  until 
a  new  election  of  trustees  shall  be  had  according  to  the  said  act, 
and  the  constitution,  by-laws  or  regulations  of  such  corporatioa 
(Thus  amended  by  L.  1885,  chap.  66,  superseding  L.  1867,  chap. 
799,  and  L.  1873,  chap.  698.)

§  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  certificate  of  incoiporation  here- 
inbefore mentioned,  to  declare  and  prescribe  what  shall  be  the 
qualifications  of  members  of  the  said  corporation  in  tlje  matter 
of  adherence  or  non-adherence  to  any  particular  school  or  theory 
of  medical  or  surgical  treatment,  and  what  system  of  practice  of 
raedicine  or  treatment  shall  be  used  and  applied  in  such  hospital, 
infirmary  or  home.

§  6.  The  affairs  of  such  corporation  shall  be  conducted,  man- 
aged and  administered  by  a  board  of  managers,  to  consist  of 
nine  persona  The  persons  named  as  managers  pr  trustees  for 
the  first  year  in  the  certificate  of  association  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, shall  administer  the  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  and 
its  hospital,  infirmary  or  home,  for  the  first  year  after  its  organi- 
zation. At  the  expiration  of  said  year,  and  annually  thereafter, 
an  election  of  members  of  the  board  of  managers  diall  be  had. 
Such  election  shall  be  by  ballot  and  all  members  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  be  entitled  to  vote  thereat.  Onlv  members  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  such  board.'  At  the 
first  election  a  full  board  shall  be  chosen.  The  persons  there 
elected  shall  divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three  classes  of  three 
members  each.  Those  in  the  first  class  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year;  those  in  the  second  class  for  two  years,  and  those  in  the 
third  class  for  three  years.  At  each  subsequent  annual  election 
three  members  of  the  board  shall  be  elected,  who  shajl  hold 
office  for  three  years.  Members  of  said  board  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successol^  are  elected.  The  board  of  managers  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  in  said  board  by  death, 
resignation  or  any  other  cause,  except  expiration  of  term.  Such 
elections  to  fill  vacancies  shall  be  made  by  ballot.  A  person 
elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  serve  only  for  the  balance  of  the 
term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurred,  or  until  his  successor  is 
elected.

§  7.  The  board  of  managers  shall  annually  elect  from  their  own 
number  a  president,  a  vice-president,  secretary  and  treasureT,  wiio 
shall  hold  oflflce  respectively  for  one  year  or  until  their  gn^ 
cessors  are  elected.  The  said  board  shall  also  apx>oiBt  suck 
subordinate  officers,  physicians,  surgeons,  nurses,  assistants  and 
servants  of  such  institution,  as  in  their  judgment  its  needs 
demand;  and  shaU  fix  the  compensation  of  such  subordinate^ 
define  their  duties,  and  shall  have  power  to  remove  them  or  anj 
one  of  ttem  in  the  discretion  of  said  board.

No  alteration  or  amendment 
of  the  by-laws,  nor  an  addition  thereto,  shall  be  made  except  by 
majority  vote  of  the  board  of  managers  at  a  meeting  of  Raid 
board,  nor  unless  a  written  notice  of  an  intention  to  iN*o{k)se  such 
alteration,  amendment  or  addition  at  a  meeting  of  such  board 
to  be  held  at  a  time  and  place  mentioned  in  such  notice  has  been 
served  i)ersonally  upon  each  member  of  said  board  at  least  three 
days  prior  to  the  time  mentioned  in  such  notice  for  the  holding  of 
such  meeting.

§  10.  The  legislature  may  at  any  time  regulate  any  corporation 
formed  under  this  act^  or  modify  its  powers^  or  annul  its  charter 
and  dissolve  such  corporation, 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  efi^ect  immediately.

Section  1.  Any  number  of  persona,  not  less  than  twenty-five,  of 
full  age,  citizens  of  the  T/nited  States  and  the  state  of  New  York, 
who  shall  be  honorably  discharged  soldiers  or  sailors  of  the 
union  army  or  navy  or  lineal  male  descendants  of  such  soldiers 
or  sailors,  who  shall  desire  to  associate  themselves  together  for 
social,  literary,  patriotic,  charitable  and  historical  purx>oses,  may 
make,  sign  and  acknowledge  before  any  person  authorized  to  take 
the  acknowledgment  of  deeds  in  this  state,  and  file  in  the  office 
of  the  secretary  of  state  and  also  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  the  business  of  such  society  is  to  be  conducted, 
certificates  in  writing,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  name  or  title 
by  which  societf^  shall  be  known  in  law,  the  particular  objects 
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and  business  of  such,  society,  the  number  of  trustees  or 
managers  who  shall  conduct  the  same,  and  the  names  of 
fifteen  trustees  or  managers^  one-fifth  of  whom  shall  retire  at  Uie 
end  of  the  first  year,  and  one-fifth  ait  the  end  of  each  successive 
year  of  the  Existence  of  such  co(rporation;  but  such,  certificate  shUl 
not  be  filed  .unless  by  the  written  consent  and  approbation  of  one 
of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  district  in  which,  sach 
society  is  located  and  where  its  business  ifi  to  be  condacted,  to  he 
indorsed  on  such  certificate.

books^  papers,  paintings,  flags,  banners,  statues,  medals,  relics, 
trophies,  historical  evideaices  and  other  personal  estlate  as  shall 
be  necessary  for  maintaining  the  objects  and  carrying  into  effect 
the  purposes  of  said  corporation.  And  aU  sums  over  and  above 
the  necessary  expenses  and  maintenance  of  such  society  and  prop- 
erty, and  to  satisfy  pirincipal  or  interest  upon  any  mortgages, 
loans  or  bonds,  shall  be  reserved  and  held  by  said  managers  as  a 
fund  for  purchase  of  memorials,  preservation  of  relics  and  hi* 
torioal  evidences  and  trophiles,  and  for  charity  to  union  veterans, 
their  families  or  descendants,  and  they  may  make  by-laws  for  the 
conduct  of  its  affairs  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state 
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or  the  United  States,  and  shall  have  power  to  elect  and  appoint 
tlie  officers  and  agents  of  such  society  and  allow  them  a  suitable 
eompensation.

each,  which  shall  be  deemed  personal  property  and  be  transfer- 
able as  such.

§  4.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  fifteen  trustees  of  every  oorpoiu- 
tiofn  formed  under  this  act  to  manage  its  affairs,  and  said  trustees 
fiihall  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  for  terms  of  five  years  each;  three  to 
be  chosen  each  successive  year  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  the 
bondholders  voting  at  such  election  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  and  they  shall  continue  and  be  trustees 
until  others  are  elected  in  their  places.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled 
by  the  trustees  as  the  by-laws  shall  provide.  A  failure  to  hold 
or  maike  an  election  shall  not  dissolve  said  corpoira/tion^  and  the 
trustees,  in  such  case,  shall  provide  for  a  new  election,  which 
election  the  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  duly  made.  The  inspectore 
of  the  first  election  shall  be  chosen  by  the  board  of  trustees  named 
in  the  certificate.  Subsequent  inspectore  shall  be  elected  in  the 
same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  the  trustees.

§  5.  The  annual  meeting  of  said  corporation  for  the  choice  of 
treasurer  and  other  business,  ^xsJl  be  held  on  the  last  Monday  of 
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Janiiaiy,  Ib  ea(^  yeaiT,  or  sudi  other  day  as  the  corporaitaon  ehall,  in 
its  bj-lajwS)  prescribe  for  that  purpoise,  and  special  meeitdings  thereof 
shall  be  called  on  the  requisitioiL  of  holderii  of  one^tenth  in  amount 
of  the  bonds  made  in  writing  to  the  board  of  tnistees,  wbioh.  reqnv 
sition  shall  express  the  object  of  such  meeting.  The  by-laws  shall 
not  be  amended,  altered  or  repealed,  except  at  the  annnal  meeting 
or  special  meeting  dnlj  caUed  as  prescribed  thereiii,  notice  of  vrhk^ 
shall  be  giyen  in  aiQ  notices  ihetetor,  A>ti  eyery  meetin^r 
of  the  corporatiofn  the  owner  in  his  own  right  of  the  bonds  of  the 
corporation,  shall  be  privileged  to  cast  one  vote  for  every  bond 
so  held,  provided  the  same  be  produced  or  evidence  of  such  owner- 
shij)  be  lodged  with  the  trustees  and  entered  on  the  boote  of  the 
same.  Bonds  of  the  corporation  shall  be  secured  by  mortgage 
and  the  interest  payable  thereon  shall  be  at  the  rate  per  centom 
fixed  in  said  instrument  of  mortgage,  but  not  to  exceed  six  per 
cent.

§  S.  No  person  shall  hoJd  and  exercise  the  office  of  trustee 
'/r^ess  he  be  a  bondholder,  holding  bonds  in  his  own  right;  and  in 
addition  thereto  shall  be  either  an  honorably  discharged  soldier  or 
isMor  from  the  armv  or  naw  of  the  United'  States,  or  the  lineal 
male  descendant  of  such  soldier  or  sailor  of  the  United  States  of 
America  op  army  of  the  associated  colonies  which  established  the 
United  States,  and  only  such  persons  shall  vote  for  such  trustees. 
The  by-laws  shall  determine  what  evidence  shaW  be  required  to 
establish  the  right  to  vote  for  trustees  and  eligibility  thereto, 
and  the  inspectors  shall  enforce  the  same.    The  trustees  shall

of  America^  and  the  descendants  of  such  union  veterans  of  the 
United  States  and  the  colonies  which  formed  the  same,  and  while 
so  owned,  held  and  devoted,  shall  be  free  from  all  taxation  by 
th.e  laws  of  this  state.

§  9.  All  corporations  formed  under  this  act,  togetiier  with  its 
books  and  vouchers,  shall  be  subject  to  the  visitation  and  inspec- 
tion of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court,  or  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  supreme  court  for  that  pur- 
pose; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  or  a  majority  of 
them,  in  the  month  of  December  of  each  year,  to  make  and  file 
in  the  county  clerk's  office  where  the  original  certificate  is  filed, 
a  certificate  under  their  hands  stating  the  names  of  the  trustees 
and  officers,  an  inventory  of  the  property,  effects  and  liabilities, 
with  an  affidavit  of  the  correctness  of  the  same  and  that  the  cor- 
poration has  not  been  engaged  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  other 
business  than  such  as  is  set  forth  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation.

§  10.  Every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  have  the 
powers  and  be  subject  to  the  restrictions  contained  in  the  leviged 
statute. 

§  11.  Thid  act  shall  in  all  courts  and  places  be  ccmstroed 
benignly  and  favwably  for  any  benefit  and  -pairpoGe  themi 
intended;  and  notwithstanding  any  misnomer  or  miadescriptioii rf 
said  corporation  in  any  will,  deed,  gift,  grant,  demise  or  oiha 
instrument  of  contract  or  conveyance  to  or  for  its  use,  the  saine 
shall  take  effect  in  like  manner  as  if  said  corporation  were  rigbtl}' 
named,  provided  it  be  sufficiently  described  to  ascertain  the  inteDt 
of  the  parties.

§  17.  Forms  of  state  accounts. —  The  comptroller  shall  prepare 
a  form  of  accounts  to  be  observed  in  every  state  charitable  insti- 
tution, reformatory,  house  of  refuge,  industrial  school,  depart- 
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ment,  board  or  conmiissiol&y  which  shall  be  accepted  and  followed 
by    them  respectively,  after  thirty  days'  notice  thereof.    Such 
f oniLs  shall  include  such  a  uniform  method  of  bookkeeping,  filing 
and   rendering  of  accounts  as  may  insure  a  uniform  statement 
of  pxirchase  of  like  articles,  whether  by  the  pound,  measure  or 
otlxerwise,  as  the  interests  of  the  public  service  may  require,  and 
a  .uniform  method  of  reporting  in  such  institutions  and  depart- 
ments, the  amount  and  value  of  all  produce  and  other  articles  of 
maintenance  raised  upon  the  lands  of  the  state,  ajad  which  may 
enter  into  the  maintenance  of  such  institution  or  department. 
All  purchases  for  the  use  of  any  department,  office  or  work  of 
the  state  government  shall  be  for  cash.    Each  voucher,  whether 
for  a  purchase  or  for  services  or  other  charge  shall  be  filled 
up  at  the  time  it  is  taken.    Where  payment  is  not  made  directly 
by  the  state  treasurer  or  governor,  proof  in  some  proper  form 
shall  be  furnished  on  oath  that  the  voucher  was  so  filled  up  at 
the  time  it  was  taken,  and  that  the  money  mentioned  therein 
to  have  been  paid  was  in  fact  paid  in  cash  or  by  check  or  draft 
on  some  specified  bank.

preceding.  Such  accounts  shall  give  in  detail  the  source  of 
all  receipts,  including  the  sums  received  from  any  county,  and 
be  accompanied  by  original  and  proper  vouchers  covering  the 
items  of  expenditures  unless  such  vouchers  have  been  preriooslj 
filed  with  the  comptroller  or  with  the  county  treasurer  or  other 
ofSce  entitled  to  the  same,  and  have  appended  or  annexed  thereto 
the  affidavit  of  the  officer  making  the  same  to  the  effeot  that  the 
goods  and  other  articles  therein  specified  were  purchased  and 
received  by  him  or  under  his  direction  or  that  the  indebtednesB 
was  incurred  under  his  direction ;  that  the  goods  were  purchajsed 
at  a  fair  cash  market  price  and  that  neither  he  nor  any  person 
in  his  behalf  had  any  pecuniary  or  other  interest  in  the 
articles  purchased  or  in  the  indebtedness  incurred;  that  he 
received  no  pecuniary  or  other  benefit  therefrom  in  the  way  d- 
commissions,  percentage,  deductions  or  presents^  or  in  any 
other  manner  whatever,  directly  or  indirectly,  nor  any  promises 
of  future  payments,  presents  or  benefits,  or  to  any  person  f« 
him,  either  directly  or  indirectly;  that  the  articles  contained  in 
such  bill  were  received  by  him  and  that  they  conformed  in  all 
respects  to  the  goods  ordered  by  him  or  under  his  direction,  both 
in  quality  and  quantity.

—  The  steward, 
clerk  or  bookkeeper  in  every  such  institution  or  department  shall 
receive  and  examine  all  articles  purchased  or  received  for  the 
maintenance  thereof,  compare  them  with  the  bills  for  the  same^ 
ascertain  whether  they  correspond  in  weight,  quality  or 
quantity,  and  inspect  the  supplies  thus  received.  Such  steward,

bank  or  banking-house  at  interest,  which  shall  give  a 
bond  with  sujjcient  sureties,  for  the  security  of  such 
deposit  to  be  approved  by  the  comptroller.

§  21,  Annual  inventory  and  report  of  institutions. — Every

§  82.  The  United  States  deposit  fund.— The  part  of  the  United 
States  deposit  fund  received  out  of  the  surplus  money  of  the 
treasury  of  the  United  States,  under  the  seventeenth  section  of 
the  act  of  congress,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  deposits  of 
the  public  money,"  passed  June  23,  1836,  is  held  by  the  state  on 
the  terms,  conditions  and  provisions  specified  in  such  act  of 
congress,  and  the  faith  of  the  state  is  inviolal&ly  pledged  for  the 
safe-keeping  and  repayment  of  all  moneys  thus  received  from 
time  to  time,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  required  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  under  the  provisions 
of  such  act.  The  comptroller  and  treasurer  of  the  state  shall 
keep  the  accounts  of  the  moneys  belonging  to  the  United  States 
deposit  fund  in  the  books  of  their  respective  offices,  separate 
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and  distinct*  from  the  state  funds,  and  in  such  manner  as  to 
show  the  amount  of  principal  of  the  fund,  the  amount  received 
from  the  interest,  the  amount  paid  from  the  annual  revenue  and 
the  objects  to  which  the  same  has  been  applied.  If  there  shall 
be  any  loss  in  the  loans  of  the  moneys  belonging  to  the  United 
States  deposit  fund,  it  shall  be  a  charge  on  the  interest  derixed 
from  the  loan  of  such  moneys,  and  none  of  the  interest  moneys 
shall  be  paid  out  for  any  purpose  until  such  loss  has  been  madt 
good  therefrom.

§  85.  Supervision  of  existing  loan  office  mortgages. —  Such 
conunissioners  in  each  county  shall  have  charge  of  the  mortgages 
heretofore  executed  to  them  or  their  predecessors  in  office,  on 
lands  in  such  county,  which  mortgages  shall  continue  with  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  if  this  chapter  were  not  enacted.

Such  commissioners  may  allow  any  such  mortgage  to  remain 
as  a  continuing  security  if  ^11  interest  due  thereon  has  been  paid, 
and  they  are  satisfied,  on  due  inquiry,  that  the  same  is  a  first  lien 
on  the  premises  described  therein,  and  that  such  premises  are 
worth  double  the  amount  unpaid  on  the  mortgage.  If  not  so 
satisfied,  they  shall  report  the  facts  to.  the  comptroller,  and  if 
directed  so  to  do  by  him,  they  shall  proceed  to  foreclose  such 
mortgage  and  collect  the  principal  and  interest  due  thereon. 
Every  such  comjnissioner  hereafter  .appointed,  before  enterisg 
on  his  official  duties,  shall  execute  to  the  people  of  the  state  of 
New  York,  an  undertaking  \^  ith  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties, 
to  be  approved  by  the  comptroiler,  in  such  sum  as  the  cwnp- 
troller  directs,  for  the  true  and  faithful  performance  of  his  duties, 
as  such  commissioner.  Ko  commissiomer  shall  receive  any 
moneys  undet*  the  provisions  of  this  article  until  such  undertak- 
ing has  been  executed,  approved  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
comptroller.  The  comptroller  may  require  additional  securitr 
at  any  time,  and,  if  the  same  is  not  given  when  required  shall 
report  the  fact  with  his  reason  for  requiring  additional  secur 
ity  to  the  governor.

§  86.  New  accounts  for  parts  of  premises.— If  the  owner  of 
mortgaged  premises  sell  a  part  thereof,  the  commissioners  on 
application  and  with  the  consent  of  the  mortgagor  and  such 
owner  shall  open  an  account  against  the  purchaser  for  his  pr^- 
I>ortionate  share  of  the  moneys  unpaid  on  the  mortgage,  but  not 
for  a  less  sum  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  unless  the  part  of 
the  mortgaged  premises  remaining  unsold,  exclusive  of  build- 
ings and  prior  liens,  is  worth  double  the  residue  of  the  mort- 
gage debt  not  included  in  the  new  account    On  full  payment 
of  the  amount  for  which  a  separate  account  is  opened,  the  com- 
missioners shall  discharge  the  part  for  which  such  account  was 
opened  by  the  execution  of  a  release  in  the  usual  form,  which, 
when  acknowledged,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  county  clerk  an^ 
a  minute  thereof  made  upon  the  margin  of  the  mortgage.    Such 
discharge  shall  not  affect  or  impair  the  obligation  or  liability  of 
the  mortgagor.

§  87.  Power  of  commissioners  to  maintiain  actions. — The  com- 
missioners may  at  any  time,  before  the  sale  of  the  mortgaged 
premises,  bring  an  action  in  the  name  /)f  the  people  to  restrain 
the  commission  of  waste  by  any  person  upon  the  mortgaged 
premises,  or  to  correct  any  mistake  or  omission  in  the  descrip- 
tion thereof,  or  to  recover  the  amount  due  on  a  mortgage.  At 
any  time  after  default,  and  before  sale,  if  any  person  cuts  or 
removes  or  injures  the  timber,  fences,  buildings  or  other  fixtures, 
belonging  to  such  mortgaged  premises,  or  threatens  so  to  do, 
they  may  maintain  a  like  action  for  damages  or  an  injunction.

§  88.  Foreclosure  and  redemption  of  loan  office  mortgages.— 
If  the  interest,  dne  on  any  Buch  mortgage,  shall  not  be  paid  ob 
the  first  Tuesday  of  October  of  any  year,  or  within  twenty-three 
days  thereafter,  or  the  principal  or  any  part  thereof  shall  notice 
paid  when  due,  the  state  shall  be  seized  of  an  absolate  estate 
in  fee,  in  such  lands,  and  the  mortgagor,  his  heirs  aad  aflsip% 
shall  be  foreclosed  and  barred  of  all  equity  of  redemption  of  tie 
mortgaged  premises;  but  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  possessioa 
thereof,  until  sale  under  foreclosure,  as  herein  provided;  and 
shall,  at  any  time  before  the  purchaser  at  such  sale  receives  his 
evidences  of  title  on  the  foreclosure,  be  entitled  to  redeem  tiie 
same  by  paying  to  the  commissioners  the  principal  unpaid  on 
the  mortgage  and  the  interest  to  the  time  of  redemption,  and 
all  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  foreclosure  and  sale.  On  snch 
redemption,  the  title  to  the  mortgaged  premises  shall  revert  lo 
and  be  vested  in  the  mortgagor,  his  heirs  or  assigns.  If,  befMe 
redemption,  the  purchaser  pays  to  the  commissioners,  the  pur- 
chase-money, or  part  thereof,  the  amount  so  paid  shall  be  repaid 
to  him.

§  89.  Purchases  for  the  state. — ^If,  on  any  such  foreclosure,  the 
property  does  not  bring  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  in  full  the 
amount  of  principal  and  interest  unpaid  on  such  mortgage,  and 
the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  sale,  the  conmiissioners  shall  bid 
in  the  mortgaged  property  for  the  people  of  the  state,  and  take 
title  thereto  in  the  name  of  the  state,  and  transmit  the  evidence 
of  title  to  the  comptroller,  and  thereafter  such  property  shall 
belong  to  the  state  and  form  a  part  of  the  United  States 
deposit  fund.  The  conmiissioners,  under  the  direction  of  the 
commissioners  of  the  land  office,  shall  continue  to  exercise  super 
vision  and  care  over  such  property  until  it  is  disposed  of  accw^- 
ing  to  law,  and  may  include  the  original  amount  loaned  on  the 
mortgage  in  the  sum  on  which  their  commissions  are  estimated 
In  all  such  oases  the  commissioners^  under  the  direction  of  the

Tinder  this  article,  or  may  be  paCri)y  the  comptroller  out  of 
the  revenues  of  the  United  States  deposit  fund.  No  commis- 
sioners shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the  purchase 
of  any  mortgaged  premises;  if  so  interested  such  sale  shall  be 
void.

4.  The  amount  retained  for  compensation. 

5.  A  statement  of  all  moneys  retained  for  the  costs,  disburse- 
ments and  expenses  of  foreclosures. 

6.  All  other  matters  deemed  material  for  the  information  of 
the  comptroller,  or  required  by  him, 

The  comptroller  may  prescribe  the  form  of  such  report,  and 
may  require  a  special  report  to  be  made  at  any  time  in  regard  to 
any  matter  under  this  article.  At  the  time  of  making  the  annual 
report  and  during  the  month  of  January  in  each  year  such  com- 
missioners shall  pay  into  the  state  treasury  the  amount  of  moneys 
in  their  hands  as  shown  by  such  report,  and  all  moneys  received 
and  collected  by  them  under  this  article,  less  the  amount  which 
they  are  entitled  to  retain  for  their  compensation,  cost,  disburse- 
ments and  expenses.  At  any  time  within  one  year  from  the  ren- 
dition of  such  report,  the  comptroller,  if  dissatisfied  with  the

§  93.  The  college  land  scrip  fund. — Tlie  principal  of  the  colh^ge 
land  scrip  fund,  shall  consist  of  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  sales 
of  the  land  scrip,  issued  for  the  lands  granted  to  this  state  by 
the  act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  approved  July  2, 
1862,  entitled  "An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  states 
and  territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts." 

The  acceptance  by  this  state,  of  the  provisions  of  such  act  of 
Congress,  is  continued  in  force. 

Such  principal  sum  shall  not  be  reduced  by  any  expenses 
incurred  in  any  incidental  matters  connected  with,  or  arising  out 
of  the  care,  maintenance,  management  or  sale  of  such  lands,  or 
in  the  management  or  disbursement  of  the  moneys  received 
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therefrom;  but  shall  consist  of  the  entire  proceeds  of  suoh  saka, 
and  shall  constitute  a  perpetual  trust  fund  whicli  ahall  remaji 
forever  undiminished,  and  if  any  portion  of  such  prmcipal,  shaH 
by  any  action  or  contingency,  be  diminished  or  lost^  it  shall  be 
replaced  by  the  state. 

The  comptroller  shall  continue  to  invest,  and  keep  invested, 
the  principal  amount  of  such  funds,  paid  into  the  treasury,  ai 
often  as  there  may  be  a  sufficient  accimiulation  for  that  purpose^ 
in  stocks  of  the  United  States,  of  this  state,  or  in  other  safe 
stocks  yielding  not  less  than  five  per  cent  per  annum,  on  the  par 
value  thereof.  The  moneys  in  the  treasury,  constitating  such 
principal,  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  treasurer,  from  time  to  time, 
on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  when  required  by  bJTn  for  the 
purpose  of  such  investment.

§  100.  The  military  record  fund.— r  All  moneys  contributed  and 
paid  OTer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  state  by  towns,  cities  and  indi- 
viduals for  the  erection  of  a  hall  of  military  record  belong  to  the 
military  record  fund.    Such  fund  shall  be  invested  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  state  funds  and  a  separate  account  thereof  shall 
be  kept  by  the  state  treasurer.    The  interest  arising  froan.  the 
investment  of  such  fund  shall  be  used  in  the  maintenance  of 
such  quarters  in  the  state  capitol  as  shall  be  set  apart  for  the 
safekeeping  of  military  rc^cords,  books  and  property,  and  for  the 
display  of  colors,  standards,  battle  flags  and  relics,  which  is 
known  as  the  hall  of  jnilitary  record.

§  101.  The  women's  monument  fund. —  All  contributions  paid 
into  the  state  treasury  for  the  erection  on  the  capitol  grounds  of 
a  monument  commemorative  of  the  women  who  rendered  acts  of 
sympathy,  kindness  and  charity  to  the  soldiers  in  the  late  war, 
shall  constitute  the  women's  monument  fund.  The  state  treas- 
urer is  authorized  to  receive  contributions  for  the  erection  of 
such  monument  at  any  time  during  the  ten  years  following  the 
passage  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  veteran 
soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  late  war,  residing  in  the  state  of  New 
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York,  to  erect  a  monument  on  tlie  capitol  grounds  at  Albany. 
in  honor  of  the  women  of  said  state,  for  their  humane  asd 
patriotic  acts  during  the  war,"  passed  April  24,  1886.  H,  at  tbe 
expiration  of  such  ten  years,  there  shall  not  have  been  paid  inti 
the  treasury  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  the  amomt 
collected  and  then  remaining  in  the  treasury,  belonging  to  snA 
fund,  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  to  the  trustees  of  tie 
Soldiers'  Home  at  Bath,  to  be  used  by  them  to  the  best  advant- 
age of  such  home.

§  102.  The  mariners  fund. —  The  loan  of  ten  thousand  dolian 
made  by  the  comptroller  to  the  trustet^s  of  the  American  Ses: 
men's  Fnend  Society  in  the  city  of  IS^ew  York,  pursuant  to  chapter 
.173  of  the  Inws  of  1840,  and  continued  by  chapter  37  of  the 
laws  of  1845,  shall  constitute  the  Mariners'  fund.  Such  loaa 
shall  be  secured  by  mortgage  satisfactory  to  the  comptroUe 
and  may  be  retained  by  such  trustees,  without  payment  of  inter- 
est, as  long  as  they  shall  faithfully  use  and  apply  the  same  to 
promote  the  benevolent  objects  of  the  Sailors'  Home,  erected  for 
the  boarding  and  accommodation  of  seamen  in  such  city.

Such  mortgage  shall  be  a  lien  on  such  home  prior  to 
the  lien  held  by  the  state  to  secure  the  loan  mentioned  in  this 
section,  provided  all  other  liens  and  incumbrances  on  such  home 
be  discharged  and  canceled  of  record. 

Xo  sale  of  such  Sailors'  Home  upon  the  foreclosure  of  any 
mortgage  prior  to  the  lien  of  the  state  shall  be  had  without,  at 
least,  six  weeks  previous  notice  of  such  sale  served  personally 
upon  the  comptroller.

COMMISSIONERS'  MEMORANDUM 


BXPLANATOBY  OF  THB 


STATE    FINANCE   LAW^. 


Th.e  accompanying  chapter  o(f  the  revision,  to  be  known  as 
he  State  Finance  Law,  includes  the  existing  statutes  on  the  siib- 
ect  of  the  finances  of  the  State,  mainly  found  at  pages. 554  to  617 
>f  the  eighth  editicFD  of  the  Eevised  Statutes,  and  the  laws  pre^ 
tcrihiiig  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Comptroller  and  Tres^surer 
writh  respect  to  the  care,  management  and  'lisposition  of  its  funds. 
Jd.,  pp.  505-522).  The  substance  of  various  statiutes  relatuJg  to 
the  miscellaneous  State  funds  has  also  been  included. 

The  substantial  features  of  the  present  financial  system  of  the 
state  are  preserved.  Some  of  the  cumbersome  provisions  of 
chapter  150  of  the  act  of  1837  and  its  supplements,  relating  to  the 
care  of  the  United  States  Dei)oeit  Fund,  have  been  eliminated. 

The  office  of  commissioners  for  loaning. its  moneys  has  been 
tetained;  but  the  procedure  for  the  foreclosure  of  mortgages 
belonging  to  that  fund  has  been  simplified  and  made  to  conform  to 
that  which  prevails  on  the  foreclosure  of  ordinary  mortgages.  The 
practice  adopted  by  the  CJomptroUer  some  years  since  of  calling 
the  principal  of  these  mortgages  into  the  treasury,  when  paid, 
has  been  recognized  and  adopted. 

A  large  number  of  sui>erfluous  and  obsolete  statutes  have  been 
inclndeil  in  the  repealing  schedule. 

General  provisions  have  been  inserted  with  respect  to  the  pay- 
ment of  appropriatSons,  drawing  of  warrants,  statements  and  veri- 
fication of  accounts  and  the  vouchers  to  be  furnished,  which  Here- 
tofore have  been  repeated  either  at  the  beginning  or  the  end  of 
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every  annual  appropriation  and  supply  bill,  which.  lepetition  wi 
be  unnecessary  hereafter  if  the  revision  is  adopted. 

The  cammissioneTB  believe  the  following  tx>  be  the  only  chaii^ 
of  substance  in  existing  law: 

(1.)  A  slight  redistribution  of  duties  concerning  certain  ppoptftj 
of  the  state  has  been  attempted  as  between  the  offices  of  Con^ 
troller  and  Attomey-Greneral,  in  accordance  with  the  general  thco?, 
as  to  those  officers,  prevailing  since  the  adoption  of  the  Beviapi 
Statutes  and  the  constitution  of  1846/  (Sections  26,  27,  2Sl  ^ 
32,  33.) 

(2.)  The  loan  commissionerB  in  the  several  counties  are  reqoM 
to  pay  Into  the  treasury  the  princix)el  of  mortgages  received  If 
them.  This,  although  not  provided  by  law,  is  in  accordance  irii 
the  present  {yractice  as  established  by  the  Comptroller  under  if 
general  -powet  to  make  regulations  for  the  management  of  Hk 
fund.    (Section  81.) 

(3.)  In  case  of  a  disagreement  between  commissionerB  a  qiee( 
review  of  their  differences  by  the  supreme  court  has  been  pw- 
vided..    (Section  84.) 

(4.)  Foreclosure  of  mortgages  belonging  to  the  United  Staia 
Eteposit  Fund,  has  been  conformed  to  the  practice  in  the  eased 
other  foreclosures  and  the  present  cumbersome  and  unsatisCsactoT 
special  prooeeding  for  such  foreclosure  has  been  abolished.  ^ 
tion  86.) 

This  change  has  caused  several  relatively  unimportaot  changa 
in  the  procedure  which  will  be  found  in  section  89. 

(5.)  The  contents  of  the  commissioners'  annual  report  to  Ite 
Oomptroller  have  been  prescribed,  as  well  as  the  time  within  wluA 
he  must  audit  the  same.  The  provision  requiring  them  to  report 
also  to  the  saj^ervisors  has  been  omitted.    (Section  90.) 

The  api)endix,  following  this  chapter  of  the  proposed  revia* 
contains  all  the  statutes  projyosed  to  be  repealed.  Cross  reftroic* 
and  notes  expladSning  the  principal  changes  in  language^  and  ^ 
changes  in  substance,  are  appended  to  the  several  sections  of  th? 
proposed  revision  and  of  the  existing  statutes  ifet  out  in  the 
appendix.

4.  To  keep  and  state  all  accounts  between  this  state  acd  the 
United  Btates,  and  all  other  accounts  in  which  the  state  is 
interested. 

5.  To  examine  and  settle  the  accounts  of  idl  persons  indebted 
to  the  state,  and  to  certify  the  amount,  or  balance,  to  the 
treasurer. 

6.  To  direct  and  superintend  the  collection  of  all  monies  due 
to  the  state. 

7.  To  examine  and  liquidate  the  claims  of  all  persons  against 
the  state,  in  cases  where  provision  for  the  pa.yment  thereof  shall 
have  been  made  by  law;  and  where  no  such  provision,  or  un  insuf- 
ficient provision,  shall  have  been  made,  to  exaniiue  the  claim 
and  report  the  facts,  with  his  opinion  thereon,  to  the  legislature. 

8.  To  require  all  persons  who  shall  have  received  any  monies 
belonging  to  the  state,  and  shall  not  have  accoimted  therefor,  to 
settle  their  accounts.

Section  1.  The  treasurer  shaU  receive  all  monies  which  shall, 
frofln  time  to  time,  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  this  state.

§  2.  The  treasurer  shall  within  ten  days  after  he  receives  notice 
of  his  election,  and  before  he  enters  upon  the  execution  of  his 
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oflSce,  give  a  bond  to  the  people  of  this  state  in  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars^  with  not  less  than  four  sufficient  sureties^  to  be 
approved  of  by  the  president  of  the  senate  and  speaker  of  the 
house  of  ass^nbly,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  execute  the 
duties  of  his  office;  which  bond  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  state.

6.  All  moneys  received  for  the  sale  or  use  of  the  surplus  waters 
of  any  canal  belonging  to  this  state;  and, 
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•7.  All  moneys  recovered  in  suits  for  penalties  or  damages,  imfti- 
tuted  under  the  canal  laws.

offered  to  be  paid,  in  which  case  tliey  shall  continue  to  leoetie 
until  aU  who  on  that  day  offered  have  paid  tiie  moneys  so  offered 
But  the  loan  commissioners,  in  their  discretion,  may  at  any  time 
receive  the  principal  sum  loaned  on  any  mortgage^  togeOier  with 
the  interest  which  would  become  due  thereon  upon  tiie  first 
Tuesday  of  October  then  next,  and  on  such  payment  discharge  the 
securities  taken  therefor;  and  whenever  any  moneys  loaned  unds 
the  act  hereby  amended,  shall  be  x>aid  to  the  commlmionerB  of 
loans,  the  same  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  and  be  applied  ta 
the  reimbursement  of  the  loan  made  to  the  treasury  by  4ii6  com- 
missioners of  the  canal  fund,  until  the  whole  of  the  said  ioas 
shall  be  reimbursed;  and  the  moneys  received  from  time  to  time 
by  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund,  in  payment  of  tbe  said 
loan  to  the  treasury,  shall  be  re-invested  and  managed  by  tiie  asid 
commissioners  in  trust  for  the  holders  of  the  outstanding  stodc 
issued  for  the  construction  of  the  Erie  and  Ghamplain  canak^ 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  '^An  act  reiqieoting 
navigable  communications  between  the  great  western  and  northern 
lakes  and  the  Atiantic  ocean,"  passed  April  15,  1817.  (Bim 
amended  by  L.  1838,  chap.  193.)

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§  IS.  In  case  any  of  the  said  commisBioners  ahall  remoTe  <mt  of 
tiie  ooonty,  die,  or  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  the  dntieB  required 
of  him  in  this  aot^  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  give  additional 
ttieonrity  when  required  as  hereinafter  provided^  or  shall  be  guilty 
of  any  misconduct  in  his  said  office^  upon  report  or  complaint  made 
iliereof  to  the  governor,  the  governor  shall,  in  oase  of  such  neglect 
of  said  oommissioner,  remove  him  from  his  said  ofBce;  and  also, 
as  well  as  incase  of  such  death  or  ranoval,  appoint  some  other 
reputable  inhabitant  of  said  county  las  such  commissioner,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  and  discharge  the  duties  thereof  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  senate;  and  in  case  the  said  commissioner 
shall  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct  in  his  said  office,  then  the  gov- 
ernor shall,  upon  complaint  as  aforesaid,  summon  the  person  so 
charged  with  improper  conduct  to  appear  before  htm,  and  shall 
hear  and  determine  the  subject-matters  of  said  complaint;  and 
on  being  satisfied  of  the  truth  thereof,  the  governor  is  hereby 
required  to  remove  such  commissioner,  and  to  appoint  some  other 
reputable  Inhabitant  of  said  county  in  his  stead,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  and  discharge  the  duties  thereof  until  the  next  meeting 
of  the  senate. 

§  14.  Any  of  the  said  commissioners  who  shall  have  faithfully 
discharged  the  duties  of  the  said  office  may  resign  the  same,  and

gaged are  subject  to  a  rent  in  x)erpetuity,  the  borrower,  in  liie 
said  oath,  may  make  an  exception  of  sudi  rents.    And  in  order 
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thje  'beftter  to  satifify  the  said  <x»imu8Bioii!er9  as  to  the  title  and

§  28.  The  said  commissioners^^  at  the  time  of  the  lending  of  any 
of  the  said  moneys^  shall  take  the  security  for  the  same  by  this 
act  required  to  be  taken;  and  for  every  sum  paid  to  them  they  shall 
give  to  the  person  Trying  the  same  a  receipt,  and  shall  enter  one 
mmute  of  such  payment  on  the  back  of  the  mortgage,  and  another 
minute  thereof  in  the  book  of  accounts  by  them  to  be  kept,  and 
that  without  any  fee  or  reward;  and  when  the  whole  of  the  princi- 
pal and  interest  due  on  any  mortgage  shall  be  paid  to  the  said 
commissioners,  they  shall,  if  required,  give  the  party  making  the 
payment  a  release  of  the  mortgage,  and  shall  tear  from  the  same 
the  name  and  seal  of  the  borrower,  and  shall  make  an  entry  on 
the  margin  of  the  mortgage,  and  in  the  margin  of  the  minute 
made  thereof,  of  the  time  such  release  was  given,  for  which  release 
the  releasee  shall  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  cents,  and  no  more;  and 
whenever  any  of  the  said  principal  mooeyB  shall  be  paid  in  as

The  managers,  trustees^  superintendent,  or  other  proper  oiBcen 
of  each  state  hospital,  asylum,  charitable  or  reformatory  insdtTi 
tion,  the  state  commissioner  in  lunacy,  the  state  board  of  chari- 
ties, the  state  board  of  health  and  shore  inspector  shall  quarterly, 
on  January  firsts  April  first,  July  fire*  and  Octol)er  first  of  eaA 
fiscal  year,  render  to  the  comptroller  a  detailed,  itemized  and  par 
ticular  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures^  with  sub- vouchers 
of  such  state  hospital,  asylum,  charitable  or  reformatory  institii- 
tion,  state  commissioner  in  lunacy,  state  board  of  charities^  state 
board  of  health  and  shore  inspector  during  the  three  months  pre- 
ceding.

installed  according  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
grand  lodge  of  free  and  accepted  masons  of  the  state  of  New 
York; 
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2.  A  chapter  of  royal  arch  masons  duly  chartered  by  and 
installed  according  to  the  general  rales  and  regulations  of  the 
grand  chapter  of  royal  arch  masons  of  the  state  of  New  Tori; 

3.  A  council  of  royal-  and  select  masons  duly  chartered  by 
and  installed  according  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  grand  council  of  royal  and  select  masters  of  -the  state  of 
New  York; 

4.  A  commandery  of  knights  templars  duly  chartered  by  and 
instituted  according  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
grand  commandery  of  the  state  of  New  York; 

5.  A  consistory,  chapter,  council  or  lodge  duly  chailered  by 
and  instituted  according  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  supreme  council  of  the  ancient  and  accepted  Scottish  rite 
for  the  northern  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States; 

G.  A  lodge  of  odd  fellows,  duly  chartered  by  and  installed 
according  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations  of  the  grand 
lodge  of  the  independent  order  of  odd  fellows  of  the  state  of 
New  York; 

7.  A  temple  of  nobles  of  the  mystic  shrine  duly  chartered  by 
and  instituted  according  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  'imperial  council,  ancient  Arabic  order  of  the  nobles  of  the 
mystic  shrine  for  the  United  States  of  America; 

8.  A  lodge  of  the  knights  of  Pythias,  duly  chartered  by  and 
installed  according  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
grand  lodge  of  the  knights  of  Pythias  of  the  state  of  New  York; 

9.  A  post  of  the  grand  army  of  the  republic,  chartered  and 
Installed  according  to  the  regulations  of  that  organization: 

May  elect  at  any  regular  communication,  convocation,  encamp- 
ment or  other  regular  meeting  thereof,  by  whatever  nume  known, 
held  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  general  rules  and 
regulations  of  such  grand  lodge,  chapter,  commandery  or  coun- 
cil, or  other  governing  body  to  which  it  belongs,  or  with  which 
it  is  connected,  and  in  conformity  to  its  own  by-laws,  if  it  has 
any,  three  trustees  for  such  lodge,  chapter,  commandery,  con- 
sistory, council,  temple  or  post  who  shall  be  memt)er8  thereof  in 
full  membership  and  in  good  and  regular  standing  therein;  and 
may  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  a  certificate  of  such 
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sleeliion,  signed,  and  acknowledged  by  the  first  three  elective 
oi&cers  of  such  lodge,  chapter,  commanderj,  consistory^  council, 
tenrple  or  post,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  and 
Uia.!:  the  same  was  regular,  the  names  of  such  trustees^  and  the 
term  severally  for  which  they  are  elected  to  serve,  and  the  name 
of  tlie  lodge,  chapter,  commandery,  consistory,  council,  temple  or 
post  for  which  they  are  elected.

rules  or  regulations  of  such  body,  the  trustees  then  in  office  shall, 
out  of  the  property  belonging  to  such  ledge  or  chapter,  satisfy 
all  just  debts  due  from  it  and  transfer  the  residue  of  its  prop- 
erty to  the  "trustees  of  the  masonic  hall  and  asylum  fund,'*  a 
corporation  created  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy-two 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  entitled  "  An  act 
to  incorporate  the  tioistees  of  the  masonic  hall  and  asylum  fund," 
and  unless  reclaimed  by  such  lodge  or  chapter  within  three  years

BENEVOLENT  ORDERS  LAW 


The  accompanying  chapter  of  the  general  laws,  known  as  the 
Benevolent  Orders  Law  includes  the  existing  statutes  relating 
to  the  election  of  trustees  to  hold  and  manage  the  prqperty  of 
lodges,  chapters,  etc.,  of  beneyolent  orders,'  and  the  iormation  of 
corporations  to  hold  and  manage  property  owned  jointly  by 
two  or  more  of  such  lodges,  chapters,  etc  The  provisions  of 
existing  law  are  re-enacted  in  the  revision  without  any  substan- 
tial change.

Laws  Proposed  to  be  Repealed  Thereby. 


(Laws  1866,  chapter  317;  R  S.,  8th  ed.,  2090.) 

Section  1.  Lodges  may  hold  and  convey  property. — Whenerer 
any  lodge  or  chapter  of  free  and  accepted  masons  which  is  or 
hereafter  may  be  dnly  chartered  by  and  installed  according  to 
the  general  rules  and  regulations  of  the  grand  lodge  or  grand 
chapter  of  free  and  accepted  masons  of  the  state  of  New  York, 
shall  be  desirous  of  having  the  benefit  of  this  act,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  such  lodge  or  chapter^  at  any  regular  commu- 
nication  or  convocation  thereof,  held  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
stitution and  general  regulations  of  the  grand  lodge  or  chapter 
aforesaid,  and  in  conformity  to  its  own  by-laws,  to  elect  three 
trustees  for  such  lodge  or  chapter,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  a 
certificate  of  which  election  and  purpose  shall  be  made  and  sub- 
scribed by  the  first  three  elective  officers  of  such  lodge  or  chap- 
ter, under  their  hands,  and  stating  therein  the  time  and  place  of 
such  election,  the  regularity  thereof,  the  names  of  said  trusteea 
and  the  terms  severally  for  which  they  are  allotted  to  serve,  and 
the  name  of  the  lodge  or  chapter  for  which  they  are  elected.  The 
execution  of  such  certificate  shall  be  acknowledgd  or  proved 
before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  the  ackno'wledgment  of 
deeds,  who  shall  indorse  thereon  a  cei'tificate  of  such  acknowledg- 
ment, under  his  hand,  and  the  same  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  state.  Such  trustees  and  their  successors  shall 
thereupon  be  and  become  entitled  to  all  the  benefits,  rights  and 
privileges  granted  by  this  act  to  and  for  the  use  and  behoof  of 
said  lodge  or  chapter,  and  a  copy  of  said  certificate,  certified  bj 
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the  secretary  of  state,  or  his  deputy,  shall  be  evidence  of  the 
right  of  said  trustees  to  exercieje  all  the  rights  and  privileges  con-

§  2.  Trustees. — ^The  persons  so  first  elected  trustees  shall  be 
divided  by  lot  by  said  officers  making  said  certificate,  so  that  the 
term,  of  one  shall  expire  on  the  day  of  the  festival  of  St  John 
the  Evangelist,  next  thereafter,  and  another  in  one  year,  and  the 
third  in  two  years  thereafter.  One  trustee  shall  annually  there- 
after, prior  to  the.expiration  of  the  terms  of  office  of  said  trustees 
and  their  successors,  be  elected  by  said  lodge  or  chapter  by  ballot, 
in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  the  first  three  offi- 
cers thereof  severally  are  or  shall  be  elected  according  to  the  con- 
stitution, by-laws  and  general  regulations  aforesaid,  and  a  certi- 
ficate of  said  election,  under  the  hands  of  said  officers  and  the 
seal  of  said  lodge  or  chapter,  if  they  have  one,  shall  be  made  and 
shall  be  evidence  of  said  election,  and  entitle  said  person  so 
elected  to  act  as  trustee.

Section  1.  Short  title. —  This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the 
religious  corporations  law.

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§  2.  Definitions. — ^A  religions  corporation  is  a  corporation  cre- 
ated for  religions  purposes. 

An  incoroorated  chnrch  is  a  religions  corporation  created  to 
enable  its  members  to  meet  for  divine  worship  or  other  religions 
observances. 

An  unincorporated  church  is  a  congregation,  society,  or  other 
assemblage  of  persons  who  are  accustomed  to  statedly  meet  for 
divine  worship  or  other  religious  observances,  without  having 
been  incorporated  for  that  purpose. 

The  term  minister,  inioludes  a  clergyman,  pastor,  ireotoar,  priest,

body  of  the  denomination  or  order,  if  any,  to  which  the  church 
belongs,  or  otherwise  from  the  church,  to  preside  over  and  direct 
the  spiritual  affairs  of  the  church.

§  3.  Filing  and  recording  certificates  of  incorporation  of  relig- 
ious corporations. —  The  certificate  of  incorporation  of  a  religious 
corporation  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  county  in  which  its  principal  office  or  place  of  worship 
is,  or  is  intended  to  be  situated.  If  there  is  not,  or  is  not 
intended  to  be,  any  such  office  or  place  of  worship,  the  certifi- 
cate shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state.

§  5.  General  powers  and  duties  of  trustees  of  religious  cor 
porations. —  The  trustees  of  every  religious  corporation  shall 
have  the  custody  and  control  of  all  the  temporalities  and  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  corporation  and  of  the  revenues  there- 
from, and  shall  administer  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  dis^ 
cipline,  rules  and  usages  of  the  religious  denomination  or  ecclesi- 
astical governing  body,  if  any,  with  which  the  corporation  fe 
connected,  and  with  the  provisions  of  law  relating  thereto^  for 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  corporation  or  of  some  reli|- 
ious,  charitable,  benevolent,  or  educational  object  conducted  by 
it,  ot  in  connection  with  it,  or  with  such  denomination,  and  th^^ 
shall  not  use  such  property  or  revenues  for  any  other  purpose  or 
divert  the  same  from  such  uses.

The 
persons  attending  public  worship  in  any  such  associate-house, 
mission-house,  church  building  or  chapel  connected  therewith, 
Bhall  not,  by  reason  thereof,  have  any  rights  as  members  of  the 
parent  corporation.

§  8.  Removal  of  human  remains  from  one  cemeta'y  ot  a 
religious  corporation  to  another  cemetery  owned  by  it — A 
religious  corporation,  notwithstanding  the  restrictions  contained 
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In    any   conyeyanoe  or  deviae  to  it,  may  remore  fhe  hnnum 
pemajtas  buried  in  a  cemetery  ofwned  by  it;  to  ainoither  cemetery 
crwned  by  it,  if  the  trustees  thereof  so  determine,  and  if  either 
't^hreieHfouTthfi  of  the  membena  of  swsih  ooorporation,  qiifllified  to 
"v^ote  at  its  corporate  meetings,  sign  and  acknowledge  and  cause 
"to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
such  cemetery  or  a  part  thereof  is  situated,  a  written  consent 
tibereto,  or  if  three-fourths  of  the  members  of  such  corporation 
qualified  to  vote,  and  present  and  voting,  at  a  corporate  meeting 
of   sacb.   cQrporatiioQQ^  opecially  called  fm  that  purpose,  shall 
approve  thereof.

§  9.  Acquisition  of  property  by  two  or  more  religious  corpo- 
rations for  a  common  parsonage. —  Two  or  more  religjious  corpo- 
rations may  acquire  such  real  property  as  may  be  necessary  for 
use  as  a  parsonage,  and  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  each 
corporation  therein  shall  be  in  proportion  to  its  contribution  to 
the  cost  of  such  property.  The  trustees  of  each  corporation  shall, 
from  l^me  to  time,  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  be  a  trustee 
of  such  common  parsonage  property,  to  hold  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  appointing  trustees  or  until  his  successor  be 
appointed.    The  trustees  so  appointed  shall  have  the  care  and 

management  of  such  property  and  may  make  such  improv^meatB

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thereupon  as  they  deem  necessary,  and  determine  the  pmportioB 
of  the  expense  of  the  maintenance  thereof  which  each  oofpon- 
tion  shall  bear.  If  at  any  time  either  of  such  corponiti€Bf 
acquires  or  desires  to  acquire  for  its  own  cxclnsiye  use  as  a  ptf- 
sonage  other  real  property,  it  may,  in  pursuance  of  the  pioTisioai 
of  law,  relating  to  the  disposition  of  real  property  by  r^igiov 
corporations,  sell  and  convey  its  interest  in  such  cimmion  pi^ 
sonage  property  to  any  one  or  more  of  the  other  corporaliou 
having  an  interest  therein.

§  10.  Correction  and  confinnation  of  conveyances  to  reldg^ous 
corporations — It,  in  a  oomveyance  of  real  property,  or  in  anT 
instrument  intended  to  operate  as  such,  heretofore  or  hereafter 
made  to  a  religious  corporation,  its  coi'porate  name  is  not  stated 
or  is  not  correctly  stated,  but  such  conveyance  or  instrmncnt 
indicates  the  intention  of  the  grantor  therein  to  convey  sach 
prai)erty  to  sach  corporation,  and  such  corporation  has  entered 
into  possession  and  occupation  of  such  property,  any  officer  ot 
the  corporation  authorized  so  to  do  by  its  trustees,  may  file  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  such  property  is  aitn- 
ated,  a  statement,  signed  and  verified  by  him,  setting  forth  the 
date  of  such  conveyance  or  instrument,  the  date  of  record  aod 
the  number  and  page  of  the  book  of  record  thereof,  the  name  d 
the  grantor,  a  description  of  the  property,  conveyed  or  intended 
to  be  conveyed,  the  name  of  the  grantee  as  expressed  in  such  con- 
veyance or  onstnunent,  the  correct  name  of  such  corporation,  the 
fact  of  authorization  by  the  trustees  of  the  corporation  to  make 
and  file  such  statement,  and  that  the  grantors  in  such  conveyance 
or  instrument  intended  thereby  to  convey  such  property  to  such 
oorporatiofn  as  he  veiily  believes^  with  the  reasons  for  saoh 
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belief,  Sudi  statement  shall  be  recorded  with  the  records  oi 
deeds  in  such  office,  and  indexed  as  a  deed  from  the  grantee  as 
named  in  such  instrument  or  in  such  oonyeyanoe  to  such  corpo- 
nation.  The  clerk  shall  note  the  fdiug  and  recording  of  such 
Btatement  on  the  margin  of  the  record  of  such  conveyance,  and 
for  his  services,  shall  bei  entitled  to  receive  the  fees  allowed  for 
recording  deeds.  Such  statement  so  filed  and  recorded  shall  be 
preeuniptive  evidence  that  such  matters  therein  stated  are  true, 
and  that  such  corporation  was  the  grantee  in  the  original  instm- 
ment  or  conveyanoe. 

All  conveyances  heretofore  made,  or  by  any  instrument 
intended  to  be  made,  to  a  religious  corporation  of  real  property 
appropriated  to  the  use  of  such  corporation,  or  entitled  to  be  so 
appropriated,  ai*e  hereby  confirmed  and  declared  valid  and 
effectual,  notwithstanding  any  defect  in  the  form  of  the  convey- 
ance or  the  description  of  the  grantee  therein,  but  this  section 
shall  not  affect  any  suit  or  proceeding  pending  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one.

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§  11.  Sale,  mortgage  and  lease  of  real  property  of  religioiis 
corporations. — ^A  religions  corporation  shall  not  sell  or  moft- 
gage  any  of  its  real  property  without  applying  to  and  obtaining 
leave  of  the  court  therefor. 

The  trustees  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal  chnrA 
shall  not  vote  upon  any  resolution  or  proposition  for  tbe  safe 
mortgage  or  lease  of  its  real  property,  unless  the  rector  >f  sack 
church,  if  it  then  has  a  rector,  shall  be  present 

The  trustees  of  an  incoi'porated  Roman  Catholic  chureb  shall 
not  make  application  to  the  court  for  leave  to  mortgage,  lesse 
or  sell  any  of  its  real  property  without  the  consent  of  the  arch- 
bishop or  bishop  of  the  diocese  to  which  such  church  belongs,  or 
in  case  of  their  absenoe  or  inability  to  act,  without  the  consent 
of  the  vicar-general  or  administrator  of  such  diocese. 

The  petition  of  the  trustees  of  an  incorporated  Protestant 
Episcopal  church  or  Roman  Catholic  church  shall,  in  additioL 
to  the  matters  required  by  the  Civil  Code  to  be  set  forth  therein, 
set  forth  that  this  section  has  also  been  complied  with. 

But  lota,  plats  or  burial  permits  in  a  cemetery  owned  by  2 
religious  corporation  may  be  sold  without  applying  for  or 
obtaining  leave  of  the  court. 

Ko  cemetery  lands  of  a  religious  corporation  shall  be  mort- 
gaged while  used  for  cemetery  purposes.

§  12.  Consolidation  of  incorporated  churches. —  Two  or  more 

ixioorporated  churches    may   enter  into    an    agreement    under 

'fcli'eir  respective  corporate  seals  for  the  consolidation  of  such 

corporations,  setting  forth  the  name  of  the  proposed  new  cor- 

XKMratiofn,  the  denomiioatiotny  if  any,  tw  which  it  is  to  belong, 

ajcid  if  the  churches  of  such  denomination  have  more  tlian  one 

method  of  choosing  trustees,  by   which  of  such  methods  the 

trustees  are  to  be  chosen,  the  number  thereof,  the  names  of  the. 

persons  to  be  the  first  trustees  of  the  new  corporation,  and  the 

date  of  its  annual  corporate  meetings.     Such  agreement  shall 

not  be  valid  unless  approved  by  the  governing  body   of  the 

denomination,  if  any,    to   which   each    church  belongs,  having 

jurisdiction  over  such  church.    Each  corporation  shall  make  a 

petition  to  the  supreme  court  for  an  order  consolidating  the 

corporations,  setting  forth  the  denomination,  if  any,  to  which 

the  church  belongs,  that  the  consent  to  the  consolidation  of  the 

l^overning    body,    if    any,    of    that    denomination    has    been 

obtained,  the  agreement  therefor  and  a  statement  of    all    the 

property  and  liabilities  and  the  amount  and  sources   of  the 

annual  income  of    such    petitioning    corporations.     The    court 

may  direct  that  notice  of  the  hearing  of  such  petitioin  be  given 

to  parties  interested  therein  in  such  manner  and  for  such  time 

as  it  may    prescribe.     After    heai*ing  all    parties    interested, 

present  and    desiring  to  be    heard,  the   court   may   make  an 

order  for  the  consolidation  of  the  corporatioais  on  the  terms 

of  such   agreement   and    such   other   teims  and  conditions  as 

it  may  prescribe,  specifying  the  name  of  such  corporation  and 

the     first     trustees     thereof,     and     the     method     by     which 

their  successors  shall  be  chosen.     When  such  order  is  made 

and   duly   entered,   the   pei'sons   theretofore   constituting   such 

coi*porations    shall    become    an    incorporated    church    by    the 

name  designated  in  the  order,  and  the  trustees  therein  named 

shall     be     the     first     trustees  '   thereof,     and      the      future 
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trustees  thereof,  shall  be  chosen  by  tihe  method  therein  dmg- 
nated.  All  the  rights  and  powers  which  belonged  to  each  ci  the 
corporations  so  consolidated,  shall  be  vested  in  snch  new  corpora- 
tion, which  shall  be  liable  for  all  debts  and  liabilities  of  the 
former  coirporatioina  A  copy  of  such  order  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  book  for  recording  certificates  of  incorporation  in  each  oonnty 
clerk's  office  in  which  the  oertlfleate  of  incoporation  of  each  con- 
solidating church  was  recorded;  or  if  no  such  certifica;te  was  so 
recorded,  then  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  in  which  the 
principal  place  of  worship  or  principal  office  of  the  new  corpofa- 
tion  is,  or  is  intended  to  be  situated.

§  13.  Judicial  investigation  of  amount  of  property  of  religioos 
carporations. — ^The  supreme  court  at  a  special  term,  held  in  the 
judicial  district  in  which  the  principal  place  of  worship  or  of 
holding  corporate  meetings  of  a  religious  corporation  is  situated 
may  require  such  corporation  to  make  and  file  an  inventory  of 
its  property,  verified  by  its  tnistees  or  a  majority  of  them,  on  the 
written  application  of  the  attorney-general,  stating  that,  from  his 
knowledge,  or  on  information  and  belief,  the  value  of  the  property 
held  by  such  corporation  exceeds  the  amount  authorized  by  law. 
On  presentation  of  such  application,  the  court  shall  order  that  a 
notice  of  at  least  eight  days,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  applica- 
tion, be  served  upon  the  trustees  of  the  corporation,  requiring 
them  to  show  cause  at  a  time  and  place  therein  specified  why 
they  should  not  make  and  file  such  inventory  and  account.  If, 
on  the  hearing  of  such  application,  no  good  cause  is  shown  to  the 
contrary,  the  court  may  make  an  order  requiring  such  inventory 
or  account  to  be  filed,  and  may  also  proceed  to  take  and  state 
the  amount  of  property  held  by  the  corporation,  and  may  appcHnt 
a  referee  for  that  purpose;  and  when  auoh  aooonnt  is  taken  and

otated,  after  hearing  all  13ie  parties  appearin:^  on  the  application, 
"tiie  court  may  enter  an  order  determining  the  amonnt  of  property 
80  held  by  the  corporation  and  its  annual  income,  from  which 
order  an  appeal  may  be  taken  by  any  party  aggrieved  a«  from  a 
jndgment  of  the  supreme  court  in  an  action  tried  therein  before  a 
court  without  a  jury.  No  corporation  shall  be  required  to  make 
and  file  more  than  one  inventory  and  account  in  any  one  year,  or 
to  make  a  second  account  and  inventory  while  proceedings  are 
pending  for  the  statement  of  an  account  under  this  section.

§  14.  Oorpotratioiia  with  governing  authority  over  churches.  ■- 
An  unincorporated  diocesan  convention,  presbytery,  daAeda, 
synod,  annual  coniferenoe,  o(r  other  ecclecriiasti^  governing 
body  have  jurisdiction  over  several  churches,  may  at  a 
stated  m<eettng  thereof,  determine  to  become  incorporated 
by  a  designated  name,  and  may  by  a  plurality  vote, 
elect  not  less  thain  three  nor  more  than  nine  persons 
to  be  the  first  trustees  of  such  corporation.  The  presiding 
officer  and  clerk  of  such  goveiming  body  shall  execute  and  ac- 
knowledge a  certificate  stating  the  name  by  which  such  corpora- 
tion is  to  be  known,  and  the  names  of  such  first  trustees.  On 
filing  such  certificate  the  members  of  such  governing  body  and 
their  successors  shall  be  a  corporation  by  the  name  stated  in  the 
certificate,  and  tlie  persons  named  as  trustees  therein  shall  be 
the  first  tmstees  thereof. 
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The  trustees  of  every  incorporated  governing  body  and  fheir 
succeesors  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleaaure  of  tsoA 
body,  which  may  remove  them  and  fill  vacancies  in  accofdsnoe 
T^ith  its  rules  and  regulations.  Such  corporation  may  take, 
administer  and  dispose  of  property  for  the  benefit  of  such  govera- 
ing  body,  or  of  any  parbh,  congregation,  society,  church,  mia- 
sion,  religious,  benevolent,  charitable  or  educational  institatian 
exi€rting  or  acting  under  it.

J  15.  Property  of  extinct  churches. —  Such  inccwporated  gor- 
eming  body  may  decide  that  a  church,  parish  or  society  in  con- 
nection with  it  or  oA^er  which  it  has  ecclesiastical  jurisdictiOT, 
has  become  extinct,  if  it  has  failed  for  two  consecutive  years  next 
prior  thereto  to  maintain  religious  services  according  to  the  dis- 
cipline, ciistoms  and  u^sages  of  such  governing  body,  or  hae  had 
less  than  thirteen  resident  attending  members  paying  annual 
pew  rent  or  malcing  annual  contribution  towards  its  support,  and 
may  take  possession  of  the  temporalities  and  property  belonginc 
to  such  church,  parish  or  religions  society,  and  manage;  or  may, 
in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  disx>06itioii 
of  real  property  by  religiouis  corporations,  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
same  and  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  to  any  of  the  purposes  to 
which  the  projierty  of  such  governing  religious  body  is  devoted. 
and  it  shall  not  divert  such  property  to  any  other  object. 

The  American  Congregational  Union  shall  be  deemed  the 
governing  religious  body  of  every  extinct  or  disbanded  Congre- 
gational church  within  the  meaning  of  this  section. 

The  Baptist  Missionary  Convention  of  the  State  of  New  Yoik 
shall  be  deemed  the  governing  religious  body  for  every  extinrt 
or   disbanded  Baptist  church,  and  Baptist   churches  beooming 
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ezsrtinct  or  about  to  disband  or  disorganize  may,  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirdfi  of  their  members  present  and  voting  therefor  at  a  meet- 
inor  regularly  called  for  the  purpose,  vest  all  their  temporalities 
vtXy  and  place  them  in  poasession  oif  the  Baptist  Missionary  Goo- 
veiition  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

The  New  York  Eastern  Christian  Benevolent  and  Missionazy 

Society,  shall  be  deemed  the  governing  religious  body  of  any 

extinct    or   disbanded    church    of   the  Christian  denomination 

situated  within  the  bounds  of  the  New  York  Eastern  Christian 

Conference;    and    the    New    York    Christian    Association,    of 

any  other  church  of  the  Christian  denomination,  and  any  other 

incorporated  conference  shall  be  deemed  the  governing  religious 

body   of   any   such   church   situated   within   its   bounds.      By 

CThristian  denomination  is  meant  only  the  denomination  specially 

termed  "  Christian,"  in  which  the  Bible  is  declared  to  be  the  only 

ruile  of  faith,  Christian  their  only  name,  and  Christian  character 

their  only  test  of  fellowship,  and  in  which  no  form  of  baptism  is 

made  a  tesrt  of  Christian  character.

§  16.  Corporations  for  oirganizlng  and  mantaining  mission 
churches  and  Sunday  schools. — Ten  or  more  members  of  two  or 
more  incorporated  churches  may  become  a  corporation  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  and  maintaining  mission  churches  and 
Sunday  schools  in  the  vicinity  of  such  incorporated  churches  and 
of  acquiring  property  therefor,  by  executing,  acknowledging  and 
filing  a  certificate  stating  the  name  of  such  corporation,  the  city 
in  which  it  is  to  be  located;  the  names  of  the  churches;  the  mem- 
bers of  which  are  to  be  admitted  to  membership  therein;  the 
number  of  trustees  to  manage  its  affairs,  which  shall  be  three, 
six  or  nine,  and  the  names  of  the  trustees  for  the  first  year  of  its 
existence.  Whenever  a  mission  church  established  by  such  cor- 
poration   becomes    self-sustaining,    such    mission    ohuroh    may

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become  incorporated  and  shall  be  governed  in  pursuance  of  the 
laws  for  the  incorporation  and  government  of  a  church  of  the 
religious  denomination  to  which  such  mission  church  beloog& 
and  thereon  such  parent  corporation  may  convey  to  such  inc<ff- 
porated  church  the  property  connected  therewith.

§  7.  Corporations  for  acquiring  parsonages  for  presiding  elders 
and  camp  meeting  grounda — The  presiding  eld)er  and  a 
majority  of  the  district  stewards  residing  within  a  presiding 
elder's  district,  erected  by  an  annual  conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  denomination,  may  become  incorporated  for  the 
purposes  of  acquiring,  maintaining  and  improving  real 
property  to  be  used  either  as  a  parsonage  for  the  pre- 
siding elder  of  such  district  or  as  a  camp  ground  for 
camp  meeting  purposes,  or  for  both  of  such  objects  1^ 
executing,  acknowledging  and  filing  a  certificate  stating 
the  name  and  object  of  the  corporation  to  be  formed,  the  name 
of  such  annual  conference,  and  of  such  presiding  elder's  dis^ 
tricty  the  names,  residences  and  official  relations  to  such  district 
of  the  eigners  thereof,  the  number  of  trustees  of  such  corpo^ 
ration,  which  shall  be  three  or  some  multij^e  of  three  not  more 
than  twenty-one,  the  names  of  such  trustees,  designating:  one- 
third  to  hold  office  for  three  years,  one-third  to  hold  office  for 
two  years,  and  one-third  to  hold  office  for  one  year.  On  filing 
such  certificate  the  presiding  elder  and  all  the  stewards  of 
anch  district  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  shall  be  a 
corporation  by  the  name  and  for  the  purposes  therein  stated, 
and  the  persons  therein  named  shall  be  the  first  trustees  thereof. 
The  presiding  elder  and  stewards  of  any  other  adjoining  pre- 
siding elder's  district,  in  this  or  any  other  state,  may  become 
members  of  any  such  corporation,  which  has  for  its  sole  object 
or  for  one  of  its  objects,  the  acquiring,  maintaining  and  improv- 
ing of  real  property  as  a  camp  ground  for  camp  meeting  pur- 
poses, if  such  presiding  elder  and  a.  majority  of  such  stewards 
sign,  acknowledge  and  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
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eeretary  of  state,  a  certificate  stating  such  object,  the  name 
t  such  district,  and  the  names,  residences  and  official  relations 
o  euch  district  of  the  signers  thereof. 

If  snch  a  corporation,  which  has  for  its  sole  object  m  one 
)f  its  objects,  the  acquisition  and  maintenance  of  camp  grounds 
or  camp  meeting  purposes,  is  composed  of  the  presiding  eldetni 
md  the  district  stewards  of  more  than  one  presiding  elder's 
Itetrict,  the  number  of  such  trustees  shall  be  apportioned 
squally,  as  near  as  may  be,  between  the  different  districts,  and 
ixe  presiding  elder  and  district  stewards  of  such  district  shall 
dect  the  number  of  trustees  so  apportioned  to  such  district, 
ind  the  remainder,  if  any,  over  an  equal  division  of  the  trus- 
tees, shall  be  elected  by  all  the  members  of  the  corporation. 

A  person  holding  property  in  trust  for  the  purposes  of  a 
parsonage  for  the  presiding  elder  of  a  district,  and  his  succes- 
sors in  office,  or  for  camp  meeting  purposes,  for  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  denomination,  may  convey  the  same  to  a  corporation 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  such  property  within  the 
district  In  which  the  property  is  situated.  Meetings  held 
under  the  direction  of  such  a  corporation  upon  camp  grounds 
owned  by  it  shall  be  deemed  religious  meetings,  within  the 
provisions  of  law  relating  to  disturbances  of  religious  meetings, 
and  the  trustees  of  such  a  corporation  shall  have  the  powers 
of  peace  officers  with  relation  thereto.  Whenever  such  a  cor- 
poration or  any  camx)-graund  association  owns  land  bordering 
npon  any  navigable  waters,  to  be  used  for  camp  meeting  pur- 
poses only,  such  corporation  or  association  may  regulate  or 
prohibit  the  landing  of  persons  or  vessels  at  the  wharves,  piers 
or  shores  upon  such  grounds  during  the  holding  of  religious 
services  thereon. 

If  the  trustees  ot  any  such  corporation  heretofore  incorpo- 
rated have  not  been  classified,  so  that  the  terms  of  office  of 
one-third  of  their  number  expire  each  year,  the  trustees  of  such . 
corporation  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  members  thereof; 
but  if  the  trustees  of  any  such  corporation  have  been  so  classi- 
fied, one-third  of  the  total  number  of  trustees  shall  be  elected 
annually  to  hold  office  for  three  years.    Such  a  corporation  here- 
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tofore  incorporated  may,  by  a  majority  vote,  at  an  annual  meei- 
ing,  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called  therefor,  determine  te 
change  the  number  of  its  trastees  to  three,  or  some  mnltipk 
thereof,  not  more  than  twenty-one.  On  such  determinaticm  a 
majority  of  the  trustees  shall  sign,  acknowledge  and  file  in  tibe 
offloea  where  the  original  certiflcate  of  such  cor{K>ratian  fm  fflel 
a  supplemental  certificate,  specifying  such  reduction  or  Increaie; 
and  thereon  the  number  of  trustees,  shall  be  the  number  stated 
in  such  certificate.  If  the  number  of  truBtees  is  ineresfled,  tk 
corporation  shall  elect,  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  a  sufficioit 
number  of  trustees  to  hold  oflftce  for  one,  two  and  three  yeai& 
respectively,  so  that  the  terms  of  oflftce  of  one-third  of  the  whole 
number  of  trustees  of  such  corporation  shall  expire  at  eatk 
annual  meeting:  thereafter.  If  the  number  is  reduced,  the  cor 
poration  shall  thereafter  elect  at  its  annual  meetings  one-third 
of  the  number  of  trustees  specified  in  such  supplemental  certifr 
cate,  but  the  trustees  in  oflioe  when  such  certificate  is  filed  flfaaS 
continue  in  oflfice  until  the  expiration  of  their  terms,  respectiveiy.

§  30.  The  meeting  for  incorporation. —  Notice  of  a  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  incorporating  an  unincorporated  Protestant  Epis- 
copal parish  or  congregation,  and  of  electing  the  first  church- 
wardens and  vestrjTnen  thereof,  shaJl  specify  the  object,  time 
and  place  of  such  meeting,  and  shall  be  made  public  for  at  least 
two  weeks  prior  to  such  meeting,  either  by  open  reading  of  such 
n-otice  in  time  of  divine  service,  at  the  usuaJ  place  of  worship  of 
such  parish  or  congregation,  or  by  posting  the  same  conspicu- 
ously on  the  outer  door  of  such  place  of  worship. 

Only  men  of  full  age  who  have  been  regular  attendants  at  the 
worship  of  such  parish  or  congregation  and  contributors  to  the 
support  thereof  for  one  year  next  prior  to  such  meeting,  or  since 
the  est^iblishnient  of  such  parish  or  congregatHon,  shall  be  quali- 
fied to  vote  at  such  meeting. 

The  presence  of  at  least  six  persons  qualified  to  vote  thereat 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  of  such  meeting.

The  polls  of  the  meeting  shall  remain  O'pen  for  one  hoor  er 
longer  in  the  discanetdion  of  the  presiding  officer,  or  if  required, 
by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  present 

The  meeting  shall  decide  whether  such  unincorporated  pai^ 
or  congregation  shall  become  incorporated.  If  such,  decision  be 
in  favor  of  incorporation,  such  meeting  shall  decide  upon  the 
name  of  the  proposed  corporation;  what  secular  day  of  the  weA 
beginning  with  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  shall  be  the  date  cf 
the  regular  annual  election  of  such  corporation;  whether  the 
vestrymen  thereof  shall  be  three,  six:  or  ndne;  and  shall  e^ect  br 
ballot  from  the  persons  qualified  to  be  voters  thereat;  who  hasR 
been  baptized^  one-third  of  the  number  of  vestrymen  so  decided 
upon  to  hold  office  un>til  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  corpcn- 
tion  to  be  held  thereafter,  one-third  of  such  number,  to  hold  oftot 
until  one  year  after  such  annual  meeting,  and  one-third  of  sod 
number,  to  hold  office  until  two  years  after  such  annual  meetisf; 
and  shall  elect  from  such  qualified  voters  who  are  commnnicajti 
in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church,  two  persons  to  be  churcb- 
wardens  thereof,  one  to  hold  office  until  such  annual  meeting  ajid 
one  to  hold  office  until  one  year  after  such  annual  meeting.

7.  The  names  of  the  churchwardens  elected  at  such  meeting 
and  the  term  of  office  of  each. 

On  filing  such  certificate  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county,  so  specified  therein,  the  members  of  such  parish  or  con- 
gregation and  thje  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  sucb  meeting, 
and  the  persons  who  shall  thereafter,  from  time  to  time,  be  quali- 
fied voters  at  the  corporate  meetings  thereof,  shall  be  a  corporsr 
tiou,  by  the  name  stated  in  such  certificate  and  the  persons  so 
elected  churchwardens  and  vestrymen,  shall  be  its  churchwar- 
dens and  vestrymen  for  the  terms  therein  stated  respectively. 

Such  corporation  shall  be  an  incorporated  church,  and  may  be 
teimed  also  an  incorporated  parish.

if  any,  shall  be  the  trustees  of  the  corporation  and  shall  also 
constitute  the  Testry  of  the  parish. 

No  meeting  of  the  vestry  or  trustees  shall  be  held  unlesB 
either  all  the  menubers  thereof  are  present,  or  three  days  notiee 
thereof  shall  be  given  to  each  member  thereof,  by  the  rector  i>er- 
sonally  or  in  writing  to  ea^ch  member  thereof,  or,  if  diere  be  no 
rector  or  he  be  incapable  of  acting,  by  one  of  the  chnrchwar 
dens;  except  that  twenty-four  hours  notice  of  the  first  meeting  of 
the  vestry  or  trustees  after  an  annual  election^  shall  be  suffi- 
cient 

To  constitute  a  quorum<  of  the  vestry  or  board  of  trustees 
there  must  be  present  either: 

1.  The  rector,  at  least  one  of  the  churchwardens,  and  a 
majority  of  the  vestrymen  or 

2.  The  rector,  both  churchwardens  and  one  less  than  i 
majority  of  the  vestrymen,  or 

3.  If  the  rector  be  absent  from  the  diocese  and  shall  have 
been  so  absent  for  over  four  calendar  months,  or  if  the  meetings 
be  called  by  the  rector  and  he  be  absent  therefrom,  or  be 
incapable  of  acting,  one  churchwarden  and  a  majority  of  the 
yestiymen,  or  both  churchwardens  and  one  less  than  a  majoritj 
of  the  vestrymen. 

But  if  there  be  a  rector  of  the  parish,  no  measure  shall  be 
taken,  in  his  absence,  in  any  case,  for  effecting  the  sale  or  die- 
position  of  the  real  property  of  the  corporation,  nor  for  the  sale 
or  disposition  of  the  capital  or  principal  of  the  personal  pn^ 
erty  of  the  corporation,  nor  shall  any  act  be  done  which  shall 
Impair  the  rights  of  such  rector. 

The  presiding  officer  of  the  vestry  or  trustees  shall  be  the 

rectof,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  the  churchwardeD 

who  shall  be  called  to  the  chair  by  a  majority  of  the  votes,  if 

both  the  churchwardens  be  present;  or  the  churchwarden  pn*- 

sent,  if  but  one  be  present. 

At  each  meeting  of  the  vestry  or  trustees  each  member  thereof 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.

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The  yestry  shall  have  power  to  flU  a  vacancy  occuring  in  the 
office  of  a  churchwarden  or  vestryman  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term,  until  the  next  annual 
election  at  which,  if  such  vacancy  would  continue  thereafter, 
it  ahflil  be  filled  for  the  remflinder  of  the  unezplred  tenn. 

The  vestry  may,  subject  to  the  canons  of  the  Protestant 
JSpiscopal  church  in  the  United  States,  and  of  the  diocese  in 
^which  the  parish  or  church  is  situated,  by  a  majority  vote, 
elect  a  rector  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  rectorship  of 
the  parish,  and  may  fix  the  salary  or  compensation  of  the 
Fector.

Notice  of  such  annual  election  shall  be  read  by  the  rector  of 
the  parish,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  by  the  officiating 
minister  or  by  a  churchwarden  thereof,  on  each  of  the  two  Sun- 
days next  preceding  such  election,  in  the  time  of  divine  service,  or 
if,  for  any  reason,  the  usual  place  of  worship  of  the  parish  be  not 
open  for  the  divine  service,  the  notice  shaJl  be  posted  con- 
spicuously on  the  outer  door  of  the  place  of  worship  for  two 
weeks  next  preceding  the  meeting. 

Such  notice  shall  specify  the  place,  day  and  hour  of  holding  the 
meeting,  the  name  and  term  of  ofiice  of  each  churchwarden  and 
yestiymain  whose  term  of  office  shall  then  expire^  ofr  whose  office 
sbliall  then  be  vacant  for  any  camse,  and  the  office  for  wWA  each 
such  officer  is  to  be  then  elected.  The  meeting  for  each  such 
annual  election,  shall  be  held  immediately  after  morning  service.

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The  presiding  officer  of  such  meeting  shall  be  the  rector  thereof^ 
if  there  be  one,  oii*  if  tjhere  be  noine,  or  he  be  abeeiKt,  one  of  die 
churchwardens  elected  for  the  purpose  by  a  majority  of  the  dolj 
qualified  vo<t3ei«  pi^esent,  or  if  no  churchwarden  be  present,  & 
vestryman  elected  in  like  manner.

At  each  annual  election  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Epis- 
copal parish  hereafter  incorporated,  one  churchwarden  shall  be 
elected  to  hold  office  for  two  years;  and  one-third  of  the  total 
number  of  the  vestrymen  of  the  parish  shall  be  elected  to  hold 
office  for  three  years.

0uch  period,  by  conspicuously  posting  such  notice,  In  writing, 
upon  the  outer  entrance  to  the  principal  place  of  v^orship  of  such 
church.

—  At  a  corporate  meeting  of  an  incor- 
porated church  to  which  this  article  is  applicable  the  following 
persons  and  no  others,  shall  be  qualified  voters,  to  wit:  All 
persons  of  full  age,  who  are  then  members  in  good  and  regular

The  presiding  officer  of  the  meeting 
shall  receiye  the  votes,  be  the  judge  of  the  qualifications  of 
voters  and  declare  the  result  of  the  votes  cast  on  any  matt». 
The  polls  of  an  annual  corporate  meeting  shall  continue  open  for 
one  hour,  and  longer  in  the  discretion  of  the  presiding  officer, 
or  if  required,  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  present. 

At  each  annual  corporate  meeting,  successoi^B  to  those  trus- 
tees whose  terms  of  office  then  expire,  shall  be  elected  from  the 
qualified  voters  by  ballot,  for  a  term  of  three  years  thereafter.

religious  society  of  Friends,  shall  be  valid.  Trusts  of  real  or 
personal  property,  for  the  benefit  and  use  of  the  members  of  any 
united  society  of  Shakers,  or  of  any  meeting  of  the  religious 
society  of  Friends,  may  hereafter  be  created,  according  to  the 
religious  constitution  of  such  society  of  Shakers,  or  the  regula- 
tions and  rules  of  discipline  of  such  society  of  Friends.  Such 
deeds  or  declarations  of  trust,  heretofore  or  hereafter  executed 
and  delivered,  shall  vest  in  the  trustees  the  legal  estates  and 
interests  purported  to  be  conveyed  or  declared  thereby,  to  and 
for  the  uses  and  purposes  declared  therein;  and  such  legal 
estates  and  trusts,  and  all  legal  authority  with  which  the  orig- 
inal trustees  were  vested  by  virtue  of  their  appointment  and  con- 
ferred powers,  shall  descend  to  their  successors  in  office  or  trust, 
who  may  be  chosen  in  confonnity  to  the  constitution  of  such 
society,  or  the  directions  of  such  meeting.  This  section  does 
not  impair  or  diminish  the  rights  of  any  person,  meeting  or  asso- 
ciation claiming  to  be  a  meeting  of  the  religious  society  of 
Friends,  which  such  x)erson,  meeting  or  association  claiming  to 
be  a  meeting,  had  to  any  real  or  personal  property  held  in  trust 
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for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  meeting  of  such  society,  before  the 
division  of  such  society  which  took  place  at  the  annual  meeting 
held  in  the  city  of  New  York  in  May,  eighteen  hundred  and 
twentvMfiglit.  No  society  of  Shakers,  or  meet'njr  of  Friends,  shall 
become  beneficially  interested  in  real  or  personal  property,  the 
clear  annual  value  or  income  of  which  exceeds  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars.

Section  100.  Joint  meeting  for  the  purposes  of  incorporation. 
101.  Govemment  of  incorporaftjed  union  diurehes. 
Section  100.  Joint  meeting  for  the  purposes  oif  incorporation. — 
Two  or  more  unincorporated  churches,  which  separately  agree 
on  a  plan  of  union  and  determine  to  meet  together  for  the  pur 
j>ose  of  being  incorpoi-ated  as  a  union  church,  may  be  incorpo- 
rated as  a  union  church  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the 
next  preoeding  article,  and  thereafter  saoh  union  chnrdi  shall 
be  governed  by  the  general  provisions  of  such  article,  as  near 
as  may  he,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  article.    A  noiice 
of  such  joint  meeting  shall  be  given  to  the  congregation  of  (iach 
church,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  next  preceding  arti- 
cle of  this  chapter,  relating  to  notioe  of  meeting  for  incorpora- 
tions in  every  respect,  as  if  it  were  a  notice  of  a  meeting  for  the 
Kopjirate  incorporation  of  such  church  under  such  article,  except 
that  the  notice  shall  state  in  substance  that  a  joint  meeting  of 
such  incorporated  churches,  which  shall  be  specified  in  the  notice, 
will  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  incorporating  such  churches  as 
a  uuiom  church,  and  electing  trustees  thereof  at  a  time  and  plax^ 
speaifled  in  the  notice,  which  place  may  be  the  usual  place  of 
worship  of  either  of  such  dhurches  or  any  other  reaBonably  con- 
venient place.    Such  notice  must  be  signed  by  at  least  six  per- 
sons from  each  of  such  churches  who  would  be  authorized  to 

sign  a  notice  for  the  meeting  of  each  church,  respectively,  for  the 
purpose  of  incorporating  it  under  such  article. 

The  provisions  of  the  next  preceding  article  of  this  Chapter 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  organization  and  conduet  of  such  meet- 
ing, the  matters  to  be  determined  upon  and  the  certificate  of 
Incorporation  to  be  executed  and  filed  accordingly,  except  that 
the  presiding  officer  of  such  joint  meeting  shall  be  the  oldest 
person  present  at  such  meeting  who  would  be  entitled  to  preside 
at  a  meeting  of  either  of  such  churches  singly  for  the  purposes  of 
incorporation  in  pursuance  of  such-  article.  All  persons  who 
would  be  qualified  to  vote  at  such  meeting  of  either  of  such 
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churches  held  singly,  shall  be  qualified  voters  at  such  joint  meet- 
ing, and  the  number  of  trustees  of  the  union  church  after  incor 
poration,  to  be  selected  from  each  such  church,  may  be  agreed  on 
by  such  unincorporated  churches,  and  the  trustees  shall  be 
selected  by  each  of  such  churches  accordingly. 

The  certificate  of  incorporation  shall  set  forth  the  plan  of 
union  agreed  on  and  the  number  of  trustees  of  the  incorporated 
union  church  to  be  selected  by  each  unincorporated  church.

§  101.  Government    of    incorporated    union    churches. — ^Any 
union  church  or  society  having  a  common  place  of  worship  or 
holding  property  belonging  jointly  to  the  several  societies  com- 
posing the  same,  but  the  sole  right  of  occupancy  of  which  is 
reserved  to  each  of  them  in  proportion  to  their  interest  in  such 
property,  or  the  money  originally  paid  therefor  by  each,  or  in 
accordance  with  their  plan  of  imion  agreed  on,  may.  If  any  one  or 
more  of  the  churches  or  societies  comprising  such  union  church 
or  society  has  ceased  to  exist;  on  the  request  of  such  remaining 
churches  or  society,  redistribute  and  divide  the  time  of  occu- 
pancy among  such  remaining  societies  in  proportion  to  their  con- 
tributions to  such  property  respectively,  or  in  accordance  with  a 
new  plan  of  union  agreed  on  by  them.     Such  redistribution  shall 
be  made  by  the  trustees  of  said  union  church  or  society  on  writ- 
ten notice  to  the  societies  which  it  is  alleged  have  ceased  to  exist; 
but  no  such  society  shall  be  deemed  to  have  ceased  to  exist  unless 
it  has  failed  or  neglected  for  a  period  of  five  consecutive  years 
next  preceding  such  request  for  redistribution,  to  hold  meetings 
and  have  a  cleric  or  secretary,  and  keep  a  list  or  r^stry  of  its 
members,  or  to  have  preaching,  prayer  or  conference  meetings,  or 
other  religious  services  in  keeping  with  the  usages  of  ihp  denomi- 
nation to  which  it  belongs. 

Any  one  of  the  societies  composing  a  union  church  or  society 
which  shall  have  built  a  church  edifice  in  the  same  village  or 
neighborhood  in  which  it  hplds  its  religious  services,  shall  not 
thereby  lose  or  forfeit  in  any  way  any  of  its  rights  or  privileges 
in  such  union  society,  and  the  maintaining  of  divine  worship.

Any  notice  for  the  election  of  trufr 
"tee©  of  the  union  society  or  for  any  other  purpose  which  the  law 
requires  to  be  read  or  given  at  the  time  of  divine  service,  anaor  be 
read  or  given  in  the  church  edifice  so  built  by  any  one  of  such 
societies,  if  at  the  time  religious  services  are  not  held  in  the 
church  edifice  of  such  union  society.    But  such  notice  must  be 
posted  on  the  outer  door  of  such  union  church  edifice  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  the  meeting.    If  any  society  composing  any 
such  church  union  or  society  has  a  greater  interest  in  the  occu- 
pancy of  the  church  building   than  others,  unless  the  several 
churches  composing  the  union  church  or  society  have  agreed  other- 
iTvise,  the  number  of  trustees  shall  be  odd,  and  the  trustees  shall 
be  elected  from  such  societies  in  proportion  to  their  r€Si)€ctive 
interests  in  the  union,  church  or  society,  as  nearly  as  may  be. 
Ajxj  society  composing  such  union  church  or  society,  which  has 
built  for  itself  a  church  edifice  and  become  incorporated,  may  sell 
it«  interest  and  right  of  occupancy  in  such  union  society,  and 
convey  the  same,  when  authorized  so  to  do  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
.  of  the  voters  thereof  qualified  to  vote  for  union  trustees,  at  a 
special  meeting  called  for  that  purposa    The  proceeds  of  such 
sale  shall  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  its  church  property.

The  Religious  Corporations  Law. 


This  chapter  Ib  intended  to  be  a  Aubstitate  for  all  existing  ges- 
eral  laws  for  the  creation  and  temporal  administration  of  religi- 
ous corporations.  The  laws  which  it  will  supersede  and  repeei 
are  mainly  contained  in  the  eighth  edition  of  the  BeTised  Stat- 
utes from  i>ages  1881  to  1921,  inclusive,  except  Laws  1883,  chapter 
257,  at  pages  1913-16,  which  ie  a  special  law  and  will  be  USi 
untouched  by  the  revision. 

All  the  provisions  of  the  laws  so  repealed,  retained  in  the  revii- 
ion,  are  contained  in  the  General  Corporation  Law,  or  in  tlus 
chapter,  except  Laws  1853,  chapter  323,  1835,  chapter  90,  sectiot 
9,  relating  to  change  of  name  of  religious  oorporatioiis^  which  s 
incorporated  in  section  2410  ff.  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 

The  first  general  law  of  this  State  for  the  incorporation  rf 
churches  was  chapter  18  of  the  Laws  of  1784,  seventii  sesBioi, 
and  was  applicable  to  all  denominations.  Certain  features  of 
the  Dutch  Beformed  church  did  not  harmonize  with  this  Iw 
and  a  second  general  law  was  enacted,  chapter  61,  Laws  of  1788, 
eleventh  session,  applicable  only  to  Dutch  Beformed  churches. 
For  similar  reasons  a  third  general  law,  applicable  only  to 
Protestant  Episcopal  churches,  was  enacted,  chapter  25,  Laws  of 
1795,  eighteenth  session.  These  three  statutes  were  consolidate 
In  chapter  79  of  the  revision  of  1801,  which  was  substantially 
re-enacted  as  chapter  60  in  the  revision  of  1813,  which  was  not 
included  in  the  Revised  Statutes,  and,  as  amended  to  date,  is  stSl 
in  force. 

The  general  law  of  1795,  for  the  Incorporation  of  Episcopal 
ohurohes,  was  made  the  basis  of  section  1  of  the  act  of  1813,  nav 
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H>ii8i8ting  of  eighteen  aubdiyisions;  the  general  law  for  the  ineor- 
[>oration  of  Dutch  Bef  ormed  churches  was  made  the  basis  of  seo- 
don  2  of  the  act  of  1813;  and  the  first  general  law  of  178^  origin- 
ally applicable  to  all  churches,  was  made  the  basis  of  section  3. 
Separate  statutes  have  since  been  passed  for  the  incorporation  of 
Roman  Catholic  churches.  Laws  1863,  chapter  46;  of  Greek 
cb.nrches,  Laws  1871,  chapter  12;  of  Baptist  and  Congregational 
chinrches,  Laws  1873,  chapter  633,  repealed  by  chapter  50  of  Laws 
1890;  of  Baptist  churches,  Laws  1876,  chapter  329,  and  many 
supplemental  and  amendatory  statutes  have  been  passed  since 
1813,  some  of  which  made  special  provisions  for  particular 
denoniination& 

Many  useful  provisions  of  the  present  law,  now  applicable  to 
incorporated  churches  only,  are  extended  by  article  1  to  all 
religious  corporations.    Throughout  the  revision  the  members  of 
the  church  or  congregation  instead  of  the  trustees  are  made  the 
corporation.    The  provision  of  the  present  law,  occurring  in 
aJmost  every  act  relating  to  the  incorporation  of  churches,  requir- 
ing the  filing  of  an  annual  or  tri-ennial  inventory  and  account,  is 
omitted  from  the  revision,  and  a  judicial  inquiry  as  to  the  amount 
of  its  property  is  substituted  by  section  13.    The  old  provision 
was  practically  obsolete  and  rarely  observed.    So  too  all  limita- 
tions on  the  amount  of  proi>erty  which  a  religious  corporation  is 
enabled  to  hold  are  omitted  from  the  revision,  as  superseded  by 
section  12  of  the  Oeneital  Ck>rpoiration  Law,  which  greatly  extends 
the  powers  of  nonbusiness  corporations  in  respect  to  the  holding 
of  property. 

Article  1  is  applicable  to  all  religious  corporationa  The  mat- 
erial changes  of  substance  in  this  article  are  as  follows: 

The  provision  of  the  present  law  that  the  seats  in  churches 
which  are  originally  established  as  free  church  corporations  shall 
be  forever  free,  is  omitted  from  section  6  of  revision. 

Section  7  of  revision  authorizes  properly  executed  deeds  of  lots 
in  the  cemetery  of  a  religious  corporation  to  be  recorded 

The  present  law  makes  the  trustees  of  a  common  parsonage 
a  corporation,  while  by  §  9  of  revision  they  are  merely  made 
the  managing  agents  of  the  contributing  corporations.    . 
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Sectdon  10,  relating  to  the  correction  and  confirmatkiD  d 
conveyances,  enlarges  materially  the  cases  iii>  which  corre& 
tions  can  be  made,  and  provides  a  scheme  w^hereby  a  coi 
veyance  incorrectly  stating  the  name  of  a  oorponi&ii  is 
made  presumptively  valid. 

The  provision  of  the  present  law,  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
^'Gospel  lots,"  is  omitted  from  section  11  of  revision,  as 
obsolete 

Section  12,  providing  for  the  conB<didation  of  religions  eor- 
porations,  allows  the  new  church  to  be  a  different  denominar 
tion  than  either  church  consolidating;  but  this  te  deoned 
suiBciently  guarded  by  the  provision  that  the  governing  ioij 
of  each  consolidating  church  shall  consent  to  the  consolidi 
tloiu 

Section  16,  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  mission  and 
Sunday  school  corporations,  is  new. 

Article  2  of  the  revision  contains  the  special  proviaioiB 
applicable  to  Episcopal  churches.  The  article  was  prepared 
after  consultation  with  an  eminent  authority  of  the  churdi 
and  embodies,  it  is  believed,  the  views  of  that  denoniinati<». 
Several  changes  are  made  in  the  present  law,  as  appear  froiD 
the  notes  to  the  seotions  of  the  artiolea 

Article  3  of  the  revisioD  cont<iins  the  special  provisiow 
applicable  to  Boman  Catholic  and  Greek  churches.  The  pro^ 
vision  of  section  60,  that  during  a  vacancy  tn  liie  office  d 
airchbishop  or  bishop,  the  administrator  of  the  diocese  and 
his  vicar  and  representative  shall  be  trustees,  is  new. 

Section  11  provides  that  the  real  property  of  a  Boman 
Catholic  church  shall  not  be  sold,  mortgaged  or  leased  without 
the  consent  of  the  archbishop  or  bishop,  or  in  case  of  their 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  of  the  vicar-general  or  administrator 
of  the  diocese. 

These  changes  were  made  on  the  request  of  the  authoritieB 
of  that  denomination. 

Article  4  contains  the  special  provisions  relating  to 
Befoinned  Dutch,  Befomned  Preribyterian  and  LutiierBii  ohnrchea 
The  matertal  dhoinge  mAde  by  this  article  is  in  allowlsc  duinliei 
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tibJfl  dam  to  inooorpoiate,  origiimllj,  eiliuer  by  tbe  ex-officto  imt 

lectiye  nietbod  of  cihiooBiiiig  trti]stee& 
Article  5  contains  the  special  prayisions  for  the  incorpora- 
tion and  government  of  churches  of  other  denominations.    The 
ixiaterial  change  is  in  the  qualification  of  voters.    Section   82 
X>roTldes  for  a  uniform  qualification.    It  does  not  change  sub- 
latantially  the  qualification  of  voters  in  Baptfiat  ahurcihes.    The 
Qualification    of   voters    for    other    churches,    generally,    has 
i-emained  unchanged  since  Laws  1784,  except  for  the  amend*- 
Ttient  of  1867,  chapter  656,  sti'iking  out  the  word  ^^ale;"  and 
l>y  the  present  law  is  as  follows:  ''Every  person  of  full  age 
^who  has  statedly  worshipped  with  such  church,  congregation  or 
aociety,  and  has  formerly  been  considered  as  belonging  thereta" 
The  indefinite  character  of  this  statement  waB  illustrated  in  Peo- 
ple ex  iTel.  Sturgess  v.  Keese,  27  Hun,  484    Tte  change  pro- 
posed has  the*  advantage    of    a    uniform    statement    for    all 
cbnrches,  and  will  tend  to  diminish  doubted  controversy. 

Article  6  contains  the  special  provisions  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  two  or  more  churches  as  a  union  church,  without 
material  change. 

The  appendix  following  this  chapter  of  the  proposed  revision 
contains  all  the  statutes  proposed  to  be  repealed  hereby. 
Cross  references  and  notes  explaining  the  principal  changes 
in  language,  and  all  changes  in  substance,  are  appended  to 
the  several  sections  of  the  proposed  revision  and  of  the  exist- 
ing statutes  set  out  in  the  appendix.

3.  The  rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  necessarily  absent, 
then  one  of  the  church  wardens  or  vestrymen,  or  any  other  per- 
son called  to  the  chair,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting,  and  shall 
receive  the  votes. 

[Section  30  of  revision,  which  provides  that  the  officiating 
minister  shall  preside,  or  if  there  be  none  or  he  be  absent,  anj 
qualified  voter.  J 

4  The  persons  entttied  to  vote  at  such  meeting  shall  be  the 
male  persons  of  full  age  belonging  to  the  church  or  congrega- 
tion, qualified  as  follows,  and  non-^  other: 
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JBivBt  Those  who  hare  been  baptised  in  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal ohnrch,  or  who  hare  been  received  therein  either  by  the  rite 
of  confirmation  or  by  receiving  the  holy  communion;  or 

Second.  Those  who  have  purchased,  and  for  not  less  than 
"t^welve  months  next  prior  to  such  meeting,  have  owed  a  pew  or 
seat  in  such  church;  or  who,  during  the  same  period  of  time,  have 
Ixired  and  paid  for  a  pew  or  seat  in  such  church;  or  who,  during 
"tlie  whole  period  aforesaid,  have  been  contributors  in  money  to 
tLbe  support  of  such  church, 

[Section  30  of  revision,  in  which  the  qualification  of  voters 
are  materially  changed.] 

5.  The  persons  so  qualified  shall,  at  such  meeting,  by  a 
majority  of  votes,  determine: 

First  The  name  or  title  by  which  such  church  or  congrega- 
tion shall  be  known  in  law. 

Second.  On  what  day  in  Easter  Week  an  annual  election  for 
church  wardens  and  vestrymen  shall  thereafter  take  place. 

Third.  What  number  of  vestrymen,  not  less  than  four  or  more 
than  eight,  shall  annually  be  elected,  and  shall,  together  with 
the  rector  (if  there  be  one),  and  the  two  church  wardens,  consti- 
tute the  vestry  of  the  churoh. 

Fourth.  And  shall,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  elect  two  church 
wardens  and  the  number  of  vestrymen  that  it  shall  have  been 
determined  are  to  be  annually  elected;  which  church  wardens 
and  vestrymen  thus  elected  shall  serve  until  the  next  regular 
election. 

[Section  30  of  revision,  which  provides  that  the  annual  elec- 
tion shall  be  on  a  secular  day  of  the  week  beginning  with  the 
first  Sunday  in  Advent;  that  the  number  of  vestrymen  shall 
be  three,  six  or  nine,  elected  so  that  the  terms  of  one-third  shall 
expire  annually;  and  that  the  wardens  shall  be  elected  so  that 
the  term  of  one  shall  expire  annually.J 

6.  The  polls  shall  continue  open  for  one  hour,  and  longer,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  presiding  officer,  or,  if  required,  by  the  ^ote 
of  a  majority  of  voters  preeent 

[Section  30  of  revision,  without  change  of  substance.J 

7.  The  preeiding  officer,  together  with  two  other  persons,  shall 
make  a  certificate  under  their  hands  and  seals,  of: 

First  The  church  wardens  and  vestrymen  so  electel. 

Second.  Of  the  day  in  Easter  week  so  fixed  for  the  trnnual  elec- 
tion of  their  successors. 
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Third.  Of  the  nuiDiber  of  yeetrymeiL  (not  less  than  four  nor  more 
than  eight)  00  determined  upon  to  be  annuailj  elected  to  coiisti- 
stitute  part  of  the  vestry. 

Fourth.  Of  the  name  or  title  by  which  such  church  or  congre- 
gation shall  be  known  in  law.  Which  certificate  being  duly 
acknowledged,  or  the  execution  and  acknowledgment  thereof 
being  duly  proven  before  any  officer  aathoaijzed  to  take  llie 
acknowledgment  or  proof  of  deeds  or  conveyances  of  real  estate, 
to  be  recorded  in  the  county,  where  such  church  op  {dace  of  wor- 
ship of  such  congregation  shall  be  situated,  shall  be  recordc^d  bj

8.  The  church  wardens  and  vestrymen  00  elected,  and  thdr 
successoiB  in  office,  of  themselves  (but  if  there  be  a  rector,  then 
together  with  the  rector  of  such  church  or  congrecrationl  shall 
form  a  vestry,  and  shall  be  the  trustees  of  such  church  or  congre- 
gation; and  tiiey  and  their  successors  shall  thereupon  by  Tirtne 
of  this  act,  be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  or  title  expressed 
in  such  certificate.

14.  The  church  wardens  and  vestrymen  chosen  at  any  of  the 
said  elections  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  expiration  of  the 
year  for  which  they  shall  be  chosen,  and  until  others  are  chosen 
in  their  stead;  and  shall  have  power  to  call  and  induct  a  rector 
to  such  church  or  congregation,  as  often  as  there .  shall  be  a 
vacancy  therein,  and  to  fix  his  salary  or  compensation. 

[Section  32  and  33  of  revision.  Section  33  provides  for  the 
annual  election  of  one-third  of  the  vestrymen  for  three  years 
and  one  warden  for  two  years.    Section  32  provides  that  the 
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yeatryj  saibjeat  ta  the  canooB  of  the  chuooh  nuiy  elect  reetor 
and  fix  his  compensation.] 

15.  No  board  or  meeting  of  such  yestry  shall  be  held,  nnkai 
at  least  three  days'  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  writings 
under  the  hand  of  the  rector  or  one  of  the  church  wardens; 
except  that  for  the  first  meeting  after  an  election,  twenty-foor 
hours'  notice  shall  be  cmfflcient;  and  no  such  boord  shall  be  com- 
petent to  transact  any  business  unless  the  rector,  if  there  be  ooe^ 
and  at  least  one  of  the  church  wardens  and  a  majority  ot  the 
vestrymen  be  present  But  if  the  rector  be  absent  from  the 
State,  and  shall  have  been  so  absent  for  over  four  calendar 
months,  or  if  the  meeting  has  been  called  by  the  rector,  and  he 
be  absent  therefrom,  the  board  shall  be  competent  to  transact 
all  business,  if  there  be  present  one  church  warden  and  a  major- 
ity of  the  vestrymen;  except  that  in  the  absence  of  the  rector, 
no  measure  shall  be  taken  for  effecting  a  sale  or  disposition  of 
the  real  property,  nor  may  any  sale  or  disposition  of  the  capital 
or  principal  of  the  personal  estate  of  such  corporation  be  made^ 
nor  any  act  done  which  shall  impair  the  rights  of  such  rector.

ber of  such  vestarymen  shall  not  thereby  be  made  less  than  four, 
or  more  than  eight  And  in  order  to  effect  such  change  the  same 
shall  be  authorized  and  approved  by  the  vestry  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing thereof;  and  shall  then  at  the  next  stated  annual  election 
for  wardens  and  vestrymen  be  submitted  to,  and  ratified  by  a 
mjijority  of  the  votes  of  all  the  qualified  voters  vot|lng  at  such 
election,  notice  of  which  proposed  change,  and  that  the  same 
will  be  submitted  for  ratification  at  such  election  shall  be  given 
at  the  same  time,  end  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  tor  notioe 
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of  the  said  election;  if  emcli  change  be  thus  rattfied,  a  certificate 
alti)all  be  made  setting  forth  the  reBolntlon  of  the  vestry,  and  the 
proceedings  to  ratify  the  same,  together  with  the  fact  of  the 
notice  bejing  given  as  required,  and  shall  be  acknowledged  or 
l>roved  and  recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  for  the 
original  certificate  of  organization,  and  thereux)on   the  number 
of  vestrymen  to  constitute  a  part  of  the  vestry  of  such  corpora- 
tfion  ahall  be  such  as  shall  be  fixed  byi  the  proceedings  to  effect 
BMch  chanj^e.    But  such  change  shall  not  take  effect  or  be  ope- 
rative, until  the  certificate  above  mentioned  shall  have  been  duly 
recorded.

take    acknowledgment  or  proof  of    conveyances   of  real  estate 

to  be  recorded  iu  the  oity  and  county  of  New  York,  and  shall  be 

recorded  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  in  like  manner  as 

required  where  the  church  or  place  of  worship  is  situated  in  the 

city  of  New  York.

That  the  minister  or  ministers 
and  elders  and  deacons,  and  if  during  any  time  there  be  no  min- 
ister, then  the  elders  and  deacons,  during  such  time,  of  every 
Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  church  or  congregation  now  or 
hereafter  to  be  established  in  this  State,  and  elected  according 
to  the  rules  and  usages  of  such  churches  within  this  State,  shall 
be  the  trustees  for  every  such  church  or  congregation;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees^  if  not  already  incorporated, 
to  assemble  together  as  soon  as  they  shall  deem  it  convenient, 
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and  execute  under  their  hands  and  seals  a  certiflcate  certifying 
the  name  or  title  by  which  they  and  their  successors  forever  as  a 
body  coi*porate,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  known  and  distin- 
guished; which  certiflcate  being  duly  acknowledged  or  proved  ae 
aforesaid,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  such  county  in  a 
book  to  be  by  him  provided  as  aforesaid;  and  such  trustees  and 
their  successors  shall  thereupon,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  be  a  body 
corporate  by  the  name  or  title  expressed  in  such  certiflcate;  and 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  any  such  church  or  congfre- 
gation,  elected  by  virtue  of  any  fwmer  law  of  this  State,  by  writ- 
ing under  their  hands  and  seals^  to  be  proved,  acknowledged 
and  recoixied  as  aforesaid,  to  declare  their  will  not  to  continue 
any  longer  a  body  corporate,  and  thereupon  such  body  corporate 
shall  cease,  and  all  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  held  by  them 
shall  pass  to  and  be  vested  in  the  trustees  of  such  church  or  con- 
gregation, made  a  body  corporate  in  the  manner  above  directed: 
Provided  always,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued in  any  manner  to  impair  or  alter  the  rights  of  any  of  the 
chartered  churches  within  this  State.

charge  of  ihe  estate  and  property  belonging  thereto^  and  to  trans- 
act all  affairs  relative  to  the  temporalities  thereof;  and  that  at 
such  election,  every  person  of  full  age,  who  has  statedly  wor- 
shipped with  such  church,  congregation  or  society,  and  has  for- 
merly been  considered  as  belonging  thereto,  shall  be  entitled  to 
Tote,  and  the  said  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows:  The 
minister  of  sueh  church,  oongregation  or  society,  or  in  case  of  his 
death  or  absence,  one  of  the  elders  op  deacons,  church  wardens 
or  vestrymen  thereof,  and  for  want  of  such  officers,  any  other 
person  being  a  member  or  a  stated'  hearer  in  «uch  chnroh,  con- 
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mlnifftera,  elders  and  deacons  of  the  Befonned  Dntch  church 
in  the  city  of  Albany,  the  annual  value  or  Income  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars;  and  also  to  repair  and  alter  their  churches  or 
xneeting-housefi,  and  to  erect  others  if  necessary,  and  to  erect 
dwelling'houises  fioir  the  use  of  their  ministers,  and  school- 
houses  and  other  buildings  for  the  use  of  such  church,  congre- 
i^ation  or  society;  and  euch  trustees  ahall  also  have  power  to 
make  rules  and  orders  for  managing  the  temporal  affairs  of 
such  church,  congregation  or  society,  and  to  dispose  of  all 
moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  to  regulate  and  order  the  rent- 
in^r  the  pews  in  their  churches  and  me<*ting-liou8ea,  and 
the  perquisites  for  the  breaMng  of  the  ground  in  the  eemeteiry 
Of  church  yards,  and  in  the  said  churches  and  meeting-houses 
for  burying  of  the  dead,  and  all  other  matters  relating  to  the 
temporal  concerns  and  revenues  of  such  church,  congregation 
or  society;  and  to  appoint  a  clerk  and  treasurer  of  their  board, 
and  a  collector  to  collect  and  receive  the  said  rents  and  rev- 
enues, and  to  negulate  the  fees  to  be  allowed  to  such  clerk!, 
treasurer  and  collector,  and  them  or  either  of  them  to  remove 
at  pleasure,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead;  and  such  clerk 
shall  enter  all  rules  and  orders  made  by  such  trustees,  and 
payments  ordered  by  them,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  them 
for  that  purpose.

§  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
two  of  such  trustees,  other  than  the  trustees  mentioned  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  or  their  successors,  at  any  time  to  call 
a  meeting  of  such  trustees,  and  that  the  majority  of  the  trustees 
of  any  church,  congregation  or  society  mentioned  in  this  act, 
being  lawfully  convened,  shall  be  competent  to  do  and  perform 
all  matters  and  things  which  such  trustees  are  authorized  or 
required  to  do  and  perform,  and  that  all  questions  arising  at 
any  such  meetings  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the 
trustees  present,  and  in  case  of  an  equal  division,  the  presiding 
trustee  shall  have  a  casting  vote.

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^vide  for  the  incorporation  of  religious  societies,''  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  for  such  church  or  society  again  to  exhibit  any  account 
or  inventory  unless  the  said  church  or  society  subsequently  to 
eucli  exhibition  shall  have  purchased  or  acquired  any  lands,

the  estate,  real  or  personal,  now  held,  occupied  or  enjoyed  by 
tlie  corporation  of  Trinity  church.

cates  of  other  religious  societies  incorporated  under  the  said 
act,  and  shall  be  thereupon  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the  county 
in  which  such  church  or  congregation  is  establisbed^    in  the 
book  by  him  provided  according  to  the  direction  of  the  afore- 
said act;  and  such  trustees  and  their  successors  shall    there- 
upon, by  virtue  of  this  act,  be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name 
or  title  expressed  in  such  certificate;  and  such  trustees  and

the  rights  of  any  person,  meeting,  or  association  of  persoos 
claiming  to  be  a  meeting  of  the  religious  society  of  Pri€nda> 
which  such  person,  or  meeting,  or  association  claiming  to  be  a 
meeting  as  aforesaid,  had  either  in  law  or  in  equity  to  or  in  any

estate  to  be  held  in  trust  for  any  meeting  of  such  society,  the 
annual  value  or  income  of  which  shall  exceed  twenty  thonsand 
dollars.

§  3.  In  case  of  the  death  of  all  the  trustees  heretcrfore

was  duly  passed  by  said  meeting;  and  the  said  affidavit  thus 
made  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated.

corporation,  and  fixing  the  day  of  its  annual  election. 

§  3.  Each  of  the  said  corporations  may  make  its  separate 
petition  to  the  supreme  court  for  an  order  for  such  union  and 
oonooUdation,  setting  forth  in  such  petition  the  reasons  for  soich 
Tinlon  and  consolidation,  the  agreement  made  pursuant  to  the 
second  section  of  this  act,  all  its  property,  qneal  and  personal,  all 
its  debts  and  liabilities,  and  the  amount  and  sources  of  its  an- 
nnal  income. 

§  4.  A  meeting  of  each  of  said  corporations,  to  consider  and

All  parties  inter- 
ested therein  may  be  heard  on  such  petition. 

§  6.  When  such  order  is  made  and  entered,  according  to  the 
practice  of  the  court,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  united  and 
consolidated  into  one  corporation,  by  the  name  designated  in  the 
order,  and  it  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  powers,  and  be  subject 
to  all  the  obligations  of  religious  corporations  under  the  act  to 
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every  such  church  or  congregation  now  or  hereafter  to  be  estab* 
lished  in  this  State  to  be  the  trustees  of  every  such  churcfa  or 
congregation ;  provided  that  they  shall  have  been  elected  accord- 
ing to  the  rules,  constitution  and  usages  of  the  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian church,  and  are  actively  engaged  in  the  exercise  of  their 
office  in  said  church  or  congregation-  And  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  trustees,  if  not  already  incorporated,  to  assemble 
together  and  proceed  to  inoorporate  themselves,  in  the  mode  pre- 
scribed in  and  by  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
incorporation  of  religious  societies,"  passed  April  fifth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirteen,  and  the  act  entitled  "An  act  supplemen- 
tary to  the  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporatkm 
of  religious  societies,'  passed  April  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirteen,"  passed  April  twelfth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-two.

Section  1.  The  presiding  elder  and  a  majority  of  the  district 
stewards^  appointed  according  to  the  discipline  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  church,  residing  in  any  ecclesiastical  district  in  this 
State,  erected  by  an  annual  conference  of  said  church  as  a  pre- 
siding elder's  district,  may  make,  sign  and  acknowledge,  before 
some  officer  competent  to  take  the  admowledgment  of  deeds^ 
and  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  any  county  in  such  district, 
and  a  duplicate  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
a  certificate  in  writing,  an  which  shall  be  stated  the  corporate 
name  of  said  corporation;  the  names,  residences  and  official  rela- 
tion to  the  district  of  the  persons  signing  such  certificate;  the 
number  of  trustees,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  nine,  who 
shall  manage  the  property  and  affairs  of  said  corporation  for  the 
first  year,  and  their  names;  and  in  which  certificate  it  shall  be 
further  stated,  in  substance,  that  the  object  of  such  corporation 
is  to  secure  the  benefits  of  this  act. 

§  2.  When  such  certificate  shall  be  filed  as  aforesaid,  the  per- 
sons who  shall  have  made,  signed  and  acknowledged  the  same, 
and  their  successors,  shall  be  and  become  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  stated  in  such  certificate;  and  such  corpo- 
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ration  shall  hare  snocession,  and  possess  the  j^eneral  powers  con- 
ferred on  corporations  by  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part 
of  the  BeVised  Btatntes  of  this  State;  and  shall  also  have  power 
to  take,  by  gift,  grant  or  purohaae,  any  estate,  real  or  personal, 
the  annual  income  of  which  shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, for  the  Uise  of,  andi  bb  a  residietnce  for  the  presiding  elder 
for  the  time  being,  of  said  district;  and  shlall  also  have  power  to 
take  by  gift,  grant  or  purchase,  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  the 
annual  income  or  value  of  which  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand 
dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  authorities  of  the  said  Methodist  Epis- 
copal church  representing  said  district,  as  a  camp-ground  foB 
camp-meetfng  purposes;  and  from  time  to  time  to  sell  and  convey 
the  same,  and  to  reinvest  the  proceeds  thereof  for  a  like  purpose, 
as  the  trustees  of  such  corporation,  with  the  approval  of  the 
annual  conference  having  jurisdiction  over  the  district,  may 
direct  And  all  the  provisions  of  article  seven,  title  elight,  chap- 
ter twenty,  part  first  of  the  Bevised  Statutes  of  this  State,  enti- 
tled "Of  the  disturbance  of  religious  meetings,"  shall  apply  to 
all  religious  meetings  held  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  in  accordance  with  the  usages  of  the  said  Episcopal  Metho- 
dist church.  And  the  trustees  of  any  such  camp-ground, 
appointed  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  hereby  amended 
and  for  the  purposes  named  in  this  act,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  are  hereby  clothed  with  the  same  powers  as  are  conferred 
upon  peace  officers  in  and  by  said  article  seven.

The  presbytery  to  which 
the  church  belongs  shall  determine  when  any  church  is  extinct, 
proYided  that  no  church  having  more  than  nine  resident  memfaerB 
shall  be  declared  extinct^  unleasi  it  has  failed,  for  three  coDsecntlTe 
years  to  maintain  the  stated  preaching  of  the  gospel.  (Thus 
amended  by  L.  1877,  chap.

§  4.  The  management  and  disposal  of  affairs  and  property  of 
such  corx)oration  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  thereof;

Section  1.  In  all  cases  now  existing  or  which  may  hereaftCT 
exist,  in  which  any  priest,  clergyman  or  minister  of  the  gospel 
shall  serve  or  minister  to  two  or  more  churches,  congr*^gations  or 
religious  societies,  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
entitled,  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  religions 
societies,"  passed  April  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and 
the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  churches, 
congregations  or  religious  societies  to  have,  hold  and  own  a  lot 
or  lots  or  farm,  with  such  building  or  buildings  thereon,  as  the 
said  churches,  congregations  or  religious  societies  may  deem 
necessary  or  proper  for  the  use  of  such  priest,  clergyman  or  minis- 
ter of  the  gospel,  as  shall  serve  or  minister  to  such  churches,  con- 
gregations or  religious  societies,  to  be  occupied  and  used  by  soch 
priest,  clergyman  or  minister  of  the  gospel  as  a  parsonage,  dar- 
ing the  time  he  shall  serve  or  minister  to  such  churches,  congrega- 
tions or  religious  societies. 

§  2.  After  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  said  churches,  congrega- 
tions or  religious  societies  shall  have  power  to  elect  three  trus- 
tees, each  being  a  member  of  one  of  said  churches,  congregations 
or  religious  societies,  to  be  denominated  parsonage  trustees,  to 
take  and  bold  the  title  to  such  lot  or  lots  or  farm  as  may  be  pur- 
chased for  parsonage  purposes,  as  trustees  of  and  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  churches,  congregations  or  religious  societies. 

§  3.  The  priest,  clergyman  or  minister  of  the  gospel  so  serving 
or  ministering  to  such  churches,  congregations  or  religions 
societies,  shall  designate  some  day,  other  than  Snnday.  and  the 
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hour  of  the  day  when  the  election  of  the  ftrst  trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  place  where  each  of  such  churches,  congregations 
or  religious  societies  statedly,  meets  for  worship.  Notice  of  the 
time  of  holding  such  election  shall  then  be  given  to  each  of  suchi 
churches,  congregations  or  religious  societies,  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  third  section  of  the  act  above  mentioned. 
Notice  shall  be  given  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner, 
of  the  place  where  the  board  of  canvassers,  created  by  this  act, 
to  canvass  the  votes  given  at  the  election  for  trustees.  At  the 
time  so  appointed  for  such  election,  said  churches,  congrega- 
tions or  religious  societies  shall,  by  a  plurality  of  voices,  elect 
one  of  their  members  chairman  of  such  meeting,  and  the  clerk 
of  such  church,  congregation  or  religious  society,  if  present,  shall 
be  clerk  of  such  meeting;  but  if  such  clerk  shall  be  absent,  then 
Buch  church,  congregations  or  religious  societies  shall,  by  plural- 
ity of  voices,  elect  one  of  their  members  clerk  for  the  time  being. 

§  4.  Said  election  of  trustees  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the  three 
persons  for  whom  the  highest  number  of  ballots  shall  be  cast  shall 
be  the  first  trustees.  The  chairman  of  each  of  such  meetings 
shall  preside  thereat,  receive  the  ballots,  preserve  order  and  see 
that  the  business  before  the  meeting  is  conducted  in  an  orderly 
and  legal  manner.  The  clerk  of  each  meeting  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  thereof,  and  also  a  poll-list  containing  the 
names  of  all  the  persons  who  shall  vote  at  such  election.  All 
persons  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  trustees  of  such  churchy 
congregation  or  religious  society,  may  lawfully  vote  at  such  elec- 
tion, and  no  others.  The  chairman  and  clerk  of  each  meeting 
shall  canvass  the  votes  cast  at  such  election,  and  make  and  sign 
a  certificate  thereof,  setting  forth  the  time  and  place  at  which 
such  election  was  held,  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast,  the  names 
of  all  i)ersons  voted  for,  and  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each. 

§  5.  The  chairman  of  any  or  either  of  such  meetings  may,  by 
a  writing,  signed  by  him,  appoint  the  clerk  of  such  meeting  a 
canvasser  in  his  place  and  stead..  Such  chairmen  as  do  not 
appoint  the  clerk  a  canvasser  in  his  stead,  and  such  clerks  as 
shall  or  may  be  appointed  canvassers  as  above  mentioned,  shall 
meet  at  the  place  designated  in  the  notice  given  for  such  elec- 
tion, on  the  day  following  such  election,  at  three  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  that  day,  and  shall  form  themselves  into  a  board  of 
canvassers  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  nimiber  chairman  of 
said  board,  and  another  one  of  their  members  secretary  of  said 
board,  and  shall  then,  from  all  the  certificates  of  the  elections 
held  the  day  before,  ascertain  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast 
for  parsonage  trustees,  the  names  of  all  the  persons  voted  for, 
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and  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each,  and  shall  declare  the 
three  persons  having  the  largest  number  o*  votes  elected  tni»' 
tees.  They  shall  then  proceed  to  divide  said  trustees,  by  lot, 
into  three  classes,  one  of  whom  shall  hold  the  office  for  one  Tear, 
one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years;  and  thereafter  one 
parsonage  trustee  shall  be  elected  each  year,  at  the  time  and 
in  the  manner  and  upon  the  notice  prescribed  for  the  election  ol 
.the  first  parsonage  trustees.  They  shall  then  designate  the 
name  by  which  such  parsonage  trustees  shall  be  known  and 
called,  as  the  x>Arsonage  trustees  of  a  certain  circuit,  naming  it, 
or  of  a  certain  place,  naming  it,  and  its  vicinity. 

§  6.  The  secretary  of  said  board  of  canvassers  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  said  board  in  a  book  to  be  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  and  shall  also  file  and  preserve  all  certifi- 
cates of  election  on  which  such  board  shall  act.  He  shall  also 
make  a  certificate  of  the  election  of  the  persons  chosen  trustees, 
of  their  classification  and  the  time  each  is  to  serve,  which  shall 
be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  such  board  and  by  such  secretaii^ 
and  shall  be  acknowledged  by  them  in  such  manner  as  dee& 
are  by  law  required  to  be  acknowledged  to  entitle  them  to  be 
recorded.  Such  certificate  and  acknowledgment  shall  then  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  in 
which  any  one  of  such  churches,  congregations  or  religious  socie 
ties  may  be  located. 

§  7.  Upon  the  recording  of  such  certificate  the  said  trustees 
and  their  successors  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  stated  in  such  certificate;  and  by  that  name  they 
and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have  succession,  and  shall 
be  capable  in  law,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  and  change  the  same  at 
pleasure;  and  by  their  corporate  name  be  cai)able  of  receiving 
purchasing  and  holding  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  churcfaes^ 
congregations  or  religious  societies  such  real  and  personal  estate 
as  such  churches,  congregations  or  religious  societies  may  deem 
necessary  or  proper  to  purchase  for  the  use  of  the  priest,  clergy- 
men or  ministers  of  the  gospel,  who  shall  serve  or  minister  to 
them  as  aforesaid,  and  to  manage,  improve,  protect  and  preserve 
said  property. 

§  8.  In  case  it  shall  happen  that  an  election  of  trustees  shall 
not  be  held  on  the  day  designated  for  such  election,  the  corpo- 
ration shall  not  for  that  reason  be  dissolved,  but  such  election 
may  be  held  on  some  other  day,  by  giving  notice  of  such  election 
in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the  first  election  of  trustees,  but 
the  time  of  service  of  the  trustee  so  elected  shall  expire  at  tlie 
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same  time  his  term!  would  have  expired  in  case  he  had  been 
elected  at  the  proper  time. 

§  9.  In  case  of  the  death  or  remOFal  from  the  coimty  of  any 
one  or  more  of  said  trasteea^  the  remaining  trufitees  or  trustee 
may,  by  writing  under  their  or  his  hand  and  seal,  appoint  a 
trustee  or  trustees  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  trustee  or 
trustees  so  dying  or  removing  from  the  county,  until  the  time 
appointed  for  the  next  election,  when  a  trustee  or  trustees  6hal> 
be  elected  in  the  place  or  places  of  him  or  them  so  dying  ot 
removing,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  trustees  are  required 
to  be  elected.

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  diocesan  convention, 
presbytery,  claasis,  qrnod,  annual  conference,  or  other  governing 
body  having  jurisdiction  over  a  number  of  churches,  congrega- 
tions or  societies  of  any  church  or  religious  denomination  in 
this  State,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  constituted  or  established, 
and  not  already  incorporated,  at  any  stated  meeting  thereof, 
by  a  plurality  of  voices,  to  elect  any  number  of  discreet  persons, 
not  less  than  three  nor  exceeding  nine  in  number,  as  trustees  to 
take  charge  of  the  estate  and  proi>erty  belonging  thereto,  and 
to  transact  all  affairs  relating  to  the  temporalities  thereof. 
The  presiding  officer  and  clerk  of  such  governing  body  shall 
immediately  thereafter  certify,  under  their  hands  and  seals, 
the  names  afthepersonselectedastrusteesasaforesaid,  in  which 
certificate  the  name  or  title  by  which  the  said  trustees  and 
their  successors  shall  be  known,  shall  be  particularly  mentioned, 
which  said  certificate,  being  duly  acknowledged  by  the  said 
presiding  oflflcer  and  clerk,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of 
one  of  the  counties  situated  in  whole  or  in  part  within  the 
bounds  of  the  jurisdiction  of  such  governing  body,  or  in  the 
book-  kept  for  the  record  of  religious  corporations;  and  such 
trustees  and  their  successors  shall  thereupon,  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  or  title  expressed  to 
such  certificate.

§  6.  Such  trustees  shall  have  and  use  a  conmion  seal,  and  maj 
renew  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure,  and  shall  take 
charge  of  the  property  of  said  church,  both  real  and  personal; 
transact  all  business  relating  to  the  renting  of  pews,  the  pay- 
ment of  the  pastor's  salary,  and  all  the  other  temporalities  of 
said  church;  but  such  trustees  shall  have  no  right  to  divert  the

Whenever  the  trustees  of  any  church  or  religious 
corporation  owning  a  burying-ground  within  this  State  shall  by 
resolution  determine  that  it  is.  expedient  to  remove  the  human 
remains  buried  therein,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  proceed  as 
follows:  They  shall,  by  notice  read  to  the  congregation  on  two 
successive  Simdays,  and  posted  at  the  principal  door  of  the 
church,  for  two  weeks  previously,  and  published  for  the  same 
period  of  time  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  city,  village  oi» 
town  where  such  burying-ground  is  located,  or  in  case  there  is  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  surrogate  of  the  county  in  which  such  burying- 
ground  is  located,  call  a  meeting  of  the  pew-holders  of  such 
church  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  subject  of  such 
removal;  and  in  such  notice  they  shall  state  the  time  and  place 
of  such  meeting  and  the  purpose  thereof.  Such  meeting  shall 
be  organized  by  electing  a  president  and  secretary  by  a  majority 
of  the  pew-holders  thereat.  If  three-fourths  of  the  pew-holders 
present  at  such  meeting  shall  vote  in  favor  of  such  removal,  the 
president  and  secretary  of  such  meeting  shall  execute  a  certificate 
showing  the  proceedings  of  such  meeting,  which  shall  be  proved 
or  acknowledged  in  the  same  manner  as  deeds  are  required  by 
law  to  be  proved  or  acknowledged,  and  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  register  of  the  city  or  clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
such  burying-ground  is  situated,  and  no  other  consent  shall  be 
necessary  or  required  to  authorize  such  removal.

leges. And  should  any  one  or  more  of  the  societies  composing 
the  same  cease  to  exist  and  not  be  knowm  in  any  of  the  ways 
hereinafter  specified,  namely:  By  holding  business  meetings  and 
having  a  clerk  or  secretary,  and  keeping  a  list  or  registry  of  Its 
members,  or  holding  preaching,  prayer  or  conference  meetings, 
or  any  other  religious  services  in  keeping  with  the  usages  of  the 
denomination  to  which  it  belongs,  provided  that  at  least  five  years 
have  elapsed  since  any  of  these  things  have  been  done  by  either 
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of  said  societiee,  the  trustees  in  such  case  on  notice  and  a  request 
from  any  of  the  remaining  societies  asking  for  the  redistribution 
of  the  time  of  occupancy,  shall  meet  for  that  purpose  and  divide 
the  same  among  the  remaining  aocietiee^  in  proportion  to  their 
original  contributions,  respectively,  or  if  the  division  has  been 
made,  and  in  keeping  wth  these  provisions^  then  the  same  is 
hereby  legalized. 

§  3.  Any  one  of  the  societies  belonging  to  said  union  society 
that  has  or  may  hereafter  build  a  church  in  the  same  village  or 
neighborhood  in  which  it  holds  its  religious  services  shall  not 
thereby  lose  or  forfeit  in  any  way  any  of  its  rights  or  privileges 
in  said  union  society,  and  the  maintainiiig  of  divine  worship,  or 
the  contributing  to  its  support,  will  be  regarded  the  same  as  if 
the  society  held  its  meetings  in  the  church  of  said  union  society. 

§  4.  When  any  one  of  the  societies  has  a  greater  interest  in 
thf  occupancy  than  others,  the  number  of  trustees  shall  be  odd; 
and  the  said  trustees  shall  be  elected  from  each  of  the  societies 
in  proportion  to  its  interest  in  the  same,  as  near  as  may  be. 

§  5.  Any  notice  necessary  to  be  given  by  said  union  society, 
either  for  the  election  of  trustees  or  any  other  purpose,  and  there 
being  no  services  at  the  time  in  the  union  church  so  that  said 
notice  may  be  given,  and  there  being  a  church,  as  set  forth  in 
section  three  of  this  act,  the  notice  may  be  I'ead  from  the  desk 
thereof  as  the  law  provides,  and  the  same  be  x)osted  on  the  outer 
door  of  the  union  church  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  said 
meeting. 

§  6.  Any  society  belonging  to  union  society,  that  is  incorporated 
and  has  built  for  itself  a  church,  may  call  a  meeting,  giving 
notice  of  the  object  for  which  the  samie  is  called,  and  any  one 
entitled  to  vote  for  trustees  may  vote  at  such  meeting,  and  if 
two-thirds  of  all  the  votes  taken  are  in  favor  of  selling  their 
interest  and  right  of  occupancy  in  union  society,  then  the  trustees 
are  hereby  authorized  to  oell  the  same;  and  may  give  title  to 
and  convey  the  same,  provided  the  proceeds  arising  therefrom  in 
all  cases  shall  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  their  church  property.

Any  of  tlie  churches  in  this  State  in  connection  with 
the  Reformed  dmrch  in  America  (until  eighteen  hnndred  and 
sixty-nine  known  as  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  church), 
that  in  accordance  with  section  eight  of  the  act  -passed  April 
fifteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  and  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  chapter  of  the  ministers,  elders  and  deacons  of 
the  Second  Protestant  Reformed  Dutch  church  in  the  city  of 
Albany,"  have  removed  the  management  of  their  temporal  con- 
cerns from  the  hands  of  a  consistory,  and  have  committed  the 
same  to  the  care  of  a  board  of  trustees  distinct  from  that  con- 
sistory, or  who  have,  at  the  time  of  their  organization,  con- 
fided the  management  of  their  temporal  concerns  to  a  board  of 
trustees  distinct  from  the  consistory,  may,  if  the  consistory  and 
board  concurrently  so  determine,  at  any  time  hereafter  confide 
the  management  and  care  of  the  temporal  concerns  of  the  said 
church  to  the  consistory;  and  such  determination  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary 
or  clerk  of  said  consistory,  and  by  the  president  and  secretary 
or  clerk  of  said  board,  with  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation 
(if  any)  thereto  affixed,  and  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  presi- 
dent of  said  consistory,  before  some  person  authorized  to  take 
the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  and  be  recorded  in  the  oflSce  of 
the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  church  shall  be 
situated,  in  the  book  of  records  relative  to  religious  corporations, 
or  other  proper  book  of  records.  Then  the  said  board  shall 
by  vote  signify  its  desire  to  dissolve,  and  shall  thereupon  cease 
to  exist;  and  the  consistory  of  said  church  shall  be  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  church,  as  provided  by  section  two  of  an  act 
passed  April  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  entitled

devise  under  which  the  said  lot  or  lots  shall  be  so  taken  or  held. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  any  grant,  donar 
tion  or  bequest  of  prox>erty  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  same,  or 
the  Income  thereof,  under  the  direction  of  the  vestry  or  trustees, 
fo(r  the  improvement  or  embellierhment  of  any  suoh  burial* 
ground  or  cemetery,  or  lot  therein,  or  for  the  erection,  repair, 
preservation  or  renewal  of  any  tomb,  monument  or  gravestone, 
fence,  railing  or  other  erection,  or  for  the  planting  and  cultiva- 
tion of  trees,  shrubs,  flowers  or  plants  in  or  around  any  ceme- 
tery lot,  or  for  improving  the  said  premises  in  any  other  manner 
or  form  consistent  with  the  design  and  purpose  of  this  act, 
according  to  the  terms  of  such  grant,  donation  or  bequest. 

§  3.  Kothng  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  in 
any  way  to  limit,  alter  or  affect  the  rights  and  powers  of  said 
corporation  to  sell,  convey  or  dispose  of  their  lands  in  any  man- 
ner now  authorized  by  laws  concerning  the  removal  of  ceme- 
teries or  burial-grounds.

gospei  If  the  court  to  which  the  application  is  made  shall  deem 
that  there  are  persons  in  being  entitled  to  notice  of  the  appHoa- 
tion,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  make  an  order  to  show 
cause  and  direct  summary  service  thereof,  either  by  pnblication 
thiefreof  foir  one  or  moire  weekly  or  peiBonBlly  on  the  persons  deng- 
ns/ted  in  the  order.  Unless  the  final  order  shall  otherwise  direet 
as  to  the  application  of  the  proceeds,  the  said  the  American  Con- 
gregational Union  may,  in  its  discretion,  apply  such  proceeds  to 
the  uses  and  purposes  of  its  incorporation  within  the  restrictions 
of  this  act.

such  church  or  society  is  extinct,  providing  that  no  church  hav- 
ing more  than  nine  resident  members  shall  be  declared  extinct 
unless  it  has  failed  for  two  consecutive  years  to  maintain  the 
stated  preaching  of  the  gospel. 

§  2.  The  property  and  effects  of  any  extinct  or  disbanded 
church  or  society  of  the  Christian  denomination,  situate  within 
the  bounds  of  any  duly  incorporated  conference  of  the  Christian 
church,  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  and  become/ 
vested  in  such  conference  for  all  intents  and  purposes  men- 
tioned in  section  one  of  this  act  And  the  power  and  author)!ty 
conferred  by  this  act  on  the  New  Yoid^  Eastem  GhrisOLaQ 
Benevolent  and  Missionary  Society,  over  such  property  within

§  3.  All  other  property  and  effects  of  any  other  disbanded  or
